CHAPTER 1. 



An Act to apply certain sums out of the Consolidated 
Fund to the service of the years ending on the thirty- 
first day of March one thousand nine hundred and six 
and one thousand nine hundred and seven. 

[30th March 1906.] 

Most Gracious Sovereign, 

"XITE, Your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal subjects, the 
^^ Conmions of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland in Parliament assembled, towards making good the 
supply which we have cheerfully granted to Your Majesty in 
this session of Parliament, have resolved to grant unto Your 
Majesty the sums herein-after mentioned ; and* do therefore most 
humbly beseech Your Majesty that it may be enacted ; and be 
it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The Treasury may issue out of the Consolidated Fund of ifsne of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and apply out of the 
towards making good the supply granted to His Majesty for the Consolidated 
service of the year ending on the thirty-first day of March one gem^e of the 
thousand nine himdred and six the sum of one hundred and year ending 
twenty thousand five hundred and eighty pounds. ?Qofi^*"^^ 

2. The Treasury may issue out of the Consolidated Fund of il^o^PL^, 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and apply out of'the ' 
towards making good the supply granted to His Majesty for the Consolidated 
service of the year ending on the thirty-first day of March one ^rvlce^oVthe 
thousand nine hundred and seven the sum of forty-two million year ending 
eight hundred and fifty-five thousand nine hundred pounds. 1907^*"^^ 

3. — (1) The Treasury may borrow from any person, by the powcrforthe 
issue of Treasury Bills or otherwise, and the Bank of England Treanury to 
and the Bank of Ireland may advance to the Treasury on the ^^''^^^'• 
credit of the said sums, any sum or sums not exceeding in the 
whole forty-two miUion nine hundred and seventy-six thousand 
four hundred and eighty pounds.

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(2) Tlie (late of payment of any Treasury Bills issued under 
this section shall be a date not later than the thirtj'-first day of 
March nineteen hundred and seven, and section six of the 

40 k 41 Vict. Treasury Bills Act, 1877 (which relates to the renewal of bills), 
^* ^' shall not apply with respect to those bills. 

(3) Any money borrowed otherwise than on Treasury Bills 
shall be repaid, with interest not exceeding five pounds per cent, 
per annum, out of the growing produce of the Consolidated 
Fund, at any period not later than the next succeeding quarter 
to that in which the money was borrowed. 

(4) Any money borrowed under this section shall be placed 
to the credit of the account of the Exchequer, and shall form 
part of the said Consolidated Fund^ and be available in any 
manner in which such Fund is available.

CHAPTER 2. 

An Act to provide, during Twelve Months, for the 
Discipline and Regulation of the Army. 

[36th March 1906.] 



WHEREAS the raising or keeping of a standing army 
within the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
in time of peace, unless it be with the consent of Parliament, is 
against law : 

And whereas it is adjudged necessary by His Majesty and 
this present Parliament that a body of forces should be con- 
tinued for the safety of the United Kingdorii and the defence 
of the possessions of His Majesty's Crown, and that the- whole 
number of such forces should consist of two Imndred and four 
thousand one hundred, including those to be eiuploj^ed at the 
depots in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
for the training of Teciniits for service at home and abroad, but 
exclusive of the numbers actually serving within His Majesty's 
Indian possessions : 

And whereas it is also judged necessary for the safety of the 
United Kingdotn, and the defence of the possessions of this 
realm, that a body of Royal Marine forces should be enn- 
ployed in His Majesty's fleet and naval service, under the 
direction of the Lord High Admiral . of the United Kingdom, 
or the Commissionei-s for executilig the office of Lord High 
Admiral aforesaid : 

And whereas the said marine forces may frequently be 
quartered Or be on shore, or sent to do duty or be 6n :lx)aKt 
transpoi-t ships or vessels, merchant ships or vessels, or otSier 
ships or vessels, or they may be tinder other circumstances in 
which they will not be subject to the laws relating ! to the 
government of His Majesty's forces by sea : 
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And whereas no man can be forejudged of life or limb, or 
subjected in time of peace to any kind of punishment within 
this realm, by martial law, or in any other manner than by the 
judgment of his peers and according to the known and esta- 
blished laws of tihis realm ; yet nevertheless, it being requisite, 
for the retaining all the before-mentioned forces, and other 
persons subject to militaiy law, in their duty, that an exact 
discipline be obsen'^ed, and that persons belonging to the said 
forces who mutiny or stir up sedition, or desert His Majesty's 
service, or are guilty of crimes and offences to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, be brought to a more 
exemplary and speedy pimishment than the usual forms of the 
law will allow : 

And whereas the Army Act will expire in the year one 44 & 45 vu-.t, 
thousand nine hundred and six on the following days : ^- ^^* 

(a) In the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, and the 
Isle of Man, on the thirtieth day of April ; and 

(h) Elsewhere in Europe, inclusive of Malta, also in the 
West Indies and America, on the thirty-first day of 
July; and 

(c) Elsewhere, whether within or without His Majesty's 
dominions, on the tliirty-first day of December : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the Army (Annual) Act, 1906. Short title. 

2. — (1) The Army Act shall be and remain in force during x\rmy Act to 
the periods herein-after mentioned, and no longer, unless other- ^^^/^^^Jl^s 
wise provided by Parliament (that is to say) : — 

(a) Within the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands, and 
the Isle of Man, from the thirtieth day of April one 
thousand nine hundred and six to the thirtieth day of 
April one thousand nine hundred and seven, both 
inclusive ; and 

{h) Elsewhere in Europe, inclusive of Malta, also in the West 
Indies and America, from the thirty-first day of July 
one thousand nine hundred and six to the thirtj^-first 
day of July one thousand nine hundred and seven, 
both inclusive ; and 

(c) Elsewhere, whether within or without His Majesty's 
dominions, from the thirty-first day of December one 
thousand nine hundred and six to the thirty-first day 
of December one thousand nine hundred and seven, 
both inclusive. 

(2) The Army Act, while in force, shall apply to persons 
subject to military law, whether within or without His Majesty's 
dominions. 

(3) A person subject to military law shall not be exempted 
from the provisions of the Army Act by reason only tliat the 
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number of the forces for the time being in the service of His 
Majesty, exclusive of the marine forces, is either greater or less 
than the number herein-before mentioned. 

Prices in re- 3. There shall be paid to the keeper of a victualling house 

ii^f^^^^^**" for the accommodation provided by him in pursuance of the 
Army Act the prices specified in the Schedule to this Act. 

Amendments of Army Act, 

Power to award 4. For the purpose of preventing soldiers convicted of 
ins^^ofim- ^^^^^8 against discipline under the Army Act, and not 
prisonmentas discharged with ignominy, from being subjected to the stigma 
punishment for attaching to imprisonment, the following amendments shall be 
offend. made in the Army Act : 

(1) In section forty-four — 

(i) After paragraph k there shall be added as an 
additional paragraph — 

" k k Detention for a term not exceeding two 
years " ; 
(ii) After proviso (1) there shall be added as an 
additional proviso — ' 

** (1a) For the purposes of commutation and 
revision of punishment, detention shall not be 
deemed to be a less punishment than imprison- 
ment if the term of detention is longer than 
the term of imprisonment." 

(2) The word " detention " shall be substituted for the word 

" imprisonment " in proviso (10) to section forty-four, 
and for the words "imprisonment with or without 
hard labour " and " imprisonment," wherever those 
words occur in section forty-six. 

(3) In subsection (5) of section forty-seven for the words 

" death or penal servitude or of imprisonment " 
there shall be substituted the words *' death, penal 
servitude, or imprisonment, or of detention." 

(4) In subsection (3) of section fifty, section fifty-one, section 

fifty-two, subsections (3), (4), and (8) of section fifty- 
three, subsections (3) and (4) of section fifty-four, and 
section fifty-six, the word " accused " shall be 
substituted for the word " prisoner " wherever that 
word occurs ; and in subsection (9) of section fifty- 
three and subsection (1) of section fifty-four, the 
words "person under sentence" shall be substituted 
for the word " prisoner." 

(5) For paragraph (1) of section one hundred and thirty- 

eight the following paragraph shall be substituted : — 

" (1) All ordinary pay for every day of absence 

either on desertion or without leave, or as a prisoner 

of war, and for every day of imprisonment awarded 

by a civil court or court-martial, or, if he is on 
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boaxd one of His Majesty's ships, by the com- 
manding officer of that ship, for every day of 
detention awarded by a court-martial or by his 
commanding officer, and for every day whilst he 
is in custody on a charge for an offence of which 
he is afterwards convicted by a civil court or 
court-martial, or on a charge of absence without 
leave for which he is afterwards awarded detention 
by his commanding officer." 

(6) After section one hundred and thirty-five, the following 
section shall be added as a new section : — 

" 135 A. — (1) A soldier sentenced to detention 
shall undergo the term of his detention either in 
military custody or in a detention barrack, or 
partly in one way and partly in the other. 

" (2) A soldier sentenced to imprisonment, or any 
other person liable to be imprisoned in a military 
prison, may be confined in a detention barrack, but 
a soldier sentenced to detention shall not be confined 
in a prison. 

** (3) Subject to the foregoing provisions of this 
section, the provisions of this Act (other than 
proviso (4) to section forty-four) relating to im- 
prisonment, military prisoners, and military 
prisons, shall apply to detention, soldiers under- 
going detention, and detention barracks : 

** Provided that a detention barrack shall not be 
deemed to be a public prison for the purposes of 
subsection (3) of section sixty-three of this Act, 
so far as that subsection relates to the manner in 
which a military prisoner is to be dealt witli." 

5. — (1) For paragraph (a) of subsection (1) of section Amendment of 
thirteen of the Army Act (which relates to fraudulent enlist- ^a^duient*^!*'' 
nient) the following paragraph shall be substituted : — listment in 

'*(a) When belonging to either the regular forces, or the «>^oniai force,

' (2) In subsection (1) of section one hundred and eighty-one 
of the Army Act (which modifies that Act with respect to the 
auxiliary forces) for the words "enlists or attempts to enlist 
in the regular forces" there shall be substituted the words 
" enlists or enrols himself, or attempts to enlist or enrol himself, 
" in the regular forces or in a force raised in India or a 
'' colony." 
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As to mode of 6. In section forty-Uiree of the Army Act (which relates to 

3e]S°^^^ the mode of complaint by soldiers), for the words "to the 

" general or other officer commanding the district or station 

" where the soldier is serving/* there shall he substituted the 

words " to the prescribed general officer." 

As to punish- 7. — (1) For paragraph m of section forty-four of the Army 

oommiffiiOTied' ^^^ (which relates to punishments of non-commissioned officers) 
officers. the following paragraph shall be substituted : — 

"tw. In the case of a non-commissioned officer, forfeiture, 

in the prescribed manner, of seniority of rank, or 

reduction to a lower grade, or to the ranks." 

(2) In paragraph (3) of section one hundred and eighty-three 

of the Army Act (which relates to non-commissioned officers), 

for the words " may be reduced by sentence of a court-martial," 

there should be substituted the words " may, by the sentence 

" of a court-martial, be ordered to forfeit seniority of rank or 

" be reduced." 

As to com- 8. In subsection (3) of section seventy-three of the Army 

aiuhori^^or'^ ^^^ (which relates to the competent military authority in case 
the purposes of of Confession of desertion or fraudident enlistment) for the words 
^' ^^' " or any general or other officer commanding a military district " 

there shall be substituted the words " or any prescribed general 

officer." 

As to military 9. — (1) Rules made under subsection (2) of section one 
prisons. himdred and tliirty-three of the Aiiny Act (which relates to 

military prisons) shall not authorise the infliction of corporal 
punishnient for any offence, and accordingly in that subsection 
the words "not exceeding twenty-five lashes in the case of 
" corporal punishnient," and the words " in addition to the

" pursuance of the Prison Act, 1865, and the Prison Act, 1877 " 
shall be repealed.

CHAPTER 3. 

An Act to make provision with respect to loans and 
Rales made for the purpose of the supply of Seed 
Potatoes to occupiers and cultivators of land in 
Ireland. [29th May 1906.] 

X>E it enacted by tlie King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-'-^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. — (1) Where at any time between the fii-st of December validation and 
nineteen hundred and four and the first of September nineteen repayment of 
hundred and five the Board of Works have, with the consent of y^on of seS 
the Treasury and the approval of tlie Local Govenmient Board, potatoes. 
made out of moneys at their disposal for the purpose of local 
loans any loan to the guardians of any union for the purpose of 
providing seed potatoes, the loan shall be deemed to have been 
legally made and shall be repayable by the guardians to the 
Board of Works by two equal instalments, the first of which 
shall be paid on the first day of February nineteen hundred and 
seven and the second on the first day of February nineteen 
himdred and eight, with interest at the rate of three and a half 
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per cent, per annum on the loan or any outstanding balance 
thereof from the date of the advance to the date of repayment, 
and the poor rate leviable in the imion shall as from the date of 
the loan, without any deed of mortgage or other instrument, be 
and be deemed to have been charged with the repayment thereof 
and interest by the said instalments.

An Act to amend the Law relating to the falsification 
of Seamen's and Soldiers' Certificates of Service or 
Discharge, and to false statements made, used, or given 
in connection with Entry or Enlistment into His 
Majesty's Naval, Military, or Marine Forces. 

[22nd June 1906.] 

"OE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-'-^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. — (1) If any person forges the certificate of service or 
discharge of any seaman or soldier, or any certificate purporting 
to be a certificate of sei^vice or discharge of a seaman or soldier, 
or utters any such certificate knowing it to be forged, or obtains 
or seeks to obtain any employment or other advantage by means 
of any forged or counterfeit certificate of service or discharge, or 
personates the holder of a certificate of service or discharge, he 
shall on conviction under the Summary Jurisdiction Acts be liable 
in the case of a first offence to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for a teiin not exceeding one month, or to a fine 
not exceeding twenty pounds, and in the case of a second or 
subsequent offence to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, 
for a tenii not exceeding three months. 

(2) For the purposes of this section the expression " seaman " 
means a man who has served in His Majesty's naval forces, and 
the expression " soldier " means a man who has served in His 
Majesty's military or marine forces.

An Act to facilitate the proceedings of the Commissioners 
appointed to hold an Inquiry respecting the Duties 
of the Metropolitan Police in dealing with cases of 
Drunkenness, Disorder, and Solicitation in the Streets. 

[22nd June 1906.] 



y\l HEREAS a Commission has been issued by His Majesty 
^^ whereby tlie Right Honourable Alfred Lyttelton, K.C., 
Willoughby Hyett Dickinson, Esquire, M.P., Rufus Daniel 
Isaacs, Esquire, K.C., M.P., David Brynmor Jones, Esquire, 
K.C., M.P., and Charles Algernon Whitmore, Esquire (herein- 
after referred to as " the Commissioners "), have been authorised 
and directed to inquire into and report upon the duties of 
the Metropolitan Police in dealing with cases of drunkenness, 
disorder, and solicitation in tlie streets, and the manner in 
which those duties are discharged, with power to make 
reconnnendations thereon : 

And whereas it is desirable to make provision for the more 
effective conduct by the Commissioners of any inquiry which 
tliey may be authorised to make : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King's most Excellent 
^Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of tlie Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
l^arliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 

1. — (1) The Commissionei*s sliall have all such powers. Powers of 
rights, and privileges as are vested in the High Court, or in any Commis- 
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judge thereof, on the occasion of any action, in respect of the 
following matters : — 

(i) The enforcing the attendance of witnesses and examining 

them on oath, afltenation, or otherwise ; and 
(ii) The compelling the production of documents ; and 
(iii) The punishing persons guilty of contempt ; 

and a summons signed by one or more of the Commissionera 
may be substituted for and shall be equivalent to any formal 
process capable of being issued in any action for enforcing 
the attendance of witnesses and compelling the production 
of docimients. 

(2) A warrant of committal to prison issued for the purpose 
of enforcing the powers conferred by this section shall be signed 
by one or more of the Coimuissionei-s, and shall specify the 
prison to which tlie offender is to be committed, but shall not 
authorise the imprisonment of an offender for a period exceeding 
three months. 

(3) Every person who on examination on oath or afiBrmation 
before the Commissioners wilfully gives false evidence shall be 
liable to the penalties for perjury. 

(4) Any person may appear before the Commissioners by 
counsel or solicitor, if authorised to do so by tlie Commissioners. 

2. — (1) A person examined as a witness by the Commissioners 
shall not be excused from answering any question put to him, 
or from producing any document, on the gi'ound that the 
answer thereto or production thereof may criminate or tend to 
criminate him. 

(2) Every person examined as a witness, who, in the opinion 
of the Commissioners, makes a full and true disclosure touching 
all the matters in respect of which he is examined, shall be 
entitled to receive a certificate signed by the Commissioners, 
stating that the witness has, on his examination, made a full and 
true disclosure as aforesaid. 

(3) If any criminal proceeding is at any time thereafter 
instituted against any such witness in respect of any matter 
touching which he lias been so examined, the court having 
cognizance of the case shall, on his application, and on proof of 
the certificate, stay the proceeding. 

(4) Nothing in this section shall apply to the case of 
proceedings for having given false evidence before the Com- 
missioners, or of having procured, or attempted or conspired 
to procure, the giving of such evidence.

An Act to amend the Law relating to the Superannuation 
of Constables. [22nd June 1906.] 

"DE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and

3, — (1) Where a constable, who has retired without a 
pension from a police force to which the Police Act, 1890,

CHAPTER 14. 

An Act to consolidate and amend the Alkali, &c. Works 
liegulation Acts, 1881 and 1892. [4th August 1906.] 

T)E it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-■-^ with the advice and consent of the Ix)rds Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Part 1. 
Alkali Works and Alkali Waste. 

1.— (1) Every alkali work shall be carxied on in such manner 
as to secure the condensation, to the satisfaction of the chief 
inspector, of the muriatic acid gas evolved in such work, to tile 
extent of ninety-five per centum, and to such an extent that in 
each cubic foot of air, smoke, or chimney gases, escaping from 
the works into the atmosphere, there is not contained more than 
one-fifth part of a grain of muriatic acid. 

[2) Tlie owner of any alkali work which is caiTied on in 
contravention of this section shall be liable to a line not ex- 
ceeding in the c,ase of the first offence fifty pounds, and in the 
case o£ eveiy subsequent offence one hundred poimds. 

Prevention of 2. — (1) In addition to the condensation of muriatic acid gas

(2) The owner of any work which is carried on in contra- 
vention of this -section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding, in 
the case of the first offence fifty pounds, and in the case of every 
subsequent offence one hundred pounds, with a further sum not 
exceeding five pounds for eveiy day during which any such 
subsequent offence has continued. 

(3) On the request of the owner of any such work as is 
mentioned in this section the sanitary authority of the distidct in 
which- such work.-is situate shall, at tlie expense of such owner, 
provide and maintain a drain or channel for carrying. off such 
liquid as aforesaid produced in such work into the sea or into 
any river or watercoui-se into which the liquid can be carried 
without, contravention of the Ilivers Pollution Prevention Act, 39A:40Vict. 
1876, as amended by any subsequent enactment ; and the sani- c- 75. 
taiy authoi'ity. shall for the purpose of providing any such drain 

or channel have the like powers as they have for providing, 
sewers, wliether withiji or without their district, undei' the Public 
Health Act. 

- (4) Compensation shall be made to any person for any 
damage sustained by him by reason of the exercise by a sani- 
tary authority of the powere conferred by this section, and such 
compensation shall be deemed- part of the expeiisas to be paid 
by the o\vner making the request to the sanitary authority under 
this section. 

. 4. — (1) Alkali waste shall not be deposited or discharged' Deposit or cUs- 
without the best practicable means being used for effectually alkaUwasfe 
preventing any nuisance arising therefrouK 
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(2) Any person who causes or knowingly pennits any alkali 
waste to be deposited or discharged in contravention of this 
section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding in the case of the 
first offence twenty pounds, and in the case of eveiy subsequent 
offence fifty jxjunds, with a further sum not exceeding fiA'e 
pounds for every day during which any such subsequent offence 
has continued. 

5. Where alkali waste has been deposited or discharged, 
either before or after the commencement of this Act, and com- 
plaint is made to the chief inspector that a nuisance is occasioned 
thereby, the chief inspector, if satisfied of the existence of the 
nuisance, and that it is within the power of the owner or occupier 
of the land to abate it, shall sen^e a notice on such owner or 
occupier requiring him to abate the nuisance ; and, if such owner 
or occupier fails to use the best practicable and reasonably 
available means for the abatement thereof, he shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding twenty pounds, and, if he does not proceed to 
use such means within such time as may be limited by the court 
inflicting such fine, he shall be liable to a further penalty not 
exceeding five pounds for every day after the expiration of die 
time so limited during which such failure continues. 

Part 11. 

Sulphuric Acid, Muriatic Acid, and other specified Works. 

6. — (1) Every sulphuric acid work as defined in paragraph 
(1) of the First Schedule to this Act shall be carried on in such 
manner as to secure the condensation, to the satisfaction of the 
chief inspector, of the acid gases of suliJiur or of sulphur and 
nitrogen wdiich are evolved in tlie process of the manufacture of 
. sulphuiic acid in that work, to such an extent that the total 
acidity of those gases in each cubic foot of residual gases after 
completion of the process, and before adviixture witli air, smoke, 
or other gases, does not exceed what is equi^^alent to four grains 
of sulphuric anhydride. 

(2) Every muriatic acid woi-k as defined in paragraph (8) of 
the First Schedule to this Act shall be carried on in such manner 
as to secure the condensation to the satisfaction of the chief 
inspector of the muriatic acid gas evolved in such work, to such 
extent that in each cubic foot of air, smoke, or chimney gases 
escaping from the work into the atmosphere there is not contained 
more than one-fifth part of a gi-ain of muriatic acid. 

(3) The owner of any sulphuric acid work or of any muriatic 
acid work which is earned on in contravention of this section 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding in the case of the fii'st 
offence fifty pounds, and in the case of eveiy subsequent offence 
one hundred pounds.

^7;) To any acid gases in the air, smoke, or gases discharged 

into the atmosphere by a chimney or other final outlet 

receiving the residual gases from any process for the 

concentration or distillation of sulphuric acid, where 

the total acidity of such acid gases (including those 

from the combustion of coal) in each cubic foot of air, 

smoke, or gjises so discharged does not exceed what 

is equivalent to one grain and a half of sulphuric 

anhydride. 

(2) If the owner of any such work fails, in tlie opinion of the 

court having cognizance of the matter, to use such means, ho 

shall be liable to a fine not exceeding in the case of the first 

offence twenty pounds, and in the case of every subsequent 

offence fifty pounds, with a further sum not exceeding five 

pounds for every day during which any such subsequent offence 

has continued. 

8. — (1) An inspector may inquire whether, in any works in ProYisionai 
which aluminous deposits are treated for the pui-pose of making ve nf dlsihap'o 
cement (herein-after ciflled cement works) or in any works in of noxious oi^ 
which sulphide ores, including regulus, are calcined or smelted <>fft'"8ive jrasin 
(herein-after called smelting works), means can be adopted at a smdTiiig" 
reasonable expense for preventing the discharge from the fur- works. 
naces or chimneys of such Avorks into the atmosphere of any 
noxious or offensive gas evolved in such works, or for rendering 
such gas where discharged hannless or inoffensive. 

(2) Where it appeara to the I^ocal Oovernment Board that 
such means can be adopted at a reasonable expense, the Board 
may by order require the owners of such works to adopt the best 
practicable means for the purpose, and nuiy by the order limit 
the amount or proportion, in the case of cement works or smelting 
works, of any noxious or offensive gas which is to be permitted 
to escape from such works into the chimney or into the atmosphere, 
and ma}'^ also by the order extend to such works such provisions 
of this Act relating to scheduled works as they think fit. 

(3) An order made under this section shall be provisional only, 
and shall not be of anj- validity until confinned by Parliament, 
but when so confirmed shall have full effect, with such modifica- 
tions as maybe made therein by Parliament ; and the expression 
'* this Act'' when used in this Act shall be deemed to include an 
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order so confirmed, so far as is consistent with tlie tenor of that 
order. 

(4) Tlie Board shall take such steps as they may think fit for 
giving notice to pei*sons interested of the provisions of any order 
made by them under this section before any Bill for confirming 
the same is introduced into Parliament. 

(5) An order made under this section may impose fines for a 
breach of its provisions of like amoimt as anj'- fines imposed by 
this Act for offences against this Act. 

(6) An order made under this section may be repealed, altered, 
or amended by any subsequent order made under this section, and 
confinned by Parliament. 

Part III. 

(i) Registration of Works. 
Registration of 9. — (1) All alkali work, a scheduled work, a cement work, or 
stamp duty. ^ Smelting work shall not be can-ied on unless it is certified to 
l)e registered. 

(2) The work shall be registered in a register containing the 
prescribed particulars, and the register shall be conducted and 
the certifi<jates issued in the prescribed manner. 

(3j A certificate of registration, if issued at a time when a 
previous certificate is in force, shall be in force for one year after 
the time when that certificate ceases to be in force, and if issued 
at a time when no previoiis certificate is in force shall be in force 
until the following first day of April. 

(4) An application for a certificate of registration of a work 
may, in the case of the first registration of that work, be made 
at any time, and an application for any subsequent certificate 
in respect of that work, shall.be made in the month of. January 
<:)r February. % 

(5) A certificate of registration shall be issued on application 
being, made in the prescribed manner by the owner of the A\'ork, 
if the conditions of registration ai-e complied with, and oiie of 
the conditions, in the case of the fii'st registration of aii' alkali 
or scheduled work, or the registration of such a work if tlie work 
has been closed for a period of twelve months previously, shall 
be that the work is at the time of' registration furnished with 
HU(^h appliances as appear to the chief inspector or, on appeal, to 
the Ix)cal Goveinment Board to be necessaiy in order to enable 
tlie Avork to be carried on in accordance Avith such of the require- 
ments of this Act as applj^ to the work. 

Provided that the Local (Sovernment Board may dispense 
with the last-mentioned condition in the case of works erected 
befcn-e the commencement of this Act which were not before the 
commencement of this Act required to be registered. 

(6) There shall be charged upon every saich certificate a stamp 
duty of five pounds in the case of an alkali work, and of thi'ee 
pounds in the case of any other work, and tlie Conmiissioners 
of Inland IJevenue shall issue stfuuped foiTns of certificate for 
the purpose. 
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(7) Written notice of any cliange wliicli occui-s in the owner- 
ship of a work or in the other particulars stated in the register 
shall within one month after such change be sent" by the owner 
to the Local Government Board, and the register and the 
certificate shall be altered accordingly in the prescribed manner 
"withont charge and without the issue of a new certificate. If 
such notice is not sent as so required the work shall not be 
(k^enied to be certified to be registered. 

(8) The owner of a work which has been carried on in con- 
travention of this section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
fifty pounds. 

(ii) Inspection. 

10. — (1) The Local Government Board shall, with the Appointment 
approval of the Treasury as to numbers and salaries or "^ »"spectors. 
remuneration, appoint such inspectors (under whatever title 
they may fix) as the Board think necessary for the execution 
of this Act, and may assign them their duties and award them 
their salaries or remuneration, and shall constitute a chief 
inspector, and may regulate the cases and manner in which 
the inspectors are to execute and perform the powers and duties 
of inspectoi-s tinder this Act, and may remove such inspectors. 

(2) Notice of the appointment of every such inspector shall 
be published in the Tx)ndon Gazette, and a copy of the Gazette 
shall be evidence of the appointnient. 

(3) The salaries or remuneration of the inspectoi-s, and such 
expenses of the exec^ution of this Act as the Treasury may 
sanction, shall be paid out of moneys provided by Parliament. 

(4) A person holding the oflice of chief inspector or inspector 
shall not be employed in any other work except with the 
sanction of the Local Government Board. 

(5) In tlie case of the illness or other unavoidable absence of 
the chief inspector, the Local Ciovernn}ent Board may appoint, 
any other inspector to act as his deputy, and the inspector so 
appointed shall, whilst so acting, have all the powere by or 
under this Act conferred on the chief inspector.

(I*) is engaged or interested directly or indii-ectly in any inspectors. 
work to which this Act applies, or in any patent for 
any process or apparatus carried on or used iji any 
such work, or in any process or apparatus connected 
with the condensation, of acid gases, or with the 
treatment of alkali waste, or witli preventing the 
discharge into the atmosphere or rendering hannless 
or inoffensive anj' noxious or offensive gas, or other- 
wise with any of the matters dealt with by this 
Act; or 
(c) is employed in or about or in connexion with any 
work to which this Act applies, or in any other 
chemical work for gain, 
shall be disqualified to act as an inspector under this Act. 
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12. — (1) For the purpose of the execution of this Act, an 
inspector may at all reasonable times by day and night, without 
giving previous notice, but so as not to interrupt the process of 
the manufacture, 

(a) enter and inspect any work to which, in the opinion of 
the liocal (lovernment Board, any of the provisions of 
this Act applies ; and 

il) examine any process causing tlie evolution of any noxious 
or offensive gas, and any apparatus for condensing 
any such gas, or otherwise preventing the discharge 
thereof into the atmospliere, or for rendering any 
such gas harmless or inoffensive when discharged ; 
and 

(c) ascertain the quantity of gas discharged into the 
atmosphere, condensed or otherwise dealt with ; 
and 

((Z) enter and inspect any place where alkali w^aste is treated 
or deposited, or where any liquid containing either 
acid or any other substance capable of liberating 
sulphuretted hydrogen from alkali waste or drainage 
therefrom is likely to come into contact with alkali 
waste or drainage therefrom ; and 

{c) apply any such tests and make any such experiments, 
and generally make all such inciuiries, as seem to him 
to be necessary or proper for the execution of his 
duties under this Act.

(13) Arsenic works, that is to say, works for the preparation of 
arsenious acid, or where nitric acid or a nitrate is used in the manufacture 
of arsenic acid or an arseniate. 

(14) Nitrate and chloride of iron works, that is to say, works in which 
nitric acid or a nitrate is used in the manufacture of nitrate or chloride 
of iron. 

(15) Bisulphide of carbon works, that is to say, works for the manu- 
facture of bisulphide of carbon. 

(16) Sulphocyanide works, that is to say, works in which the manu- 
facture of any sulphocyanide is carried on by the reaction of bisulphide 
of carbon upon ammonia or any of its compounds.

authority any term of years or other limited interest in 
or any right or easement over the open space ; or 

(c) make any agreement with any local authority for the 

opening to the public of the open space and the care 
and management thereof by the local authority, either 
at all times or at any specified time or times ; or 

(d) notwithstanding anything in the Act or any instrument 

imder which the trustees are constituted or act, admit 
persons not owning, occupying, or residing in any house 
fronting on the open space to the enjoyment of the 
open space, either at aU times or at any specified time 
or times, and regulate the admission of such persons 
thereto on such terms and conditions as the trustees 
think proper. 

(2) Where the freehold of the open space and the freehold of 
all or the greater part of the houses round the open space are 
vested in the same person the powers conferred by this section 
shall not be exercised without the consent of that person. 

(3) Any such conveyance, transfer, grant, or agreement shall

CHAPTER 27. 

An Act to amend the law with respect to the sale of 
Agricultural Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs. 

[4th August 1906.] 

T>E it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. — (1) Every pei*son who sells for use as a fertiliser of the Warranties as 
soil any article which has been subjected to any artificial process ^i^eSing 
in the United Kingdom, or which has been imported from stuffs. 
abroad, shall give to the purchaser an invoice stating the name 
of the article and what are the respective percentages (if any) of 
nitrogen, soluble phosphates, insoluble phosphates, and potash 
contained in the article, and the invoice shall, have effect as a 
warranty by the seller that the actual percentages do not differ 
from those stated in the invoice beyond the prescribed limits of 
error. 

(2) Every person who sells for use as food for cattle or poultry 
any article which has been artificially prepared shall give to the 
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purchaser an invoice stating the name of the article, and whether 
it has been prepared from one substance or seed or from more 
than one substance or seed, and in the case of any article arti- 
ficially prepared otherwise than by being mixed broken ground 
or chopped, what are the respective percentages (if any) of oil 
and albuminoids contained in the article, and the invoice shall 
have effect as a warranty by the seller as to the facts so stated, 
except that as respects percentages the invoice shall have effect 
as a warranty oiily that the actual percentages do not differ 
from those stated in the invoice beyond the prescribed limits of 
error. 

(3) Where any article sold for use as food for cattle or poultry 
is sold under a name or description implying that it is prepared 
from any particular substance or from any two or more particular 
substances, or is the product of any particular seed or of any two 
or more particular seeds, and without indication that it is mixed 
or compounded with any other substance or seed, there shall be 
implied a warranty by the seller that it is pure, that is to say, is 
prepared from that substance or those substances only, or is a 
product of that seed or those seeds only. 

(4) X)n the sale of any article for use as food for cattle or 
poultry, there shall be implied a warranty by the seller that the 
article is suitable to be used as such. 

(5) Any statement by the seller of the percentages of the 
chemical and other ingredients contained in any aiiicle sold for 
use as a fertiliser of the soil, or of the nutritive and other 
ingredients contained in any ai-ticle sold for use as food for 
cattle or poultry, made after the commencement of this Act in 
an invoice of such article, or in any circular or advertisement 
descriptive of such article, shall have effect as a warranty by the 
seller. 

(6) Where an article sold for use as a fertiliser of the soil or 
as food for cattle or poultry consists of two or more ingredients 
which have been mixed at the request of the purchaser, it shall 
be a sufficient compliance with the provisions of this section with 
respect to percentages if the invoice contains a statement of per- 
centages with respect to the several ingredients before mixture, 
and a statement that they have been mixed at the request of the 
purchaser. 

Power to ap- 2. — (1) The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries shall appoint 

and Lmiew ^ chief agricultural analyst (hereinafter referred to as the chief 
sftxnp ew. g^j^g^jyg^^^ ^j^Q shaQ. have such remuneration out of moneys pro- 
vided by Parliament as the Treasury may assign. The diief 
analyst shall not while holding his oflSce engage in private 
practice. 

(2) Every county council shall, and the council of any county 
borough may, appoint an official agricultural analyst (hereinafter 
referred to as an agricultural analyst) and one or more official 
samplers for their county or borough. 

(3) The council of any county or county borough may also 
api)oint a deputy agricultural analyst, who shall) in ease of 
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illness, incapacity, or absence of the agricultural analyst, have all 
the powers and duties of the agricultural analyst, and where the 
deputy acts this Act shall apply as if he were the agricultural 
analyst. 

(4) The appointment of an agricultural analyst, deputy 
agricultural analyst, or official sampler shall be subject to the 
approval of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

(5) A person whilst holding the office of agricultural analyst 
shall not engage or be interested in any trade, manufacture, or 
business connected with the sale or importation of articles used 
for fertilising the soil or as food for cattle or poultry, 

3. — (1) Every purchaser of any article used for fertilising Power to have 
the soil or as food for cattle or poultry who has taken a sample f^^^gt^J^ 
thereof within ten days after delivery of the article to him a^iyM<i^ 
or receipt of the invoice by him, whichever is later, shall, on 
payment of the required fee, be entitled to have the sample 
analysed by the agricultural analyst. 

(2) An official sampler shall at the request of the purchaser 
and on payment by him of the required fee, and may without 
any such request, take a sample for analysis by the agricultural 
analyst of any such article as aforesaid which has been sold or 
is exposed or kept for sale, but, in the case of an article which 
has been sold, the sample shall be taken before the expiratioii 
of ten days after the delivery of the article to the purchaser, or 
the receipt of the invoice by the purchaser, whichever is later. 

(3) Where a sample has been taken with a view to the 
institution of any civil or criminal proceeding, the person taking 
tbe sample shall divide the sample into three parts, and shall 
cause each part to be marked, sealed, and fastened up, and shall 
deliver or send by post two parts to the agricultural analyst and 
one part to the seller. 

. (4) An agricultural analyst to whom a sample is submitted 
for analysis under this section— 

(a) if the sample has not been divided into parts and the 
parts mai-ked, sealed, and fastened up as herein-before 
mentioned, shall send a copy of the certificate of his 
analjrsis to the person who submitted the sample for 
analysis ; and 

(6) if the sample has been so divided into parts, shall 

analyse one of the parts of the sample delivered or 
sent to him and retain the other, and shall send a 
certificate of his analysis in the prescribed form and 
containing the prescribed particulars to the person who 
submitted the sample for analysis, and where that 
person is not the purchaser of the article also to the 
purchaser, and in every case to the seller and to such 
» , other persons (if any) as may be prescribed, and shall 
report to the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries in 
the prescribed manner the result of any such analysis : 
Provided that if the agricultural analyst does not know 
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the name and address of the seller he shall send the 
certificate intended for the seller to the purchaser, to 
be by him forwarded to the seller. 

(5) At the hearing of any civil or criminal proceeding with 
respect to any article a sample whereof has been analysed in 
pursuance of this section, the production of a certificate of the 
agricultural analyst, or, if a sample has been submitted to the 
chief analyst, then of the chief analyst, shall be sufficient 
evidence of the facts therein stated unless the defendant or 
person charged requires that the analyst or the i)erson who 
made the analysis be called as a witness : Provided that this 
subsection shall not apply — 

(a) where the sample has been taken otherwise than in the 

prescribed manner ; or 

(b) where the sample has not been divided into parts and 

the parts marked, sealed, and fastened up as herein- 
before mentioned. 

(6) If in any such legal proceeding (other than a proceeding 
which cannot be instituted until an analysis has been made and 
a certificate given by the chief analyst) either party to the pro- 
ceeding objects to the certificate of the agricultural analjrst, the 
party objecting shall, on payment of such fee as may be fixed by 
the Treasury, be entitled to have submitted to the chief analyst 
the part of the sample retained by the agricultural analyst, and 
to have that part analysed by the chief analyst and to receive 
from him a certificate of the result of his analysis. 

(7) Where a sample is, under this section, sent for analysis to 
the chief analyst or to an agricultural analyst, there shall be sent 
with the sample the invoice (if any) relating to the article from 
which the sample was taken, or a copy of the invoice or of any 
prescribed part thereof. 

Power of Board 4. — (1) The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries may make 
°'dS^^"to ^^g'^^^ions — 

make reguia- (a) with respect to any matter which under this Act is to 

^ions. be prescribed ; 

(6) as to the qualifications to be possessed by agricultural 

analysts, deputy agricultural analysts, and official 

samplers ; 

(c) as to the manner in which analyses are to be made ; 

(d) as to the manner in which samples are to be taken and 

dealt with ; and 

(e) generally for the purpose of carrying this Act into 

execution : 

Provided that nothing in this section or in any regulations 
made thereunder, shall affect the right of the purchaser of an 
article used for fertilising the soil, or as food for cattle or 
poultry, to have analysed by the agricultural analyst a sample 
of an article taken by him or at his request otherwise than in 
accordance with the regulations. 
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(2) All regulations made under tliis section shall be laid 
before both Houses of Parliament as soon as may be after thej^ 
are made. 

5. — (1) The council of a county or county borough may Provisions as to 
concur with one or more other such councils in making any ^untj^y^gh 
appointment which they are authorised to make under this Act, councils, 
and as to the apportionment in the case of such a joint appoint- 
ment of the expenses amongst the several councils. 

(2) The council of any county or county borough may 
contribute towards any expenses incurred by any agricultm-al 
body or association in causing samples to be taken for analysis 
by the agricultural analyst. 

(3) The council of any county or county borough may fix 
the fees payable in respect of the making of any analysis and 
the taking of any sample at the request of a purchaser. 

(4) The expenses of the council incurred in the execution 
of this Act shall be defrayed, in the case of a county council as 
part of their general expenses, and in the case of a county 
borough council out of tlie borough fund or borough rate. 

6. — (1) If any person who sells any article for use as a Penalties for 
fertiliser of the soil or as food for cattle or poultry commits any ^^f^i^e^l ^*"^-^ 
of the following ofEences, namely : — 

(a) Fails without reasonable excuse to give, on or before or 

as soon as possible after the delivery of the article, the 
invoice required by this Act ; or 

(b) Causes or permits any invoice or description of the article 

sold by him to be false in any material particular to 
the prejudice of the purchaser ; or 

(c) Sells for use as food for cattle or poultry any article 

which contains any ingredient deleterious to cattle 
or poiJtry, or to which has been added any ingredient 
wortliless for feeding purposes and not disclosed at 
the time of the sale ; 

he shall, without prejudice to any civil liability, be liable, on 
. summary conviction, for a first offence to a fine not exceeding 

twenty pounds, and for any subsequent offence to a fine not 

exceeding fifty pounds : 

Provided that a person shall not be convicted of an offence 
under paragraph (6) of this subsection if he proves either 

(i) that he did not know, and could not with reasonable care 
have ascertained, that the invoice or description was 
false; or 

(ii) that he purchased the article sold with a written warranty 
or invoice from a person in the United Kingdom, and 
that that warranty or invoice contained the false state- 
ment in question, and that he had no reason to believe 
at the time when he sold the article that the statement 
was false, and that he sold the article in the state in 
which it was when he purchased it. 

F 
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(2) In any proceeding for an o£fenee under tliis section it 
shall be no defence to allege that the purchaser, having bought 
only for analysis, was not prejudiced by the sale. 

(3) A prosecution for an offence under this section shall 
not be instituted except with the consent of the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, and the Board shall not give such 
consent until the part of the sample retained by the agricultural 
analyst has been analysed, and a certificate of analysis given, by 
the chief analyst. 

(4) In any prosecution under this section the summons shall 
stata particulars of the offences alleged, and also the name of 
the prosecutor, and shall not be made returnable in less time 
than fourteen days from the day on which it is served, and there 
must be served therewith a copy of any analyst's certificate 
obtained on behalf of the prosecutor.

7. If any person fraudulently — 

(a) tampers with any article so as to procure that any 
sample of it taken under this Act does not correctly 
represent the article ; or

twenty pounds, or to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
six months. 

8. If— 

(a) the owner, or the person entrusted for the time being 
witli the charge or custody of any article sold or 
intended to be sold for use as a fertiliser of the soil 
or as food for cattle or poultry refuses to allow an 
oflScial sampler to take a sample of the article for 
the purpose of analysis ; or 
(6) the purchaser of any such article refuses to give to an 
official sampler the invoice of the article or a copy 
thereof or of any prescribed part thereof ; 
he shall be liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding- 
ten pounds. 

0, — (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act as to the 
consent of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, a prosecution 
for an offence under this Act may be instituted either by the 
person aggrieved, or by the council of a county or borough, or 
by any body or association authorised in that behalf by the 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

(2) A prosecution for dn offence of causing or permitting an 
invoice or description to be false in any material particular shall 
not be instituted under this Act — 

(a) after the expiration oi three months from the date 
when the invoice was received by the purchaser; nor 
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(6) unless a sample for analysis has been taken, and an 

analysis by the agricultural analyst has been made, 

and a certificate of analysis has been given, in 

accordance with regulations made under this Act : 

But the proceedings may be taken as well before the court 

having jurisdiction in the place where the purchaser of the 

article, to which the invoice or description relates, resides or 

carries on business, as before the court having jurisdiction in 

the place where the invoice or description was given. 

(3) Any person aggrieved by a summary conviction under 
this Act may appeal to a court of quarter sessions. 

10. — (1) For the purposes of this Act the expression " cattle'' Conetruction 
shall mean bulls, cows, oxen, heifers, calves, sheep, goats, swine, t^n ^'^^ *^* 
and horses; and the expressions "soluble" and "insoluble" 
shall respectively mean soluble and insoluble in water, or, if so 
specified in the invoice, in a solution of citric acid or other 
solvent of the prescribed strength, and the percentage of soluble 
phosphates and percentage of insoluble phosphates mean respec- 
tively the percentage of tribasic phosphate of lime which has 
been, and that which has not been, rendered soluble. 

(2) This Act shall apply to wholesale as well as retail sales.

An Act to amend the Crown Lands Acts, 1829 to 1894. 

[4th August 1906.] 

T>E it enacted by tlie King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-■-^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled; 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The President of the Board of Apjriculture and Fisheries 
for the time being shall, by virtue of his office, be a Commis- 
sioner of Woods under the Crown Lands Act, 1851, in addition 
to the Commissioners whom His Majesty has power to appoint 
under that Act, and any reference to those Commissioners in 
the Crown Lands Acts, 1829 to 1894, and in any other Act, 
shall be construed accordingly, but nothing in those Acts shall 
authorise the payment of a salary to the said President in his 
capacity of Commissioner of Woods, or render the said President 
incapable of being elected or of sitting or voting as a member of 
the House of Commons. 

2. — (1) If it appeal's to the Treasury on the representation 
of the Commissioners of Woods and the Board of Trade that 
the transfer of any foreshore from the management of the 
Coinniissioners to that of the Board, or from the management of 
the Board to that of the Commissionei-s, would be convenient 
for the purposes of administration, the Treasury may by order 
make such a transfer, with or without payment in respect 
thereof, as they think fit, subject however and without prejudice 
to the rights and interests (if any) of any other person therein. 
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(2) Any foreshore transferred to tlie management of the 
Commissioners of Woods or the Board of Trade under this

3. — (1) If any claim to any foreshore on the part of the Power of 
Board of Trade, the Commissioners of Woods, or tlie Chancellor ^^l ^^^ ^^^ 
and Council of the Duchy of Lancaster is disputed by any of settle disputes 
those departments, the Board of Trade or the Commissioners of ^s ^ foreshore. 
Woods with the consent of the Treasury, and the Chancellor and 
Council of the Duchy of Lancaster, may enter into an agi'eement 
for settling the dispute. 

(2) Any such agreement may provide for the payment to or 
by the Board of Trade or the Commissioners of Woods by or to 
the Chancellor and Council of the Duchy of Lancaster of any 
sum of money in satisfaction of any claim which the department, 
to whom the money is paid, may have had to the foi'eshore which 
is the subject of the agreement. 

(3) Any agreement under tliis section shall be executed on 
the part of the Chancellor and Council of the Duchy of Lancaster 
under tlie hand and seal of the Chancellor, and attested by the 
clerk of the Council. 

4. The power given to the Treasury by section one of the power of Com- 
Crown Lands Act, 1866 (being a power to direct the costs of missioners of 
certain improvements to be charged to capital and repaid out for certjdifhn- 
of income), shall have effect as if the rebuilding and enlarge- provementa 
ment of the office of the Commissioners of Woods, the erection <>«^ o' capt ai.

6. — (1) The Commissioners of Works may under and in Power of- Com- 
accordance witli the Crown Lands Acts, 1829 to 1894, convey to w^i'',''t7^,V 
a bridge authority willing and able to accept such a convej^ance vey bridges. 
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any bridge under tlie management of the Commissioners and any 
land required for the purpose of widening or improving any 
bridge, either unconditionally or subject to such conditions and 
upon such terms as may be, agreed upon between the Com- 
missioners and the authority, anything in those Acts to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

(2) For the purposes of this section the expressFon " bridge '* 
includes the approaches to and abutments of a bridge, and the ' 
expression " bridge autliority *' means any local authority having 
the duty of the care and maintenance of bridges. 

7. — (1) Notwithstanding anything in the Crown Lands Act, 
1851, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Works and the 
council of tlie borough of Richmond to enter into an agreement 
for the transfer from the Commissionei-s to the council of the 
control and management as open spaces of Richmond Gi-een and 
Kew Green, and on the execution of such an agreement the Open 
Spaces x\cts, 1877 to 1890, shall, subject to any conditions and 
reservations contained in the deed* of transfer, apply as if the 
control and management of those greens had been transferred 
to the council under those Acts. 

(2) The Boai'd of Agriculture and Fisheries and the said 
council may, in like manner and with like effect, enter into an 
agreement for the transfer to the council of the control and 
management of the land, fonuerly part of Kew Green, which lies 
between Kew Green and the north-west entrance to the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, but until such transfer the land shall for all 
purposes continue to be deemed to be part of tliose gardens. 

8. The powers relating to the apportionment and charging 
of quit rents and other pei-petual rents payable to the Crown 
in respect of land in Ireland conferred on the Commissioners of 
Woods by section sixty-one of the Irish Land Act, 1903, may, 
at the request of the owner of any land liable to any such rent, 
be exercised by the Commissioners, although no part of the land 
liable to the rent is the subject of proceedings for sale under the 
Land Purchase Acts as defined by the Irish Land Act, 1903, and 
the said section shall apply accordingly. 

0. No proceedings shall be taken by or on behalf of the 
Crown for enforcing the payment of any quit rent or any other 
perpetual rent payable to the Crown in Ireland, or any arrears 
thereof, but within sixty years from the time when such rent was 
last received by or on behalf of the Crown, and after the expiration 
of that period the right of the Crown to the rent and arrears 
shall be extinguished. 

10. Any money due from or received by the Board of Trade, 
the Commissionei-s of Woods, or the Chancellor and Council of 
the Duchy of Lancaster under this Act shall be paid or applied 
as if it had been payable or received for the purchase or sale of 
lands.

Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. — (1) The owner of a dog shall be liable in damages for Liability of 
injury done to any cattle by that dog ; and it shall not be neces- owner of dog 
sary for the person seeking such damages to show a previous cattle. 
mischievous propensity in the dog, or the owner s knowledge 
of such previous propensity, or to show that the injury was 
attributable to neglect on the part of the owner. 

(2) Where any such injury has been done by a dog, the 
occupier of any house or premises where the dog was kept or 
permitted to live or remain at the time of the injury shall be 
presumed to be the owner of the dog, and shall be liable for the 
injury unless he proves that he was not the owner of the dog at 
that time : 

Provided that where there are more occupiei^s than one in 
any house or premises let in separate apartments, or lodgings, or 
otherwise, the occupier of that particular part of the house or 
premises in which the dog has been kept or permitted to live 
or remain at the time of the injury shall be presumed to be the 
owner of the dog. 

(3) If the damages claimed under this section do not exceed 
five pounds they may be recovered under the Summary Juris- 
diction Acts as a civil debt. 

(4) Where a dog is proved to have injured cattle or chased 

sheep, it may be dealt with under section two of the Dogs Act, 34 & 35 v^ict. 
1871, as a dangerous dog. ^- •''^•

wdth the name and address of tfie owner inscribed on 
the collar or on a plate or badge attached thereto : 
(6) witli a view to tlie prevention of worrying of cattle, for 
preventing dogs or any class of dogs from straying 
during all or any of the hours between sunset and 
sunrise. 
(2) Orders under this section may provide that any dog in 
respect of which an offence is being committed against the 
orders, may be seized and treated as a stray dog. 

Seizure of stray 3. — (1) Where a police officer has reason to believe that any 

dogs. (jQg found in a highway or place of public resort is a stray 

dog, he may seize the dog and may detain it until the owner 

has claimed it and paid all expenses incurred by reason of its 

detention. 

(2) Where any dog so seized wears a collar liaving inscribed 
thereon or attached tho'eto the address of any person, or the 
owner of the dog is known, the chief officer of police, or any 
person authorised by him in that behalf, shall serve on the 
person whose address is given on the collar, or on the owner, a 
notice in writing stating that the dog has been so seized, and 
wiU be liable to be sold or destroyed if not claimed within seven 
clear days after the service of the notice. 

(3) A notice under this section may be served either — 

(a) by delivering it to tlie person on whom it is^ to be 

served ; or 
(6) by leaving it at tliai person's usual or last known place 

of abode, or at the address given on the coUar ; or 
(c) by forwarding it by post in a prepaid letter addressed 

to that person at his usual or last known place of 

abode, or at the address given on the collar. 

(4) Where any dog so seized has been detained for seven 
clear days after the seizure, or, in the case of such a notice as 
aforesaid having been served with respect to the dog, then for 
seven clear days after the service of the notice, and the owner 
has not claimed the dog and paid all expenses incurred by 
reason of its detention, the chief officer of police, or any person 
authorised by him in that behalf, may cause the dog to be sold 
or destroyed in a manner to cause as little pain as possible. 

(5) No dog so seized shall be given or sold for the purposes 
of vivisection. 

(6) The chief officer of police of a police area shall keep, or 
cause to be kept, one or more registers of all dogs seized under 
this section in that area which are not transferred to an esta- 
blishment for tlie reception of stray dogs. The register shall 
contain a brief description of the dog, the date of seizure, and 
particulars as to the manner in which the dog is disposed of, 
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and every such register shall be open to inspection at all 
reasonable times by any member of the public on payment 
of a fee of one shilling. 

(7) The police shall not dispose of any dog seized under this 
section by transferring it to an establishment for the reception 
of stray dogs unless a register is kept for that establishment 
containing such particulars as to dogs received in the establish- 
ment as are above mentioned, and such register is open to 
inspection by the public on payment of a fee not exceeding 
one shilling. 

(8) The police officer or other person having charge of any 
dog detained under tliis section shall cause the dog to be 
j)roperly fed and maintained. 

(9) All expenses incurred by the police under this section 
shall be defrayed out of the police fund, and any money 
received by the police under this section shall be paid to the 
account of the police fund. 

(10) In this section the expressions " police area," " chief

If any person corruptly gives or agrees to give or 
I offers any gift or consideration to any agent as an in- 

I ducemeiit or reward for doing or forbearing to do, or 

for having after the passing of this Act done or forborne 
i to do, any act in relation to his principal's affairs or 

business, or for showing or forbearing to show favour 
or disfavour to any person in relation to his principal's 
affairs or business ; or 

If any pei'son knowingly gives to any agent, or if 
any agent knowingly uses with intent to deceive his 
principal, any receipt, account, or other document in 
respect of which the principal is interested, and which 
contains any statement which is false or erroneous or 
defective in any material particular, and which to his 
knowledge is intended to mislead the principal ; 

he shall be guilty of a misdemeanour, and shall be liable on 
conviction on indictment to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for a term not exceeding two years, or to a fine not 
exceeding five hundred pounds, or to both such imprisonment 
and such fine, or on summaiy conviction to imprisonment, with 
or without hard labour, for a teim not exceeding four months, 
or to a fine not exceeding fifty pounds, or to both such imprison- 
ment and such fine. 
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(2) For the purposes of this Act the expression "consi- 
deration " includes valuable consideration of any kind ; the 
expression " agent " includes any person employed by or acting 
for another; and the expression "principal" includes an 
employer. 

(3) A person serving under the Crown or under any corpo- 
ration or any municipal, borough, county, or district council, or 
any board of guardians, is an agent within the meaning of this 
Act.

2. Subsection (7) of section four of the Fatal Accidents Inquiry 
(Scotland) Act, 1895, is hereby repealed, and, in lieu tliereof, be 
it enacted that the jurj-, after hearing the evidence and the per- 
sons, if they so desire, appearing thereon, including any person 
duly authorised by any trades union or friendly society of which 
the deceased was a member, and the summing up by the sherifiF, 
if he sliall consider such summing up necessaiy or proper, shall 
return a verdict setting fordi, so far as such particulars have 
been proved, when and where the accident and the death or 
deaths to which the inquiry relates took place, the cause or causes 
of such accident or death or deaths, the person or pei-sons, if any, 
to whose fault or negligence the accident is attributable, the 
precautions, if any, by which it might have been avoided, any 
defects in the system or mode of working which contributed to 
the accident, and any other facts disclosed by the evidence which, 
in the opinion of the jurj'', are relevant to the inquiry. 

3. In any case of sudden or suspicious death in Scotland, the 
Lord Advocate may, whenever it appears to him to be expedient 
in the public interest, direct that a public inquiry into such 
death and the circumstances thereof shall be held ; and the 
public inquiry so directed to be held shall take place according 
to the forms and procedure prescribed by the Fatal Accidents 
Inquiry (Scotland) Act, 1895, as altered by this Act. 

4. Subsection ten of section four of the Fatal Accidents 
Inquiry (Scotland) Act, 1895, is hereby repealed, and in lieu 
thereof be it enacted as follows, namelj'' : — 

The jury shall be cited by the sheriff clerk from the sheriff 
court jury book in the manner provided by statute for the citation 
of jurors in civil cases in Scotland, and the existing statutory 
provisions relative to fines for non-attendance of jurors and to 
the swearing of jurors shall apply to inquiries under this Act ;

of such an offence, and who proves that the copies of the musical 
work in respect of w^liich the offence was committed had printed 
on the title page thereof a name and address purporting to be 
that of the printer or publisher, shall not be liable to any penalty 
under this Act unless it is proved that the copies were to his 
knowledge pirated copies. 

(2) Any constable may take into custody without warrant 
any person who in any street or public place sells or exposes, 
offers, or has in his possession for sale any pirated copies of any 
such musical work as may be specified in any general written 
authority addressed to the chief officer of police, and signed by 
the apparent owner of the copyright in such w^ork or his agent 
thereto authorised in writing, requesting the arrest, at the risk 
of such owner, of all persons found committing offences under 
this section in respect to such work, or who offers for sale any 
pirated copies of any such specified musical work by personal 
canvass or by personally delivering advertisements or circulai*s. 

(3) A copy of every wTitten authority addressed to a chief 
officer of police under this section shall be open to inspection 
at all reasonable hours by any person without payment of any 
fee, and any person may take copies of or make extracts from 
any such authority.

CHAPTER 38. 

An Act to further promote the Revision of the Statute Law 
• by repealing Enactments which have ceased to be in 
. force or have become xmnecessary. [4th August 1906.] 

WHEREAS it is expedient that certain enactments wliich 
may be regarded as spent, or have ceased to be in force 
otherwise than by express specific repeal by Parliament, or 
have, by lapse of time or otherwise become unnecessary, should 
be expressly and specifically repealed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Sj^iritnal and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

1. The enactments described in the schedule to this Act are Enactments 
hereby repealed subject to the provisions of this Act and subject ^" i^^ijwjuie 
to the exceptions and qualifications in that schedide mentioned ; ^^^'^ 

H 
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and every part of a title, preamble, or recital specified after the 
words " ill part, namely,'* in connexion Avitli an Act mentioned 
in the said schedule, may be omitted from any revised edition of 
the statutes published by authority after the passing of this Act, 
and there may be added in the said edition such brief statement 
of the Acts, officers, persons, and things mentioned in the title^ 
preamble, or recital, as may in consequence of such omission 
appear necessary. 

Provided as follows : 

The repeal of any words or expressions of enactment described 
in the said schedule sliall not affect the binding force, operation, 
or construction of any statute, or of any part of a statute, whether 
as respects the past or the future ; 

and where any enactment not comprised in the said schedule 
has been repealed, confirmed, revived, or perpetuated by any 
enactment hereby repealed, such repeal, confirmation, revivor, or 
perpetuation, shall not be affected by tlie repeal effected by this 
Act; 

and the repeal by this Act of any enactment or schedule shall 
not affect any enactment in which such enactment or schedule 
has been applied, incorporated, or referred to ; 

nor shall such repeal of any enactment affect any right to any 
hereditar}'' revenues of the Crown, or affect any charges there- 
upon, or prevent any such enactment from being put in force 
for the collection of any such revenues, or otherwise in relation 
thereto ; 

and this Act shall not affect tlie validit}^ invalidity, effect, 
or consequences of anything already done or suffered — or any 
existing status or capacity — or any right, title, obligation, or 
liability already acquired, accnied, or incurred, or any remedy 
or proceeding in respect thereof — or any release or discharge 
of or from any debt, penalty, obligation, liability, claim, or 
demand — or any indemnity—or the proof of any past act or 
thing ; 

nor shall this Act affect any principle or rule of law or 
equity, or established jurisdiction, form or course of pleading, 
practice, or procedure, or tlie general or public nature of any 
statute, or any existing usage, franchise, liberty, custom, privilege, 
restriction, exemption, office, appointment, payment, allowance, 
emolument, or benefit, or any prospective right, notwithstanding 
that the same respectively may have been in any manner affirmed, 
recognised, or derived by, in, or fi'om any enactment hereby 
repealed ;

An Act to amend the Law relating to the Sale of Intoxi- 
cating Liquors in Ireland on Saturdays and Sundays, 
and for other purposes connected therewith. 

[29th November 1906.] 

X)E it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-^ with the advice, and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

andwtenslon ^' '^^ ^^^^ ^^ Liquors on Simday (Ireland) Act, 1878, as 
Gtii\i2^ amended by this Act, shall continue in force until Parliament 
Vict. c. 72. otherwise enacts, with the modification that, in section one 
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thereof, the word "five" shall be substituted for "seven," cioeing hours 
notwithstanding anything in any public or local Act. ^^ Satuniay. 

2. It shall not be lawful for any person to sell or expose for 
sale intoxicating liquor, or to open or keep open any premises 
for the sale of the sarae, on Saturdays after ten o'clock at night 
in the case of cities or towns, the population of which, according 
to the last parliamentary census, exceeds five thousand, and 
after nine o'clock at night in all other towns and places in 
Ireland ; and the provisions of every Act (in regard to penalties 
and otherwise) relating to selling or exposing for sale, or pur- 
chasing, intoxicating liquor, or opening or keeping open any 
premises for the sale of intoxicating liquor, or being present in 
or upon any such premises at any hour, shall be amended in 
this particular, and shall apply as if the said hours respectively 
were specified therein as the hours at which licensed premises 
are required to be closed on Saturdays. Where any business, 
other than the sale of intoxicating liquors, is carried on in the 
licensed premises the whole of such premises shall be closed at 
the hours aforesaid, unless the portion of the same in which 
such sale of intoxicating liquors is carried on is structurally 
separated from the remainder of the building : 

Nothing in this Act shall in any way interfere with the 
rights of any licensed person who is the owner or lessee of a 
theatre, music hall, or other place of public amusement, but all 
such persons shall have the same rights and privileges as they 
have now under the existing licensing law as if this Act had 
not been passed. 

3. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to apply to sales Exemptions. 
of intoxicating liquor to lodgers, or to sale of intoxicating liquor ^"^jf^® 
in packet boats, or in canteens in pursuance of the Acts regu- ^^ 
lating the same, or shall preclude the sale at a railway station 
refreshment room which is licensed for the sale of intoxicating 

liquors on arrival or departure of trains, or to bona fide 
travellers. 

For the purposes of this Act and the other Acts relating 
to the sale of intoxicating liquors, a person residing or lodging 
within the metropolitan police district of Dublin, or any of the 
cities of Waterford, Cork, Limerick, and Belfast, shall not be 
deemed to be a bona fide traveller, unless the place where he 
lodged during the preceding night is at least five miles distant 
from the place where he demands to be supplied with liquor, 
such distance to be calculated by the nearest public thoroughfare. 

4. This Act may be cited as the Intoxicating Liquors Short title and 
(Ireland) Act, 1906. This Act shall commence and come into ^^^"""^ 
operation on the first day of January one thousand nine hundred 

and seven. 
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CHAPTER 40. 

An Act to amend the Law with respect to Marriages 
between British Subjects and Foreigners. 

[29th November 1906.] 

BE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. — (1) Anj^ British subject who desires to be married in a 
foreign country to a foreigner according to the law of that 
country may, if it is desired for tlie purpose of complying with 
the requirement of the law of that countiy to obtain the 
certificate hereinafter mentioned, give notice of the marriage, 
if resident in the United Kingdom, to tlie registrar, and if 
resident abroad, to the marriage officer, and apply to the 
registrar or officer for a certificate tliat after proper notices 
have been given no legal impediment to tlie marriage has 
been shown to the registrar or officer to exist, and the registrar 
or officer shall, after the conditions set out in the Schedule to 
this Act have been complied with, give the certificate applied for, 
xmless the certificate is forbidden or a caveat is in operation 
as provided in that Schedule, or some legal impediment to the 
marriage is shown to the registrar or officer to exist. 

(2) If a person — 

(a) knowingly and wilfully makes a false oath or signs 
a false notice of marriage for the purpose of a 
certificate under this section ; or 
(6) forbids the granting of a certificate under this section 
by falsely representing himself to be a person who 
is authorised to forbid the certificate, knowing that 
representation to be false, 
that person shall be guilty of perjmy, and, if the offence is 
committed abroad, may be tried in any coimty or place in the 
United Kingdom in which the offender may be, and dealt with 
in the same manner in all respects as if the offence had been 
committed in that county or place. 

(3) If any person enters a caveat on grounds which the 
registrar or officer or, in case of appeal, the Registrar-General 
declares to be frivolous, that person shall be liable to pay as 
a debt to the applicant for the certificate such sum as the 
registrar or officer or, in the case of appeal, the Registrar- 
General considers to be proper compensation for the damage 
caused to the applicant by the entering of the caveat. 

(4) Such fees niay be charged in respect of any notice of 
an intended marriage, or any application for or grant of a 
certificate, or the entering of a caveat imder this section, as 
may be fixed, as respects certificates to be granted by or caveats 
entered with registrars, by the Registrar-General, with the 
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consent of His Majesty in Council, and, as respects certificates 

to be granted by or caveats entered with a marriage officer, as 

may be fixed by Order under the Consular Salaries and Fees 64 & 65 Vict. 

Act, 1891. ^^^^' 

2. — (1) AVTiere arrangements liave been made to the Marriage oe 
satisfaction of His Majesty with any foreign country for the ^^.^^^®^ u 
issue by the proper officers of that country, in the case of subjects in the 
persons subject to the marriage law of that country proposing United King- 
to marry British subjects in the United Kingdom, of certificates ^°^ 
that, after proper notices have been given, no impediment 
according to. the law of that country has been shown to exist 
to the marriage. His Majesty may, by Order in Council, 
make regulations — 

(a) requiring any person, subject to the man-iage law of that 

foreign country, who is to be married to a British 
subject in the United Kingdom, to give notice of 
the fact that he is subject to the marriage law of 
that country to the person by or in the presence of 
whom the marriage is to be solemnised ; and 

(b) forbidding any person to whom such a notice is given 

to solemnise ihe marriage or to allow it to be solem- 
nised until such a certificate as aforesaid is produced 
to him. 

(2) If any person knowingly acts in contravention of, or fails 
to comply with, any such regulation, he shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanour, and shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, or to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
one year. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be taken to relate or have 
any reference to any marriages between two persons professing 
the Jewish religion solemnised according to the usages of the 
Jews in the presence of the secretary of a synagogue authorised

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2. The applicaDt shall at the time of giving the notice make and 
subscribe in a book to be kept bj the registrar or officer for the purpose 
an oath — 

(a) that the applicant believes that there is no impediment to the 

marriage by reason of kindred or alliance, or other wise ; and 

(b) that the applicant has for three weeks immediately preceding had « 

his usual residence within the district of the registrar or officer ; 
and 

(c) if the applicant, not being a widower or widow, is under the age 

of twentj-one years, that the consent of the persons whose 
consent to the marriage is required by law has been obtained 
thereto, or that there is no person having authority to give that 
consent, as the case may be. 

3. The registrar or officer shall file every such notice and keep it with 
the archives of his office, and shall forthwith enter in a book of notices to 
be kept by him for the purpose, and post up in some conspicuous place 
in his office a copy of every such notice, and shall keep it so posted up for 
at least twenty-one days. 

4. The book in which the notice is entered, and the copy posted up, 
shall be open at all reasonable times without fee to the inspection of any 
person. 

B. — Provisions as to forbidding Certificate, and as to Caveats. 

5. Any person whose consent is required by law to marriages solem- 
nised in England may forbid the certificate by writing the word "forbidden" 
opposite to the entry of the application in the book of notices, and by 
subscribing thereto his name and residence and the character by reason of 
which he is authorised to forbid the certificate. 

6. — (a) Any person may enter with the registrar or officer a caveat 
against the granting of the certificate, signed by him or in his behalf and 
stating his residence and the grounds of his objection. 

(J)) The registrar or officer shall examine into the matter of the caveat 
and decide whether it ought to obstruct the giving of the certificate or not, 
but be may if he thinks fit refer the matter to the Registrar-General to 
decide. If the registrar or officer decides the question himself, and decides 
that the caveat ought to obstruct the granting of the certificate, the 
applicant for the certificate may appeal to the Registrar-General in 
manner provided by regulations made under this Act. 
(c) The caveat shall cease to operate — 

(i) if withdrawn by the persons entering it ; or 
(ii) if it is decided by the registrar or officer or by the Registrar- 
General on appeal that it ought not to obstruct the giving 
of the certificate. 

Part IL 

Provisions applicable in Scotland. 

A, — Conditions. 

1. The applicant shall give a notice to the registrar of the parish or 
district in which he shall have resided for a period of not less than fifteen 
clear days previous to the giving thereof. Such notice shall be in the 

form as nearly as may be set forth in Schedule A. to the Marriage Notice 41 & 42 Vict. 
(Scotland) Act, 1878, but shall state, in addition to the particulars therein «• 43. 
set out, the nationality of the parties to the intended marriage. 

2. On the receipt of a notice of an intended marriage the registrar, 
being satisfied that the notice is conformable to the requirements of this 
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Act, shall forthwith enter the particulars set forth in the not^e in the 
Marriage Notice Book kept in terms of the Marriage Notice (Scotland; 
Act, 1878, and shaU on the same day post or put up in a conspicuous and 
accessible place on the door or outer wall of his office a public notice ot 
the intended marriage, in the form as nearly as may be set forth in the 
Schedule B. annexed to the said last-mentioned Act, but stating, m 
addition to the particulars therein set out, the nationality of the parties 
to the intended marriage, and shall keep the same so posted or put up for 
seven consecutive days thereafter. 

B. — Provisions as to Objections. 
3.-_(a) Any person may enter with the registrar an objection against 
the granting of the certificate signed by him or on his behalf, and stating 
his residence and the grounds of his objection. 

(6) The registrar shall refer any objection to the Begistrar-General, 
who shall decide whether it ought to obstruct the granting of the 
certificate or not, and shall instruct the registrar accordingly, and the 
instructions so given shall be carried out by the registrar, 
(c) The objection shall cease to operate — 

(i) if withdrawn by the person entering it ; or 
(ii) if it is decided by the Registrar General that it ought not to 
obstruct the granting of the certificate. 



CHAPTER 41. 

An Act to codify the Law relating to Marine Insurance. 

[21st December 1906J 

BE it enacted by tlie King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Marine Insurance. 

Marine insu- 1- A contract of marine insurance is a contract whereby tlie 

ranee defined, insurer undertakes to indemnify the assured, in manner and to 

the extent thereby agreed, against marine losses, that is to say, 

the losses incident to marine adventure. 

Mixed Rea and 2. — (1) A contract of marine insurance may, by its expre&s 
land risks. terms, or by usage of trade, be extended so as to protect the 
assured against losses on inland waters or on any land risk 
which may be incidental to any sea voyage. 

(2) Where a ship in coui-se of building, or the launqli of a 
ship, or any adventure analogous to a marine adventure, is 
covered by a policy in the form of a marine policy, the pro- 
visions of this Act, in so far as applicable, shall apply thereto ; 
. . but, except as by tliis section provided, nothing in this Act shall 
alter or ailect any rule of law applicable to any contract of 
insiu*aiice other than a contract of marine insurance as by this 
Act defined. 
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3. — (J ) Subject to tlie provisions of this Act, every lawful Marine ativcn 
marine adventure may be the subject of a contract of marine H,J^e peri™*"" 

insurance. defined. 

(2) In particular there is a marine adventure where — 

(a) Any ship goods or other moveables are exposed to 
maritime perils. Such property is in this Act 
referred to as " insurable property '* ; 
(6) The earning or acquisition of any freight, passage 
money, commission, profit, or other pecuniary benefit, 
or the security for any advances, loan, or disburse- 
ments, is endangered by the exposure of insurable 
property to maritime perils ; 
(c) Any liability to a third party may be incurred by the 
owner of, or other person interested in or responsible 
for, insurable property, by reason of maritime perils. 

"Maritime perils" means the perils consequent on, or 
incidental to, the navigation of the sea, that is to say, perils 
of the seas, fire, war perils, pirates, rovers, thieves, captures, 
seisures, restraints, and detainments of princes and peoples, 
jettisons, barratry, and any other perils, eiflier of the like kind 
or which may be designated by the policy. 

Insurable Interest. 

4. — (1) Every contract of marine insurance by way of Avoidance of 
gaming or wagering is void. - g^^^^J^^'] 

(2) A contract of marihje insurance is deemed to be a tracts, 
gaming or wagering contract — 

(a) Where the assured has not an insurable interest as 
defined by this Act, and the contract is entered into 
with no expectation of acquiring such an interest ; or 

{b) Where the policy is made " interest or no interest," or 
"without further proof of interest than the policy 
itself," or " without benefit of salvage to the insurer," 
or subject to any other like term : 

Provided that, where there is no possibility of salvage, a 
policy may be effected without benefit of salvage to the insurer. 

5. — (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, every person insurable in- 
has an insurable interest who is interested in a marine adventure. ^^^^^ defined. 

(2) La particular a person is interested in a marine adventure 
where he stands in any legal or equitable relation to the adven- 
ture or to any insurable property at risk therein, in consequence 
of which he may benefit by the safety or due arrival of insurable 
property, or may be prejudiced by its loss, or by damage thereto, 
or by the detention thereof, or may incur liability in respect 
thereof. 

6. — (1) The assured must be interested in the subject-matter When interest 
insured at the time of the loss tliough he need not be interested ^^^^ attach, 
when the insurance is effected : 
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Provided that where the subject-matter is insured " lost or 
not lost," the assured may recover although he may not have 
acquired his interest until after the loss, unless at the time of 
effecting the contract of insurance the assured was aware of the 
loss, and the insurer was not. 

(2) Where the assured has no interest at the time of the loss, 
he cannot acquire interest by any act or election after he is aware 
of the loss. 

7. — (1) A defeasible interest is insurable, as also is a con- 
tingent interest. 

(2) In particular, where the buyer of goods has insured them, 
he has an insurable interest, notwithstanding that he might, at 
his election, have rejected the goods, or have treated them as at 
the seller's risk, by reason of the latter s delay in making delivery 
or otherwise. 

8. A partial interest of any nature is insurable. 

9. — (1) The insurer under a contract of marine insurance 
has an insurable interest in his risk, and may re-insure in respect 
of it. 

(2) Unless the policy otherwise provides, the original assured 
has no right or interest in respect of such re-insurance. 

10. The lender of money on bottomry or respondentia has 
an insurable interest in respect of the loan. 

11. The master or any member of the crew of a ship has an 
insurable interest in respect of his wages. 

12. In the case of advance freight, the person advancing the 
freight has an insurable interest, in so far as such freight is not 
repayable in case of loss. 

13. The assured has an insurable interest in the charges of 
any insurance which he may effect. 

14. — (1) Where the subject-matter insured is mortgaged, the 
mortgagor has an insurable interest in the full value thereof, and 
the mortgagee has an insurable interest in respect of any simi 
due or to become due under the mortgage. 

(2) A mortgagee, consignee, or other person having an interest 
in the subject-matter insured may insure on behalf and for the 
benefit of other persons interested as well as for his own benefit. 

(3) The owner of insurable property has an insurable interest 
in respect of the full value thereof, notwithstanding that some 
third person may have agreed, or be liable, to indemnify him in 
case of loss. 

15. Where the assured assigns or otherwise parts with his 
interest in the subject-matter insured, he does not thereby transfer 
to the assignee his rights under the contract of insurance, unless 
there be an express or implied agreement with the assignee to 
that effect. 

But the provisions of this section do not affect a transmissioB 
of interest by operation of law. 
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Insurable Value. 

16. Subject to any express provision or valuation in the Measure of in- 
policy, the insurable value of the subject-matter insured must curable value, 
be ascertained as follows : — 

(1) In insurance on ship, the insurable value is the value, at 

the commencement of the risk, of the ship, including 
her outfit, provisions and stores for the officers and 
crew, money advanced for seamen^s wages, and other 
disbursements (if any) incurred to make the ship fit for 
the voyage or adventure contemplated by the policy, 
plus the charges of insurance upon the whole : 

The insurable value, in the caee of a steamship, 
includes also the machinery, boilers, and coals and 
engine stores if owned by the Assured, and, in the 
case of a ship engaged in a special trade, the ordinary 
fittings requisite for that trade : 

(2) In insurance on freight, whether paid in advance or other- 

wise, the insurable value is the gross amount of the 
freight at the risk of the assured, plus the charges of 
insurance : 

(3) In insurance on goods or merchandise, the insurable 

value is the prime cost of the property insured, plus 
the expenses of and incidental to shipping and the 
charges of insurance upon the whole : 

(4) In insurance on any other subject-matter, the insurable * 

value is the amount at the risk of the assured when the 
policy attaches, plus the charges of insurance. 

Disclosure and Representations. 

17. A contract of marine insurance is a contract based upon insurance is 
the utmost good faith, and, if the utmost good faith be not "Gemmae fidei. 
observed by either party, the contract may be avoided by the 

other party. 

18. — (1) Subject to the provisions of this section, the assured Disclosure by 
must disclose to the insurer, before the contract is concluded, *^^®^ 
every material circumstance which is known to the assured, and 
the assured is deemed to know every circumstance which, in the 
ordinary course of business, ought to be known by him. If the 
assured fails to make such disclosure, the insurer may avoid the 
contract. 

(2) Every circumstance is material which would influence- 
the judgment of a prudent insurer in fixing the premium, or 
determining whether he will take the risk, 

(3) In the absence of inquiry the following circumstances 
need not be disclosed, namely : — 

(a) Any circumstance which diminishes the risk ; 

(b) Any circumstance which is known or presumed to be 

known to the insurer. The insurer is presumed to 
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know matters of cojnmon notoriety or knowledge, and 

matters whicli an insurer in the ordinary coui-se of his 

business, as such, ought to know ; 
(c; Any circumstance as to which information is waived by 

tie insurer ; 
(d) Any circimistance which it is superfluous to disclose by 

reason of any express or implied warranty. 

(4) Whether any particular circumstance, which is not dis- 
closed, be material or not is, in each case, a question of fact. 

(5) The term ** circumstance " includes any communication 
made to, or infoimation received by, the assured. 

19. Subject to the provisions of the preceding section as to 
circumstances which need not be disclosed, where an insurance 
is effected for the assured by an agent, the agent must disclose 
to the insurer — 

(a) Every material circumstance which is known to himself, 
and an agent to insure is deemed to know every 
circumstance which in the ordinary course of business 
ought to be known by, or to have been communicated 
to, him ; and 

(b) Every material circumstance which the assured is bound 
to disclose, unless it come to his knowledge too late to 
communicate it to the agent. 

20. — (1) Every material representation made by the assured 
or his agent to the insurer during the negotiations for the con- 
tract, and before the contract is concluded, must be true. If it 
be untrue the insurer may avoid the contract. 

(2) A representation is material which would influence 
the judgment of a prudent insurer in fixing the premium, or 
determining whether he will take the risk. 

(3) A representation may be either a representation as to a 
matter of fact, or as to a matter of expectation or belief. 

(4) A representation as to a matter of fact is true, if it be 
substantially correct, that is to say, if the difference between 
what is represented and what is actually correct would not be 
considered material by a prudent insurer. 

(5) A representation as to a matter of expectation or belief is 
true if it be made in good faith. 

(6) A representation may be withdrawn or corrected before 
the contract is concluded. 

(7) Whether a particular representation be material or not is, 
in each case, a question of fact. 

Whtn contract 21. A contract of marine insurance is deemed to be con- 
S)nciud^.*'^ ^ eluded when the proposal of the assured is accepted by the 
insurer, whetlier the policy be then issued or not ; and, for the 
purpose of showing when the proposal was accepted, reference 
may be made to the slip or covering note or other customary 
memorandum of the contract, although it be unstamped. 
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The Policy. 

22. Subject to the provisions of any statute, a contract of Contract must 
marine insurance is inadmissible in evidence unless it is em- ^embodied in 
bodied in a marine policy in accordance with this Act. The ^ ^^' 
I)olicy may be executed and issued either at the time when the 

contract is concluded, or afterwards. 

23. A marine policy must specify — What policy 

(1) The name of the assured, or of some person who effects "'^^ specify* 

the insurance on his behalf : 

(2) The subject-matter insured and the risk insured 

against : 

(3) The voyage, or period of time, or both, as the case may 

be, covered by the insurance : 

(4) The sum or sums insured : 

(5) The name or names of the insurers. 

24, — (1) A marine policy must be signed by or on behalf Signature of 
of the insurer, provided that in the case of a corporation the ^^^^^f* 
corporate seal may be sufficient, but nothing in this section shall 
be construed as requiring the subscription of a corporation to 
be under seal. 

(2) Where a policy is subscribed by or on behalf of two 
or more insurers, each subscription, unless the contrary be 
expressed, constitutes a distinct contract with the assured. 

25. — (1) Where the contract is to insure the subject-matter voyage and 
" at and from," or from one place to another or others, the policy time policies, 
is called a " voyage policy," and where the contract is to insure 
the subject-matter for a definite period of time the policy is 
called a " time policy." A contract for both voyage and time 
may be included in the same policy. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of section eleven of the Finance i Edw. 7. c 7. 
Act, 1901, a time policy which is made for any time exceeding 
twelve months is invalid. 

26. — (1) The subject-matter insured must be designated in Designation of 
a marine policy with reasonable certainty. subject-matter 

(2) The nature and extent of the interest of the assured in 
the subject-matter insured need not be specified in the policy. 

(3) Where the policy designates the subject-matter insured 
in general terms, it shall be construed to apply to the interest 
intended by the assured to be covered. 

(4) In the application of this section regard shall be had 
to any usage regulating the designation of the subject-matter 
insured. 

27. — (1) A policy may be either valued or unvalued. Valued policy. 

(2) A valued policy is a policy which specifies the agreed 
value of the subject-matter insured. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of this Act, and in the absence 
of fraud, the value fixed by the policy is, as between the insurer 
and assured, conclusive of the insurable value of the subject 
intended to be insui-ed, whether the loss be total or partial. 
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(4) Unless the policy otherwise provides, the value fixed 
by the policy is not conclusive for the purpose of determining 
whether there has been a constructive total loss. 

Unvalued 28. An unvalued policy is a policy which does not specify 

policy. the value of the subject-matter insured, but, subject to the limit 

of the sum insured, leaves the insurable value to be subsequently 
ascertained, in the manner herein-before specified. 

Floating poUcy 29. — (1) A floating policy is a policy which describes the 
shipB.^^^^ insurance in general terms, and leaves the name of the ship 

or ships and other particulars to be defined by subsequent 

declaration. 

(2) The subsequent declaration or declarations may be made 
by indorsement on the policy, or in other customary manner. 

(3) Unless the policy otherwise provides, the declarations 
must be made in the order of dispatch or shipment. They must, 
in the case of goods, comprise all consignments within the terms 
of the policy, and the value of the goods or other property must 
be honestly stated, but an omission or erroneous declaration may 
be rectified even after loss or arrival, provided the omission or 
declaration was made in good faith. 

(4) Unless the policy otherwise provides, where a declaration 
of value is not made until after notice of loss or arrival, the 
policy must be treated as an unvalued policy as regards the 
subject-matter of that declaration. 

Construction of 30. — (1) A policy may be in the form in the First Schedule

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Act, and unless the 
context of the policy otherwise requires, the terms and expressions 
mentioned in the First Schedule to this Act shall be construed as 
having the scope and meaning in that schedule assigned to them. 

^*rem^ U) he 31, — (1) Where an insurance is effected at a premium to be 
arranged. arranged, and no arrangement is made, a reasonable premium 

is payable. 

(2) Where an insurance is effected on the terms that au 

additional premium is to be arranged in a given event, and that 

event happens but no arrangement is made, then a reasonable 

additional premium is payable. 

Double Insurance. 
Rouble insa- 32. — (1) Where two or more policies are effected by or on 

"" behalf of the assured on the same adventure and interest or any 

part thereof, and the sums insured exceed the indemnity allowed 
by this Act, the assured is said to be over-insured by double 
insurance. 

(2) Where the assured is over-insured by double insurance— 
(a) The assured, unless the policy otherwise provides, may 
claim payment from the insurers in such order as he 
may think fit, provided that he is not entitled to 
receive any sum in excess of the indemnity allowed 
by this Act ; 
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(6) Where the policy under which the assured claims 
is a valued policy, the assured must give credit as 
against the valuation for any sum received by him 
under any other policj'^ without regard to the actual 
value of the subject-matter insured ; 

(c) Where the policy under which the assured claims is an 

unvalued policy he must give credit, as against the 
full insurable value, for any sum received by him 
under any other policy ; 

(d) Where the assured receives any sum in excess of the 

indemnity allowed by this Act, he is deemed to hold 
such sum in trust for the insurers, according to their 
right of contribution among themselves. 

Warranties, &o. 

. 33. — (1) A warranty, in the following sections relating to Nature of 
warranties, means a promissory warranty, that is to say, a wa"»n<^y- 
warranty by which the assured undertakes that some particular 
thing shall or shall not be done, or that some condition shall be 
fulfiUed, or whereby he affirms or negatives the existence of a 
particular state of facts. 

(2) A warranty may be express or implied. 

(3) A warranty, as above defined, is a condition which must 
be exactly complied with, whether it be material to the risk or not. 
If it be not so complied with, then, subject to any express provi- 
sion in the policy, the insurer is discharged from liability as 
from the date of the breach of warranty, but without prejudice 
to any liability incurred by him before that date. 

34. — (1) Non-compliance with a warranty is excused when. When breach of 
by reason of a change of circumstances, the warranty ceases ^^?°*^^ ^" 
to be applicable to the circumstances of the contract, or when 
compliance with the warranty is rendered unlawful by any 
subsequent law. 

(2) Where a warranty is broken, the assured cannot avail 
himself of the defence that the breach has been remedied, and 
the warranty complied with, before loss. 

(3) A breach of warranty may be waived by the insurer. 

35. — (1) An express warranty may be in any form of words Express war- 
from which the intention to warrant is to be inferred. ranties. 

(2) An express warranty must be included in, or written 
upon, the policy, or must be contained in some doctmient 
incorporated by reference into the policy. 

(3) An express warranty does not exclude an implied 
warranty, unless it be inconsistent therewith. 

36. — (1) Where insurable property, whether ship or goods, is Warranty of 
expressly warranted neutral, there is an implied condition that neutrality. 
the property shall have a neutral character at the commencement . 
of the risk, and that, so far as the assured can control the matter, • 
its neutral character shall be preserved during the risk. 
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(2) Where a ship is expressly warranted " neutral " there is 
also an implied condition that, so far as the assured can control 
the matter, she shall be properly documented, that is to say, 
that she shall carry the necessary papers to establish her neu- 
trality, and that she shall not falsify or suppress her papers, or 
use simulated papers. If any loss occurs through breach of 
this condition, the insurer may avoid the contract. 

37, There is no implied warranty as to the nationality of a 
sliip, or that her nationality shall not be changed during the rist 

38, Where the subject-matter insured is warranted " well " 
or " in good safety " on a particular day, it is sutBcient if it be 
safe at any time during that day. 

39. — (1) In a voyage policy there is an implied warranty 
that at the commencement of the voyage the ship shall be 
seaworthy for the purpose of the particular adventure insured. 

(2) Where the policy attaches while the ship is in port, there 
is also an implied warranty that she shall, at the commencement 
of the risk, be reasonably fit to encounter the ordinary perils of 
the port. 

(3) Where the policy relates to a voyage which is performed 
in different stages, during which the ship requires different 
kinds of or further preparation or equipment, there is an 
implied warranty that at the commencement of each stage the 
ship is seaworthy in respect of such preparation or equipment 
for the purposes of that stage. . 

(4) A ship is deemed to be seaworthy when she is reasonably 
fit in all respects to encounter the ordinary perils of the seas of 
the adventure insured. 

(5) In a time policy there is no implied warranty that the 
ship shall be seaworthy at any stage of the adventure, but 
•where, with the privity of the assured, the ship is sent to sea 
in an unseaworthy state, the insurer is not liable for any loss 
attributable to unseaworthiness. 

40. — (1) In a policy on goods or other moveables there is no 
implied warranty that the goods or moveables are seaworthy. 

(2) In a voyage policy on goods or other moveables there 
is an implied warranty that at the commencement of the voyage 
the ship is not only seaworthy as a ship, but also that she is 
reasonably fit to carry the goods or other moveables to the 
destination contemplated by the policy. 

41, There is an implied waiTanty that the adventure insured 
is a lawful one, and that, so far as the assured can control the 
matter, the adventure shall be carried out in a lawful manner.

Implied condi- 42. — (1) Where the subject-matter is insured by a voyage

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contract is concluded, but there is an implied condition that 
the adventure shall be commenced within a reasonable time, 
and that if the adventure be not so commenced the insurer 
may avoid the contract. 

(2) The implied condition maybe negatived by showing that 
the delay was caused by circumstances known to the insurer 
before the contract was concluded, or by showing that he waived 
the condition. 

43, Where the place of departure is specified by the policy. Alteration of 
and the ship instead of sailing from that place sails from any portofdepar- 
other place, the risk does not attach. *""*' 

44. Where the destination is specified in the policy, and the Sailing for dif- 
ship, instead of sailing for that destination, sails for any other ^?^°* destina- 
destination, the risk does not attach. 

45. — (1) Where, after the commencement of the risk, the Change of Yoy- 
destination of the ship is voluntarily changed from the ^^' 
destination contemplated by the policy, there is said to be 
a change of voyage. 

(2) Unless the policy otherwise provides, where there is a 
change of voyage, the insurer is discharged from liability as 
from the time of change, that is to say, as from the lime 
when the determination to change it is manifested ; and it is 
immaterial that the ship may not in fact have left the course of 
voyage contemplated by the policy when the loss occurs. 

46. — (1) Where a ship, without lawful excuse, deviates from Deviation, 
the voyage contemplated by the policy, the insurer is discharged 
from liability as from the time of deviation, and it is immaterial 
that the ship may have regained her route before any loss 
occurs. 

(2) There is a deviation from the voyage contemplated by 
the policy — 

(a) Where the course of tlie voyage is specifically designated 
by the policy, and that course is departed from ; or 

(6) Where the course of the voyage is not specifically 
designated by the policy, but the usual and customary 
course is departed from. 

(3) The intention to deviate is immaterial ; there must be a 
deviation in fact to discharge the insurer from his liability under 
the contract. 

47. — (1) Where several ports of discharge are specified by Several ports of 
the policy, the ship may proceed to all or any of them, but, in ^^c^^arge. 
the absence of any usage or sufficient cause to the contrary, she 
must proceed to them, or such of them as she goes to, in the 
order designated by the policy. If she does not there is. a 
deviation. 

(2) Where the policy is to "ports of discharge," within a 
given area, which are not named, the ship must, in the absence 
of any usage or sufficient cause to the contmry, proceed to them, 
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or such of them as she goes to, in their geographical order. If 
she does not there is a deviation. 

Delay in voy- 48. In the case of a voyage policy, the adventure insured 

*^®' must })e prosecuted throughout its course with reasonable dis- 

patch, and, if without lawful excuse it is not so prosecuted, the 
insurer is discharged from liability as from the time when the 
delay became unreasonable. 

Excuses for do- . 49, — (1) Deviation or delay in prosecuting the voyage 

delay." *^' contemplated by the policy is excused — 

(a) Where authorised by any special term in the policy ; or 
(6) Where caused by circumstances beyond the control of the 
master and his employer ; or 

(c) Where reasonably necessary in order to comply with an 

express or implied warranty ; or 

(d) Where reasonably necessary for the safety of the ship or 

subject-matter insured ; or 

(e) For the purpose of saving human life, or aiding a ship in 

distress where human life may be in danger ; or 
(/) Where reasonably necessary for the purpose of obtaining 

medical or surgical aid for any person on board the 

ship ; or 
(g) Where caused by the barratrous conduct of the master or 

crew, if barratry be one of the perils insured against. 

(2) When the cause excusing the deviation or delay ceases 
to operate, the ship must resume her course, and prosecute her 
voyage, with reasonable dispatch. 

Assignment of Policy. 

When and how 50. — (1) A marine policy is assignable unless it contains 
Sgnabie.*^ terms expressly prohibiting assignment. It may be assigned 
either before or after loss. 

(2) Where a marine policy has been assigned so as to pass 
the beneficial interest in such policy, the assignee of the policy 
is entitled to sue thereon in his own name ; and the defendant 
is entitled to make any defence arising out of the contract 
which he would have been entitled to make if the action had 
been brought in the name of the person by or on behalf of 
whom the policy was effected. 

(3) A marine policy may be assigned by indorsement 
thereon or in other customary manner. 

Assured who 51. Where the assured has parted with or lost his interest 

^oV^^.* in the subject-matter insured, and has not, before or at the time 
of so doing, expressly or impliedly agreed to assign the policy, 
any subsequent assignment of the policy is inoperative : 

Provided that nothing in this section affects the g^signmwt 
pf a policy after loss. 
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The Premium. 

52. Unless otlierwise agreed, the duty of the assured or his when premium 
agent to pay the premium, and the duty of the insurer to issue payable, 
the policy to the assured or his agent, are concurrent conditions, 
and the insurer is not bound to issue the policy until payment 
or tender of the premium. 

53. — (1) Unless otherwise agreed, where a marine policy is PoUcy effected 
effected on behalf of the assured by a broker, the broker is through broker. 
directly responsible to the insurer for the premium, and the 
insurer is directly responsible to the assured for the amount 
which may be payable in respect of losses, or in respect of 
returnable premium. 

(2) Unless otherwise agreed, the broker has, as against the 
assured, a lien upon the policy for the amount of the premium 
and his charges in respect of effecting the policy ; and, where he 
has dealt with the person who employs him as a principal, he 
has also a lien on the policy in respect of any balance on any 
insurance account which may be due to him from such person, 
unless when the debt was incurred he had reason to believe that 
such person was only an agent. 

54. Where a marine policy effected on behalf of the assured Effect of re- 
by a broker acknowbdges the receipt of the premium, such *^®^P* ^'^ P^'^^^- 
acknowledgment is, in the absence of fraud, conclusive as 
between the insurer and the assured, but not as between the 
insurer and broker. 

Loss AND Abandonment. 

56, — (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, and unless the included and 
policy otherwise provides, the insurer is liable for any loss ^^^^^^^^ 
proximately caused by a peril insured against, but, subject as 
aforesaid, he is not liable for any loss which is not proximately 
caused by a peril insured against. 

(2) In particular, — 

(a) The insurer is not liable for any loss attributable to 
the wilful misconduct of the assured, but, unless 
the policy otherwise provides, he is liable for any 
loss proximately caused by a peril insured against, 
even though the loss would not have happened but 
for the misconduct or negligence of the master or 
crew ; 

(6) Unless the policy otherwise provides, the insurer on 
ship or goods is not liable for any loss proximately 
caused by delay, although the delay be caused by 
a peril insured against ; 

(e) Unless the policy otherwise provides, the insurer is not 
liable for ordinary wear and tear, ordinary leakage 
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and breakage, inherent vice or nature of the subject- 
matter insured, or for any loss proximately caused 
by rats or vermin, or for any injury to machinery 
not proximately caused by maritime perils. 

56.— (1) A loss may be either total or partial. Any loss 
other than a total loss, as hereinafter defined, is a partial loss. 

(2) A total loss may be either an actual total loss, or a 
constructive tot-al loss. 

(3) Unless a different intention appeai-s from the terms of the 
policy, an insurance against total loss includes a constructive, 
as well as an actual, total loss. 

(4) Where the assured brings an action for a total loss and 
the evidence proves only a partial loss, he may, unless the policy 
otherwise provides, recover for a partial loss. 

(5) Where goods reach their destination in specie, but by 
reason of obliteration of marks, or otherwise, they are incapable 
of identification, the loss, if any, is partial, and not total. 

57.— (1) Where the subject-matter insured is destroyed, or so 
damaged as to cease to be a thing of the kind insured, or where 
the assured is irretrievably deprived thereof, there is an actual 
total loss. 

(2) In the case of an actual total loss no notice of abandon- 
ment need be given. 

58. Where the ship concerned in the adventure is missing, 
and after the lapse of a reasonable time no news of her has 
been received, an actual total loss may be presumed. 

59. Where, by a peril insured against, the voyage is inter- 
nipted at an intermediate port or place, under such circumstances 
as, apart from any special stipulation in the contract of affreight- 
ment, to justify the master in landing and re-shipping the goods 
or other moveables, or in transhipping them, and sending tliem 
on to their destination, the liability of the insurer continues, 
notwithstanding the landing or transhipment. 

60. — (1) Subject to any express provision in the policy, there 
is a constructive total loss where the subject-matter insured is 
reasonably abandoned on account of its actual total loss appearing 
to be unavoidable, or because it could not be preserved from 
actual total loss without an expenditure which would exceed its 
value when the expenditure had been incurred. 

(2) In particular, there is a constructive total loss — 

(i) Where the assured is deprived of the posvsession of his 
ship or goods by a peril insured against, and (a) it 
is unlikely that he can recover the ship or goods, as 
the case may be, or {h) the cost of recovering the 
ship or goods, as the case may be, would exceed their 
value when recovered ; or 
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(ii) 111 the case of damage to a sliip, where she is so 
damaged by a peril insured against that the cost of 
repairing the damage would exceed the value of the 
ship when repaired. 

In estimating* the cost of repairs, no deduction 

is to be made in respect of general average 

contributions to those repairs payable by other 

interests, but account is to be taken of the expense 

of future salvage operations and of any future 

general average contributions to which the sliip 

would be liable if repaired ; or 

(iii) In the case of damage to goods, where the cost of 

repairing the damage and forwarding the goods to 

their destination would exceed their value on arrival. 

61. Where there is a constructive total loss the assured may Effect of con- 
either treat the loss as a partial loss, or abandon the subject- f^^^^® *^^^ 
matter insured to the insurer and treat the loss as if it were an 
actual total loss. 

62. — (1) Subject to the provisions of this section, where the Notice of | 
assured elects to abandon the subject-matter insured to the ft^°do°«*eiit. 
insurer, he must give notice of abandonment. If he fails to do 
so the loss can only be treated as a partial loss. 

(2) Notice of abandomnent may be given in writing, or by 
word of mouth, or partly in writing and partly by word of 
mouth, and may be given in any terms which indicate the 
intention of the assured to abandon his insured interest in the 
subject-matter insured unconditionally to the insurer. 

(3) Notice of abandonment must be given with reasonable 
diligence after the receipt of reliable information of the loss, but 
where the information is of a doubtful character the assured is 
entitled to a reasonable time to make inquiiy. 

(4) Where notice of abandonment is properly given, the 
rights of the assured are not prejudiced by the fact that the 
insurer refuses to accept the abandonment. 

(5) The acceptance of an abandonment may be either express 
or implied from the conduct of the insurer. The mere silence of 
the insurer after notice is not an acceptance. 

(6) Where notice of abandonment is accepted the abandon- 
ment is irrevocable. The acceptance of the notice conclusively 
admits liability for the loss and the sufficiency of the notice. 

(7) Notice of abandonment is unnecessary where, at the time 
when the assured receives information of the loss, there would be 
no possibility of benefit to the insurer if notice were given to him. 

(8) Notice of abandonment may be waived by the insurer. 

(9) Where an insurer has re-insured his risk, no notice of 
abandonment need be given by him. 

63. — (1) Where there is a valid abandonment the insurer Effect of 
is entitled to take over the interest of the assured in whatever abamionment. 
may remain of the subject-matter insured, and all proprietary 
rights incidental thereto. 
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(2) Upon the abandonment of a ship, the insurer thereof is 
entitled to any freight in course of being earned, and which is 
earned by her subsequent to the casualty causing the loss, less 
the expenses of earning it incurred after the casualty ; and, where 
the ship is carrying the owner's goods, the insurer is entitled 
to a reasonable remuneration for the carriage of them subsequent 
to the casualty causing the loss.

Partial Losses (including Salvage and General Average 
AND Particular Charges). 

64. — (1) A particular average loss is a partial loss of the 
subject-matter insured, caused by a peril insured against, and 
which is not a general average loss. 

(2) Expenses incurred by or on behalf of the assured for the 
safety or preservation of the subject-matter insured, other than 
general average and salvage charges, are called particular 
charges. Particular charges are not included in particular 
average. 

65. — (1) Subject to any express provision in the policy, 
salvage charges incurred in preventing a loss by perils insured 
against may be recovered as a loss by those perils. 

(2) " Salvage charges " means the charges recoverable under 
maritime law by a salvor independently of contract. They do 
not include the expenses of services in the nature of salvage 
rendered by the assured or his agents, or any person employed 
for hire by them, for the purpose of averting a peril insured 
against. Such expenses, where properly incurred, may be 
recovered as particular charges or as a general average loss, 
according to the circumstances under which they were incurred. 

66. — (1) A general average loss is a loss caused by or 
directly consequential on a general average act. It includes a 
general average expenditure as well as a general average 
sacrifice. 

(2) There is a general average act where any extraordinary 
sacrifice or expenditure is voluntarily and reasonably made or 
incurred in time of peril for the purpose of preserving the 
property imperilled in the common adventure. 

(3) Where there is a general average loss, the party on whom, 
it falls is entitled, subject to the conditions imposed by maritime 
law, to a rateable contribution from the other parties interested, 
and such contribution is called a general average contribution. 

(4) Subject to any express provision in the policy, where the 
assured has incurred a general average expenditure, he may 
recover from the insurer in respect of the proportion of the loss 
which falls upon him ; and, in the case of a general average 
sacrifice, he may recover from the insurer in respect of the 
whole loss without having enforced his right of contribution 
from the other parties liable to contribute. 
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(5) Subject to any express provision in the policy, where 
the assured has paid, or is liable to pay, a general average 
contribution in respect of the subject insured, he may recover 
therefor from the insurer. 

(6) In the absence of express stipulation, the insurer is not 
liable for any general average loss or contribution where the loss 
was not incurred for the purpose of avoiding, or in connexion 
with the avoidance of, a peril insured against. 

(7) Where ship, fi-eight, and cargo, or any two of those 
interests, are owned by the same assured, the liability of the 
insurer in respect of general average losses or contributions 
is to be determined as if those subjects were owned by different 
persons. 

Measure of Indemnity. 

67. — (1) The sum which the assured can recover in respect Extent of lia- 
of a loss on a policy by which he is insured, in the case of an a^^for\^ 
unvalued policy to the full extent of the insurable value, or, 
in the case of a valued policy to the full extent of the value fixed 
by the policy, is called the measure of indemnity. 

(2) Where there is a loss recoverable under the policy, the 
insurer, or each insurer if there be more than one, is liable for 
such proportion of the measure of indemnity as the amount of 
his subscription bears to the value fixed by the policy in the case 
of a valued policy, or to the insurable value in the case of an 
unvalued policy. 

68. Subject to the provisions of this Act and to any express Total loss, 
provision in the policy, where there is a total loss of the subject- 
matter insured, — 

(1) If the policy be a valued policy, the measure of indemnity 

is the sum fixed by the policy : 

(2) If the policy be an unvalued policy, the measure of 

indemnity is the insurable value of the subjectrmatter 
insured. 

69. Where a ship is damaged, but is not totally lost, the Partial loss of 
measure of indemnity, subject to any express provision in the ^^^P- 
policy, is as follows : — 

(1) Where the ship has been repaired, the assured is entitled 

to the reasonable cost of the repairs, less the customary 
deductions, but not exceeding the sum insured in 
respect of any one casualty : 

(2) Where the ship has been only partially repaired, the 

assured is entitled to the reasonable cost of such 
repairs, computed as above, and also to be indemnified 
for the reasonable depreciation, if any, arising from 
the unrepaired damage, provided that the aggregate 
amoimt shall not exceed the cost of repairing the whole 
damage, computed as above : 
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(3) Where the ship has not been repaired, and has not been 
sold in her damaged state during the risk, the assured 
is entitled to be indemnified for the reasonable depre- 
ciation arising from the unrepaired damage, but not 
exceeding the reasonable cost of repairing such 
damage, computed as above. 

Partial loss of 70, Subject to any express provision in the policy, where 

freight. there is a partial loss of freight, the measure of indemnity is 

such proportion of the sum fixed by the policy in the case of a 
valued policy, or of the insurable value in the case of an unvalued 
policy, as the proportion of freight lost by the assured bears to 
the whole freight at the risk of the assured under the policy. 

Partial loss of 71. Where there is a partial loss of goods, merchandise, or 

«P^5°^®^ other moveables, the measure of indemnity, subject to any 
express provision m the policy, is as follows : — 

(1) Where part of the goods, merchandise or other moveables 

insured by a valued policy is totally lost, the measure 
of indemnity is such proportion of the sum fixed by 
the policy as the insurable value of the part lost bears 
to the insurable value of the whole, ascertained as in 
the case of an unvalued policy : 

(2) Where part of the goods, merchandise, or other move- 

ables insured by an unvalued policy is totally lost, the 
measure of indemnity is the insurable value of the part 
lost, ascertained as in case of total loss : 

(3) Where the whole or any part of the goods or merchandise 

insured has been delivered damaged at its destination, 
the measure of indemnity is such proportion of 
the sum fixed by the policy in the case of a valued 
policy, or of the insurable value in the case of an 
unvalued policy, as the difference between the gross 
sound and damaged values at the place of arrival bears 
to the gross sound value : 

(4) *' Gross value " means the wholesale price or, if there be 

no such price, the estimated value, with, in either case, 
freight, landing charges, and duty paid beforehand ; 
provided that, in the case of goods or merchandise 
customarily sold in bond, the bonded price is deemed 
to be the gross value. " Gross proceeds " means the 
actual price obtained at a sale where all charges on 
sale are paid by the sellers. 

Apportionment 72. — (1) \Vhere different species of property are insured 
of valuation, ^nder a single valuation, the valuation must be apportioned 
over the different species in proportion to their respective 
insurable values, as in the case of an unvalued policy. The 
insured value of any part of a species is such proportion of the 
total insured value of the same as the insurable value of the 
part bears to the insurable value of the whole, ascertained in 
both cases as provided by this Act. 
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(2) Where a valuation lias to be apportioned, and particulars 
of the prime cost of each separate species, quality, or description 
of goods cannot be ascertained, die division of the valuation 
may be made over the net arrived sound values of the different 
species, qualities, or descriptions of goods. 

73.— (1) Subject to any express provision in the policy, General aver- 
where the assured has paid, or is liable for, any general average t^nsanT mj' 
contribution, the measure of indemnity is the full amount of vage chai-ges. 
such contribution, if the subject-matter liable to contribution is 
insured for its full contributory value ; but, if such subject- 
matter be not insured for its full, contributory value, or if only 
part of it be insured, the indemnity payable by the insurer 
must be reduced in proportion to the under insurance, and 
where there has been a particular average loss which constitutes 
a deduction from the contributory value, and for which the 
insurer is liable, that amount must be deducted from the 
insured value in order to ascertain what the insurer is liable 
to contribute. 

(2) WTiere the insurer is liable for salvage charges the extent 
of his liability must be determined on the like principle. 

74. Where the assiu-ed has effected an insurance in express Liabilities to 
terms against any liability to a third party, the measure of *'*^^ parties, 
indemnity, subject to any express provision in the policy, is the • 
amount paid or payable by him to such third pai'ty in respect 
of such liability. 

75. — (1) Where there has been a loss in respect of any General provi- 
subject-matter not expressly provided for in the foregoing sionsas to mea- 
provisions of this Act, the measure of indemnity shall be ^ty.^ ^ ^°^ 
ascertained, as nearly as may be, in accordance with those 
provisions, in so far as applicable to the particular case. 

(2) Nothing in the provisions of this Act relating to the 
measure of indemnity shall affect the rules relating to double 
insurance, or prohibit the insurer fi'om disproving interest 
wholly or in part, or from showing that at the time of the loss 
the whole or any part of the subject-matter insured was not at 
risk under the policy. 

76. — (1) Where the subject-matter insured is warranted free Particular 
from particular average, the assured cannot recover for a loss of ^!^^ ^*^" 
part, other than a loss incuired by a general average sacrifice, 
unless the contract contained in the policy be apportionable ; 
but, if the contract be apportionable, the assured may recover 
for a total loss of any apportionable part. 

(2) Where the subject-matter insured is warranted free from 
particular average, either wholly or under a certain percentage, 
the insurer is nevertheless liable for salvage charges, and for 
particular charges and other expenses properly incurred pursuant 
to the provisions of the suing and labouring clause in order to 
avert a loss insured against. 

(3) Unless the policy otherwise provides, where the subject- 
matter insured is warranted free from particular average under 
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a specified percentage, a general average loss cannot be added 
to a particular average loss to make up the specified percentage. 
(4) For the purpose of ascertaining whether the specified 
percentage has been reached, regard shall be had only to the 
actual loss suffered by the subject-matter insured. Particular 
charges and the expenses of and incidental to ascertaining and 
proving the loss must be excluded.

losses, even though the total amount of such losses may exceed 
the sum insured. 

(2) Where, under the same policy, a partial loss, which has 
not been repaired or otherwise made good, is followed by a total 
loss, the assured can only recover in respect of the total loss : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall affect the liability 
of the insurer under the suing and labouring clause. 

Suing and la- 78. — (1) Where the policy contains a suing and labouring 

bouring clause, ^lause, the engagement thereby entered into is deemed to be 
supplementary to the contract of insurance, and the assured 
may recover from the insurer any expenses properly incurred 
pursuant to the clause, notwithstanding that the insurer may 
• have paid for a total loss, or that the subject-matter may have 
been wairanted free from particular average, either wholly or 
under a certain percentage. 

(2) General average losses and contributions and salvage 
charges, as defined by this Act, are not recoverable imder l£e 
suing and labouring clause. 

(3) Expenses incurred for the purpose of averting or dimi- 
nishing any loss not covered by the policy are not recoverable 
under the suing and labouring clause. 

(4) It is the duty of the assured and his agents, in aU cases, 
to take such measures as may be reasonable for the purpose of 
averting or minimising a loss. 

Rights of Insurer on Payment. 

Right of Bubro- 79. — (1) Where the insurer pays for a total loss, either of 
gation. Q^Q whole, or in the case of goods of any apportionable part, of 

the subject-matter insured, he thereupon becomes entitled to 
take over the interest of the assured in whatever may remain 
of the subject-matter so paid for, and he is thereby subrogated 
to all the rights and remedies of the assured in and in respect 
of that subject-matter as from the time of the casualty causing 
the loss. 

(2) Subject to the foregoing provisions, where the insurer 
pays for a partial loss, he acquires no title to the subject-matter 
insured, or such part of it as may remain, but he is thereupon 
subrogated to all rights and remedies of the assured in and in 
respect of the subject-matter insured as from the time of the 
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casualty causing the loss, in so far as the assured has been 
indemnified, according to this Act, by such payment for the 
loss. 

80. — (1) Where the assured is over-insured by double in- Right of con- 
surance, each insurer is bound, as between himself and the ^ri^^tion. 
other insurers, to contribute rateably to the loss in proportion 
to the amount for which he is liable under his contract. 

(2) If any insurer pays more than his proportion of the loss, 
he is entitled to maintain an action for contribution against the 
other insurers, and is entitled to the like remedies as a surety 
who has paid more than his proportion of tlie debt.

82. Where the premium or a proportionate part thereof is. Enforcement of 
by this Act, declared to be returnable, — return. 

(a) If already paid, it may be recovered by the assured from 

the insurer ; and 
(h) If unpaid, it may be retained by the assured or his 

agent. 

83. Where the policy contains a stipulation for the return of Return by 
tlie premium, or a proportionate part thereof, on the happening agreement, 
of a certain event, and that event happens, the premium, or, 

as the case may be, the proportionate part thereof, is thereupon 
returnable to the assured. 

84. — (1) Where the consideration for the payment of the Return for 
premium totally fails, and there has been no fraud or illegality failure of con- 
on the part of the assured or his agents, the premium is there- 
upon returnable to the assured. 

(2) Where the consideration for the payment of the premium 
is apportionable and there is a total failure of any apportionable 
part of the consideration, a proportionate part of the premium is, 
under the like conditions, thereupon returnable to the assured. 

(3) In particular — 

(a) Where tlie policy is void, or is avoided by the insurer 
as from the commencement of the risk, the premium 
is returnable, provided that there has been no fraud 
or illegality on the part of the assured ; but if the 
risk is not apportionable, and has once attached, the 
premimn is not returnable : 

(6) Where the subject-matter insured, or part thereof, has 
never been imperilled, the premium, or, as the case 
may be, a proportionate part thereof, is returnable ; 
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Provided that wliere the subject-matter has 
been insured " lost or not lost " and has arrived 
in safety at the time when the contract is con- 
cluded, the premium is not returnable unless, at 
such time, the insurer knew of the safe arrival. 

(c) Where the assured has no insurable interest throughout 

the currency of the risk, the premium is returnable, 
provided that this rule does not apply to a policy 
effected by way of gaming or wagering ; 

(d) Wliere the assured has a defeasible interest which is 
• terminated ^during the currency of the risk, the 

premium is not returnable ; 

(e) Where the assured has over-insured under an unvalued 

policy, a proportionate part of the premium is 

returnable ; 
(/) Subject to the foregoing^provisions, where the assured 

has over-insured by double insurance, a proportionate 

part of the several premiums is returnable : 

Provided that, if the policies are effected at 
different times, and any earlier policy has at any 
time borne the entire risk, or if a claim has been 
paid on the policy in respect of the full sum 
insured thereby, no premium is returnable in 
respect of that policy, and when the double in- 
surance is effected knowingly by the assured no 
premium is returnable. 

Mutual Insurance. 

Modification of 85. — (1) Where two or more persons mutually agree to 
mu^t^^u-^ insure each other against marine losses there is said to be a 
ranee. mutual insurance.

(3) The provisions of this Act, in so far as they may be 
modified by the agreement of the parties, may in the case of 
mutual insurance be modified by the terms of the policies 
issued by the association, or by the rules and regulations of the 
association. 

(4) Subject to the exceptions mentioned in this section, the 
provisions of this Act apply to a mutual insurance.

Rules for Construction of Policy. 

The following are the rules referred to hy this Act for the con- 
struction of a polict/ in the above or other lihe form, tchere the context 
does not otherwise require : — 

1. Where the subject-matter is insured " lost or not lost," and the loss Lost or not 
has occurred before the contract is concluded, the risk attaches unless, at ^o^^- 
such time the assured was aware of the loss, and the insurer was not. 

2. Where the subject-matter is insured " from " a particular place, the From, 
risk does not attach until the ship starts on the voyage insured. 

3. — (a) Where a ship is insured "at and from" a particular place, At' and from, 
and she is at that place in good safety when the contract is concluded, the [Ship.] 
risk attaches immediately. 

(b) If she be not at that place when the contract is concluded, the 
risk attaches as soon as she arrives there in good safety, and, unless the 
policy otherwise provides, it is immaterial that she is covered by another 
policy for a specified time after arrival. 

(c) Where chartered freight is insured " at and from " a particular [Freight.] 
place, and the ship is at that place in good safety when the contract is 
concluded the risk attaches immediately. If she be not there when the 
contract is concluded, the risk attaches as soon as she arrives there in good 
safety. 

(d) Where freight, other than chartered freight, is payable without 
special conditions and is insured ^^ at and from " a particular place, the 
risk attaches pro rata as the goods or merchandise are shipped ; provided 
that if there be cargo in readiness which belongs to the shipowner, or 
which some other person has contracted with him to ship, the risk attaches 
as soon as the ship is ready to receive such cargo. 

4. Where goods or other moveables are insured " from the loading From the load- 
thereof," the risk does not attach until such goods or moveables are i^g thereof, 
actually on board, and the insurer is not liable for them while in transit 
from the shore to the ship. 
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5. Where the risk on goods or other moveables continues until they 
are ^^ safely landed," they must be landed in the customary manner and 
within a reasonable time after an-ival at the port of discharge, and if they 
are not so landed the risk ceases. 

6. In the absence of any further license or usage, the liberty to touch 
and stay " at any port or place whatsoever " does not authorise the shi]) to 
depart from the course of her voyage from the port of departure to the 
port of destination. 

7. The term "perils of the seas" refers only to fortuitous accidents or 
casualties of the seas. It does not include the ordinary action of the 
winds and waves. 

8. The term " pirates " includes passengers who mutiny and rioters who 
attack the ship from the shore. 

9. The term " thieves " does not cover clandestine theft or a theft 
committed by any one of the ship^s company, whetlier crew or passengers. 

10. The term " arrests, &c., of kings, princes, and people " refers to 
political or executive acts, and does not include a loss caused by riot or 
by ordinary judicial process. 

11. The term "barratry" includes every wrongful act wilfully com- 
mitted by the master or crew to the prejudice of the owner, or, as the case 
may be, the charterer. 

12. The term "all other perils " includes only perils similar in kind to 
the perils specifically mentioned in the policy. 

13. The term "average unless general" means a partial loss of the 
subject-matter insured other than a general average loss, and does not 
include " particular charges." 

14. Where the ship has stranded, the insurer is liable for the excepted 
losses, although the loss is not attributable to the stranding, provided that 
when the stranding takes place the risk has attached and, if the policy be 
on goods, that the damaged goods are on board. 

15. The term " ship " includes the hull, materials and outfit, stores and 
provisions for the officers and crew, and, in the case of vessels engaged in 
a special trade, the ordinary fittings requisite for the trade, and also, in 
the case of a steamship, the machinery, boilers, and coals and engine stores, 
if owned by the assured. 

16. The term "freight" includes the profit derivable by a shipowner 
from the employment of his ship to carry his own goods or moveables, as 
well as freight payable by a third party, but does not include passage 
money. 

17. The term "goods" means goods in the nature of merchandise, and 
does not include personal effects or provisions and stores for use on board. 

In the absence of any usage to the contrary, deck cargo and living 
animals must be insured specifically, and not under the general denomi- 
nation of goods.

An Act for the Suppression of Betting in Streets and 
other Public Places. [21st December 1906.] 

IDE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Alajesty, by and 
-■^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the autliority of the same, as follows : 

Betting in a !•— (1) Any person frequenting or loitering in streets or 

street, &c. public places, on behalf either of himself or of any other person, 

for the purpose of bookmaking, or betting, or wagering, or 

agreeing to bet or wager, or paying or receiving or settling 

bets, shall 

(a) in the case of a first offence be liable, on conviction 
under the Summary Jurisdiction Acts, to a fine not 
exceeding ten pounds ; 
(h) in the case of a second offence be liable, on conviction 
under the Summary Jurisdiction Acts, to a fine not 
exceeding twenty pounds ; and 
(c) in the case of a third or subsequent offence, or in any 
case where it is proved that the person whilst com- 
mitting the offence had any betting transaction with 
a pei-son under the age of sixteen yeara, be liable oh 
conviction on indictment to a fine not exceeding fifty 
pounds or to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for a tenn not exceeding six months without 
the option of a fine, or on conviction under tlie 
Summaiy Jurisdiction Acts to a fine not exceeding 
thirty pounds or to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for a term not exceeding three months, 
without the option of a fine ; 

and shall in any case be liable to forfeit all books, cards, papei-s, 
and other articles relating to betting which may be found in his 
possession.

(4) A master or owner shall not be liable to any fine under 
this section — 

(a) in respect of any wood goods which the master has 

considered it necessary to place or keep on deck 
during the voyage on account of the springing of any 
leak, or of any other damage to the ship received or 
apprehended ; or 

(b) if he proves that the ship sailed from the port at which 

the wood goods were loaded as deck cargo at such 
time before the last day of October as allowed a 
sufficient interval according to the ordinary duration 
of the voyage for the ship to arrive before that day 
at the said port in the United Kingdom, but was 
prevented from so arriving by stress of weather or 
circumstances beyond his control ; or 

(c) if he proves that the ship sailed from the port at wliich 

the wood goods were loaded as deck cargo at such 
time before the sixteenth day of April as allowed a 
reasonable interval according to the ordinary duration 
of the voyage for the ship to anive after that day at 
the said port in the United Kingdom, and by reason 
of an exceptionally favourable voyage arrived before 
that day. 

(5) For the purposes of this section — 

(a) the expression ** heavy wood goods " means — 

(i) any square, round, waney, or other timber, 
or any pitch pine, mahogany, oak, teak, or other 
heavy wood goods whatever ; or 

(ii) any more than five spare spars or store 
spars, whether or not made, dressed, and finally 
prepared for use ; and 

(b) the expression " light wood goods " means any deals, 

battens, or other light wood goods of any description ; ' 
and 

(c) the expression " deck cargo " means any cargo carried 

either in any uncovered space upon deck or in any 
covered space not included in the cubical contents 
forming the ship's registered tonnage ; and ^ j 
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(c2) tlie space in which wood goods are carried shall be 
deemed to be the space limited by the superficial 
area occupied by the goods, and by straight lines 
enclosing a rectangular space sufficient to include 
the goods. 

(6) Nothing in this section shall aflFect any ship not boimd 
to a port in the United Kingdom which comes into any port of 
the United Kingdom under stress of weather, or for repairs, or 
for any purpose other than the delivery of her cargo. 

(7) This section shall come into operation on the passing of 
this Act. 

11. Any offence for which a person is liable to a fine under 
subsection (2) of section four himdred and fifty-two of the 
principal Act (which relates to the obligation to take precautions 
to prevent grain cargo from shifting) or under any provision of 
this Act which relates to the lading of grain cargoes on foreign 
ships may be prosecuted summarily; but the fine to which a 
person is liable for any such offence shall not, if the offence is 
prosecuted summarily, exceed a hundred pounds. 

12. After the thirty-first day of December nineteen hundred 
and seven, the superintendent or other officer, before whom 
a seaman is engaged to be entered on board any British ship at 
any port in the British Islands or on the continent of Europe 
between the River Elbe and Brest inclusive, shall not allow 
a seaman to sign the agreement if in his opinion the seaman 
does not possess a sufficient knowledge of the English language 
to understand the necessary orders that may be given to him 
in the course of the performance of his duties ; but nothing in 
this section shall apply to any British subject or inhabitant of 
a British protectorate or to any lascar ; 

Provided that where a seaman has been allowed to sign an 
agreement after the date on which this section comes into force, 
and is discharged before a superintendent or other officer, the 
superintendent or officer shall note the fact on his certificate of 
discharge in manner directed by the Board of Trade, and a 
superintendent or other officer shadl not under this section refuse 
to allow a seaman who holds a certificate so noted to sign an 
agreement unless the superintendent or officer considers that 
there are special reasons for the refusal, and in that case he shall 
make a special report of the matter to the Board of Trade. 

Part IL 
Passenger and Emigrant Ships. 

13. The definition of " passenger steamer " in section two 
hundred and sixty-seven of the principal Act shall be amended 
so as to include every foreign steamship (whether originally 
proceeding from a port in the United Kingdom or from a 
port out of the United Kingdom) whicli carries passengers 
to or from any place, or between any places, in the United 
Kingdom.

** (6) the fare contracted to be paid by them amounts to at 

" least the sum* of twenty-five pounds for the entire 

" voyage or is in the proportion of at least sixty-five 

" shillings for every thousand miles of the length of 

** the voyage ; and 
" (c) they have been furnished with a duly signed contract 

" ticket in the form prescribed by the Board of Trade 

" for cabin passengers/' 

15. Where a passenger steamer takes on board passengers Passengers 
from a tender, or lands passengera by means of a tender, she ^'^ta ?f^™' 
shall be deemed to be taking the passengers on board from, or means o/ten- 
landing the passengera at, the port from or to which the tender dera. 
comes or goes, and passengers conveyed in a tender to or from 

a ship from or to a place in the United Kingdom shall for the 
purposes of Part III. of the principal Act, and for the purposes 
of any returns to be made under the Merchant Shipping Acts, 
be deemed to be passengers caiTied from or to a place in the 
United Kingdom. 

16. — (1) A ship shall not carry passengers, whether cabin or Kestriction as

(2) If this section is not complied with in the case of any sengers may be 
ship the master of the ship shall for each offence be liable to carried. 
a fine not exceeding five hundred pounds. 

17. — (1) The Board of Trade may prescribe regulations. Regulations

18. — (1) The master of every emigrant ship shall on request Copies of scale 
produce to any steerage passenger for his perusal a copy of the appS^iwc^o

Part IU. 
Seamen's Food. 

25. — (1) The master of every ship for which an agreement statutory soaic 
with the crew is required under the Merchant Shipping Acts f^r^^J^J'^^^*^"'^ 
shall, if the agreement is made after the fii-st day of June 
nineteen hundred and seven, furnish provisions to eveiy member 
of the crew (who does not furnish his own provisions), in accor- 
dance with the scale set out in the First Schedule to this Act, 
and for the purposes of section one hundred and ninety-nine of 
the principal Act (which provides for compensation in the case 
of short or bad provisions) every such member of the crew of the 
ship shall be deemed to have stipulated by his agreement for 
provisions in accordance with that scale. 

(2) The power of the court to modify or refuse compensation 
under section one hundred and ninety-nine of the principal Act 
shall be extended to cases where a. member of the crew claiming 
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compensation, although he has not been supplied with the 
provisions actually required by the scale, has been supplied 
with provisions containing on the whole the same or a greater 
amount of wholesome nutriment in their place. 

(3) If the master of a ship fails to furnish provisions in 
accordance with this section, and the court before which the 
case is tried consider that the failure was due to the neglect or 
default of the master, the master shall be liable on summary 
conviction, in addition to paying compensation under section 
one hundred and ninety-nine of the principal Act, to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred pounds. 

(4) His Majesty may by Order in Council vary or add to the 
First Schedule to this Act. 

(5) Tliis section shall not apply in the case of lascars or 
natives of India or others not accustomed to a European dietary, 
with whom an agreement is entered into providing an adequate 
scale of provisions suited to their needs and uses. 

Inspection of 26. — (1) An inspecting oflScer appointed under section two 

wluer^'^^ *°^ hundred and six of the principal Act may inspect (either on 
board the ship or before shipment) any provisions or water 
intended for the use of the crew of any British ship which is 
going fi'om any port in the United Kingdom and for which an 
agreement with the crew is required under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts (other than provisions provided by the crew themselves), 
and if he finds that the provisions or water are in any respect 
deficient in quality, the ship shall be detained until the defects 
are remedied to his satisfaction : 

Provided that any inspection of provisions or water under 
this section shall be made before shipment whenever practicable, 
and, if the master, owner, or agent of a ship gives notice to the 
inspecting officer that any provisions or water for the ship are 
ready for inspection, the inspecting officer shall not have 
power to inspect any such provisions or water under this section, 
if they are at a convenient .place for inspection, except within 
forty-eight hours after the notice is given, without pi'ejudice to 
the power of the inspecting officer to inspect any provisions or 
water not specified in the notice or without unnecessarily 
delaying the ship to proceed on board the ship in order to 
satisfy himself that there has been no evasion of the require- 
ments of this section by the substitution of other provisions or 
water for those which have been inspected on shore or specified 
in a notice as being the provisions or water for the ship, or 
otherwise. 

(2) Where any provisions or water are found deficient in 
quality under this section, the master of the ship shall be liable 
on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding a hundred pounds, 
unless the court before which the case is tried think that the 
finding of the inspecting officer was not justified ; but if the 
master of the ship shows to the satisfaction of the court that 
the i-esponsibility for the defects in the provisions or water rests 
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either with, the owner of the ship, or any agent of the owner of 
the ship, or with the person who has supplied the provisions or 
water, that agent, owner, or person shall be liable to conviction 
for the offence instead of the master, and the master shall be 
exempt. 

(3) The master of the ship and any other person having, 
charge of any provisions or water liable to inspection under this 
section shall give the inspecting officer every reasonable facility 
for the purpose of his inspection under this section, and, if he 
refuses or fails to do so shall be liable for each offence on 
summary conviction to a fine not exceeding ten pounds. 

27. — (1) After the thirtieth day of June nineteen hundred Oertifioafeed 
and eight, every British foreign-going ship of a thousand tons fOTiign^going 
and upwards gross tonnage, going to sea from any place in the ghipi. 
British Islands or on the continent of Europe between the River 
Elbe and Brest inclusive, shall be provided with and carry a 
duly certificated cook who is able to prove one month's service 
at sea in some capacity. 

(2) A cook shall not be deemed to be duly certificated within 
the meaning of this section unless he is the holder of a certificate 
of competency in cooking granted by the Board of Trade or by 
some school of cookeiy or other institution approved for the 
purpose by that Board, or is the holder of certificates of discharge 
showing at least two years' service as cook previously to the said 
thirtieth day of June nineteen hundred and eight. 

(3) The cook shall be rated in the ship's articles as ship's 
cook, or in the case of ships of not more than two thousand tons 
gross tonnage, or ships in which the crew, or the majority of the 
crew, provide their own provisions, either as ship's cook or as 
cook and steward. 

(4) In the case of an emigrant ship, the ship's cook shall be 
in addition to the cook required by section three hundred and 
four of the principal Act. 

(5) If the requirements of this section are not complied with 
in the case of any ship, the master or owner of the ship shall, if 
there is no sufficient reason for the failure to comply with the 
requirements, for each offence be liable on summary conviction 
to a fine not exceeding twenty-five pounds. 

Part IV. 

Provisions as to Relief and Repatriation of Distressed 
Seamen, and Seamen left behind Abroad. 

28. — (1) If a seaman belonging to any British ship is left Dealing with 
behind out of the British Islands, the master of the ship shall ^^^ of a sea- 
subject to the provisions of this section — man who is 

(a) as soon as may be, enter in the official log-book a ^^ ^t»»n^^- 
statement of the effects left on board by the seaman 
and of the amount due to the seaman on account of 
wages at the time when he was left behind ; and 
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(fe) on the termination of the voyage during which the 
seaman was left behind, furnish to the proper officer 
within forty-eight hours after the arrival of the ship 
at the port at which the voyage terminates, accounts 
in a form approved by tlie Board of Trade, one (in 
this section referred to as the delivery account) of 
the effects and wages, and the other (in this section 
refen-ed to as the reimbui-sement account) of any 
expenses caused to the master or owner of the ship by 
the absence of the seaman in cases where the absence 
is due to desertion, neglect to join his ship, or any 
other conduct constituting an offeuce under section two 
hundred and twenty-one of the principal Act. The 
master shall, if required by the proper officer, furnish 
such vouchers as may be reasonably required to verify 
the accounts. 

(2) The master of the ship shall deliver to the proper officer 
the effects of the seaman as shown in the delivery account, and 
subject to any deductions allowed under this section, the amount 
due on account of wages as shown in that account, and the officer 
shall give to the master a receipt, in a foim approved by the 
Board of Trade, for any effects or amount so delivered. 

(3) The master of the ship shall be entitled to be reimburaed 
out of the wages or effects any siims shown in the reimbursement 
account which appear to the proper officer or, in case of an 
appeal under this section, to a court of summary jurisdiction to 
be properly chargeable, and for that purpose the officer, or, if 
necessary, in the case of an appeal, the Board of Trade, shall 
allow those sums to be deducted from the amount due on account 
of wages shown in the delivery account, and, so far as that 
amount is not sufficient, to be repaid to the master out of the 
effects. 

The proper officer, before allowing any sums to be deducted 
or repaid under this provision, may require such evidence as 
he thinks fit as to the sums being properly chargeable to be 
given by the master of the ship, either by statutoiy declaration 
or otherwise. 

Where the master of a ship whose voyage terminates in the 
United Kingdom is aggrieved by the decision of the proper 
officer as to the sums to be allowed as properly chargeable on 
his reimbursement account, and the amount in dispute exceeds 
ten pounds, he may appeal from the decision of the proper 
officer to a court of summary jurisdiction. 

(4) Where during the voyage of a ship two or more seamen 
have been left behind, the delivery and reimbursement accounts 
furnished as respects each seaman may at the option of the 
master of the ship be dealt with, as between him and the proper 
officer, collectively instead of individually, and in that case the 
master of the ship shall be entitled to be reimbursed, out of the 
total amount of the wages and effects of the seamen left behind, 
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the total of the amounts allowed under this section as properly- 
chargeable on the reimbursement accounts, and shall be required 
to deliver to the proper officer on account of wages only the sum 
by which the total of the amounts shown on the delivery accounts 
to be due on account of wages exceeds the total of the amounts 
allowed as properly chargeable on the reimbursement accounts. 

(5) The proper officer shall (subject to any repayment made 
under this section) remit the effects, and any amount received 
by him on account of wages under this section, at such time and 
in such manner as the Board of Trade require, and shall render 
such accounts in respect thereof as the Board direct. 

(6) In this section the expression " effects *' includes the 
proceeds of any sale of the effects if these effects are sold under 
this section, and the effects shall be sold by the proper othcer 
in such manner as he thinks fit when they are delivered to him, 
unless the Board of Trade direct to the contrary, and, if not so 
sold, shall be sold by the Board as and when they think fit 
unless they are delivered to the seaman. 

(7) The master shall be under no liability for any loss of 
effects or for any damage to the effects if he proves to the proper 
officer that the loss or damage occurred without his neglect or 
privity after the seaman left the ship. 

(8) The Board of Trade shall not be under any liability with 
respect to anything done under this section, except that, if after 
the wages or effects of a seaman have been dealt with under this 
section, any legal proceedings are taken in respect of those wages 
or effects, or involving the forfeiture of those wages or effects, 
or of any sum out of the wages, by the seaman against the 
master or owner of the ship, or by the master or owner of the 
ship against the seaman, the Board shall, if notice is given to 
them of the proceedings, and a reasonable opportunity afforded 
to them of appearing, comply with any order of the court ©lade 
as respects the wages or effects, so far as they can do so out of 
the wages and effects remitted to them in respect of the voyage 
of the ship, and, so far as those wages and effects are not required 
for reimbursing any expenses incurred by or on behalf of the 
Crown, or incurred by the Government of a foreign country and 
repaid to that Government by or on behalf of the Crown, as 
expenses of a distressed seaman on behalf of the seaman. 

The Board shall be entitled to appear and be heard in any 
such proceedings by any of their ollicers, and for the purpose of 
this section notice to any superintendent shall be deemed to be 
notice to the Board. 

The Board may, if and so far as they think fit, meet any 
claim made by a seaman against the master or owner of the ship 
in respect of any wages or effects dealt with under this section, 
although legal proceedings are not actually taken in respect 
thereof : Provided that they have given notice to the master or 
owner of the ship, and the master or owner has not given written 
notice of objection within ten days of the notice being given. 

R2 
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For the purposes of this subsection, any legal proceedings 
taken or any claim made by a person in whose favour an allot- 
ment note has been made, or who claims reimbursement of 
expenses on behalf of any union or parish under section one 
hundred and eighty-two of the principal Act, sliall be treated as 
proceedings taken or a claim made by the seaman. 

(9) Any sums remitted under this section or arising from the 
sale of effects under this section shall be paid into the Exchequer, 
and any sums payable by the Board of Trade under tliis section 
shall be jjaid out of moneys provided by Parliament. 

(10) If the master of a ship fails without reasonable cause 
to comply witli this section, he shall (without prejudice to any 
other liability) for each offence be liable on summary conviction 
to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds, and, if he delivers a false 
account or makes a false statement or representation for the 
purposes of this section, he shall in respect of each offence be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(11) The proper officer for the purpose of this section shall 
be— 

(i) at a port in the United Kingdom, a superintendent ; 

(ii) at a port in a British possession, a superintendent, or, 
in the absence of any such superintendent, the chief 
officer of customs at or near the port ; 

(iii) at a port elsewhere, the consular officer at the port. 

(12) This section shall not apply in the case of an absent 
seaman — 

(a) Where the master of the ship satisfies the proper officer 
that none of the effects of the seaman have to his 
knowledge been left on board the ship, and that he 
has paid all wages due to the seaman ; or 

(h) where the amount of wages earned by the seaman (after 
taking into account any deductions made in respect 
of allotments or advances for which provision is made 
by the agreement with the crew) appears from the 
agreement to be less than five pounds, and the master 
does not exercise his option to deal with the delivery 
and reimbursement accounts collectively ; or 

(c) where the master of the ship satisfies the proper officer 
that the net amount due to the seaman on account 
of wages (after taking into account any deductions 
lawfully made in respect of allotments, advances, or 
otherwise) is less than three pounds, and the master 
does not exercise his option to deal with the delivery 
and reimbursement accounts collectively ; or 

id) where the question of the forfeiture of the wages and 
effects of the seaman has been dealt with in legal 
proceedings lawfully instituted before the termination 
of the voyage, or within forty-eight hours of the 
arrival of the ship at the port at which the voyage 
terminates.

30. — (1) The master of a British ship shall not discharge a Sanction re- 
seaman at any place out of the United Kingdom (except at q^"^ ^^r di»- 
a port in the country in which he was shipped), unless he men^ut o?* 
previously obtains, endorsed on the agi-eement with the crew, the United 
the sanction of the proper authority as defined for the purpose ^^s^^^ 
in this Part of this Act, but that sanction shall not be refused 
where the seaman is discharged on the termination of his 
service. 

(2) The authority to whom an application is made for 
sanction under this section may, and, if not a merchant, shall, 
examine into the grounds on which a seaman is to be discharged 
at a place out of the United Kingdom, and for that pui-pose 
may, if he thinks fit, administer oaths, and may grant or refuse 
the sanction as he thinks just, but such sanction shall not be 
unreasonably withheld. 

(3) If the master of a ship fails to comply with this section, - 
he shall, in respect of each offence, be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and in any legal proceeding for the offence it shall lie on the 
master to prove that the sanction was obtained or could not be 
obtained or was unreasonably withheld. 

31. Where the master of a British ship discharges a seaman Certificate of 
at any place out of the United Kingdom, he shall give to that **{,^^^® 
seaman a certificate of discharge in a form approved by the Board 
of Trade, and, in the case of any certificated officer whose 
certificate he has retained, shall return that certificate to him. 

32. — (1) Where the service of- a seaman belonging to a Repatriation of 
British ship terminates at a port out of His Majesty's dominions ^^^fn^of^ 
otherwise than by the consent of the seaman to be discharged service at 
during the currency of the agreement, the master of tlie ship foreign port 
shall, besides giving the certificate of discharge required under 
this Part of this Act, and besides paying the wages to which 
the seaman is entitled, make adequate provision in accordance 
with this Act for his maintenance and for his return to a proper 
return port, and the proper authority as defined for the purpose 
in this Part of this Act shall endorse upon the agreement with 
the crew of the ship which the seaman is leaving tlie particulars 
of any provision so made. 
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(2) K the master fails, without reasonable cause, to comply 
with this section, the expenses of maintenance and of the 
journey to the proper return port, — 

(a) if defrayed by the seaman, shall be recoverable as wages 
due to him ; and 

(b) if defrayed by the proper authority or by any other 
person, shall (unless the seaman has been guilty of 
barratry) be a charge upon the ship to which the 
seaman belonged, and may also be recovered against 
the person who is the owner of the ship for the time 
being, or, where the ship has been lost, against the 
person who was the owner of the ship at the time 
of the loss, or, where the ship has been transferred 
to some person not being a British subject, either 
against the owner for the time being or against the 
person who was the owner of the ship at the time 
of the transfer, at the suit of the proper authority 
or other person defraying the expenses, or, in case 
they have been allowed to the authority or person 
out of public money, as a debt to the Crown, either 
by ordinaiy process of law or in the court and in 
the manner in which wages may be recovered by 
seamen. 

(3) This section shall not apply in the case of a foreign 
seaman who has been shipped at a port out of the United 
Kingdom and discharged at a port out of the United Kingdom. 

33. — (1) Where a British ship is transferred or disposed of 
at any port out of His Majesty's dominions, any seaman be- 
longing to that ship shall be discharged unless the seaman 
consents in writing, in the presence of the proper authority as 
defined for the purpose in this Part of this Act, to complete the 
voyage of the ship if continued. 

(2) Where a seaman is so discharged the provisions of this 
Part of this Act as to the certificate of discharge, and the return 
of the seaman to a proper return port, shall apply as if the 
service of the seaman had terminated otherwise than by the 
consent of the seaman to be discharged during the currency of 
the agreement, and shall apply to foreign seamen whether Uiey 
have been shipped at a port in the United Kingdom or not. 

xpenses of 34. — (1) If the master of, or a seaman belonging to, a ship 

iTO in ca»e°f' ^®^®^^^^ ^^y ^^^^ ^^ injury in the service of the ship, or sufPers 
from any illness (not being venereal disease, or an illness due to 
his own wilful act or default or to his own misbehaviour), the 
expense of providing the necessaiy surgical and medical advice 
and attendance and medicine, and also the expenses of tlie main- 
tenance of the master or seaman until he is cured, or dies, or is 
returned to a proper return port, and of his conveyance to the 
port, and in the case of death the expense (if any) of his burial, 
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shall he defrayed hy the owner of the ship, without any 
deduction on that account from his wa^es. 

(2) If the master or a seaman is on account of any ilhaess 
temporarily removed from his ship for the purpose of preventing 
infection, or otherwise for the convenience of the ship, and 
subsequently returns to his duty, the expense of the removal 
and of providing the necessaiy advice and attendance and 
medicine, and of his maintenance while away from the ship, 
shall be defrayed in like manner. 

(3) The expense of all medicines, surgical and medical 
advice, and attendance, given to a master or seaman whilst on 
board his ship shall be defrayed in like manner. 

(4) In all other cases any reasonable expenses duly incurred 
by the owner for any seaman in respect of illness, and also any 
reasonable expenses duly incurred by the owner in respect of 
the burial of any seaman who dies whilst on service, shall, if 
duly proved, be deducted from the wages of the seaman. 

35. — (1) If any of the expenses attendant on the iUness, Recovery of 
hurt, or injury of a seaman, which are to be paid under the expenses from 
Merchant Shipping Acts by the master or owner, are paid by ^^°®'' 
any authority on behalf of the Crown, or if any other expenses 
in respect of the illness, hurt, or injury of any seaman whose 
wages are not accounted for under the Merchant Shipping Acts 
to that authority, are so paid, those expenses shall be repaid to 
the authority by the master or owner of the ship. 

(2) If the expenses are not so repaid, the amount thereof 
shall with costs be a charge upon the ship, and be recoverable 
from the master or from the owner of the ship for the time 
being, or where the ship has been lost from the person who was 
the owner of the ship at the time of the loss, or, where the ship 
has been transfeiTed to some person not being a British subject, 
either from the owner for the time being or from the person who 
was the owner of the ship at the time of the transfer, as a debt 
to the Crown, either by ordinary process of law or in the court 
and in the manner in which wages may be recovered by seamen. 

(3) In any proceeding for such recovery, a certificate of the 
facts, signed by the said authority, together with such vouchers

with the Merchant Shipping Actsj, unless he previously obtains, Beaman is left 
endorsed on the agreement with tlie crew, the certificate of the ^^^"^^ abroad, 
proper authority, as defined for the pm-pose in this Part of this 
Act, stating the cause of the seaman being left behind, whether 
the cause be unfitness or inability to proceed to sea, desertion, 
or disappearance or othenvise. 
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(2) The authority to whom an application is made for a 
certificate under this section may, and, if not a merchant, shall, 
examine into the grounds on which a seaman is to be left 
behind, and for that purpose may, if he thinks fit, administer 
oaths, and may grant or refuse the certificate as he thinks just, 
but the certificate shall not be unreasonably withheld. 

(3) If the master of a ship fails to comply with this section, 
he shall (without prejudice to his liability under any other pro- 
vision of the Merchant Shipping Acts) be guilty in respect of 
each offence of a misdemeanor, and in any legal proceeding for 
the offence it shall lie on the master to prove that the certificate 
was obtained or could not be obtained without unreasonable 
delay to the ship or was unreasonably withheld. 

37. — (1) Where a master of a British ship leaves a seaman 
behind on shore in any place out of the United Kingdom on the 
ground of his unfitness or inability to proceed to sea, he shall 
deliver to the person signing the required certificate of the 
proper authority a full and true account of the wages due to 
the seaman, and if that person is a consular officer shall deliver 
the acoount in duplicate. 

(2) If a master fails without reasonable cause to deliver 
the account, he shall for each offence be liable on summary con- 
viction to a fine not exceeding ten pounds, and, if he knowingly 
delivers a false account, he shall for each offence be liable on 
summary conviction to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds, in 
addition in each case to the pajnnent of the wages. 

38. — (1) The master shall pay the amount of wages due to a 
seaman left behind on the gi-ound of his unfitness or inability to 
proceed to sea, if he is left in a British possession to the seaman 
himself, and if he is left elsewhere to the British consular 
officer. 

(2) Where payment is made to a British consular officer, 
that officer shall retain one duplicate of the account delivered to 
him, and, if satisfied with the account, endorse on the other 
duplicate a receipt for the payment, and return it to the master, 
and the master shall deliver the duplicate witliin forty-eight 
hours of his return to his port of destination, if that port is in 
the United Kingdom, to the superintendent at that port, and, if 
that port is not in the United Kingdom, to the proper authority 
as defined for the purpose of this Part of this Act.

(a) the person signing the required certificate of the proper 
authority shall certify by endorsement on the bill that 
tlie bill is drawn for seamen's wages, and shall also 
endorse on the agreement with the crew the amount 
for which the bill is drawn, and such further particulars 
as tlie Board of Trade require ; 
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(6) if tlie bill is drawn by the master, the owner of the ship 
shall be liable to pay the amount to tlie holder or 
endorsee thereof ; and it shall not be necessary in any 
proceeding against the owner upon the bill to prove 
that the master had authority to draw it ; 

(c) a bill purporting to be drawn and endorsed under this 
section shall, if produced out of the custody of the 
Board of Trade or of the Registrar-General of Shipping 
and Seamen, or of any superintendent, be admissible 
in evidence ; and any endorsement on any such bill 
pui-porting to be made in pursuance of this section 
shall also be admissible as evidence of the facts stated 
in the endorsement. 

(4) If a master fails, without reasonable cause, to make such 
payment of wages as provided by this section, he shall for each 
offence be liable on summary conviction, in addition to the 
payment of the wages, to a fine not exceeding ten pounds. 

39. Where the amount of wages due to a seaman left behind Application by

(1) If the seaman subsequently obtams employment at or men left 

quits the port at which the payment has been made, ^^^^^* 
he shall deduct out of the sum any expenses incurred 
by him in respect of the maintenance of the seaman 
xmder the Merchant Shipping Acts, except such as the 
owner or master is by the Merchant Shipping Acts 
required to defray, and shall pay the remainder to the 
seaman, and deliver to him an account of the sums so 
received and expended on his behalf ; 

(2) If the seaman dies before his ship quits the port, he shall 

deal with the sum as part of the property of a deceased 
seaman ; and 

(3) If the seaman is sent to a proper return port at the public 

expense under the Merchant Shipping Acts, he shall 
account for the sum to the Board of Trade ; and the 
sum, after deducting any expenses duly incurred in 
respect of the seaman, except such expenses as the 
master or owner of the ship is required by the Merchant 
Shipping Acts to pay, shall be dealt with as wages of 
the seaman. 

40. The Board of Trade shall make regulations with respect Regniations as 
to the relief, maintenance, and return to a proper return port of ^Jntenance of 
shipwrecked seamen and of seamen found otherwise in distress distressed sea- 
in any place out of the United Kingdom, and may, by those ™®°- 
regulations (in this Act referred to as the distressed seamen 
regulations), make such conditions as they think fit with regard

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and a seaman shall not have any right to be relieved, maintained, 
or sent to a proper return port, except in the cases and to the 
extent and on the conditions provided by those regulations.

been discharged or left behind from any such ship

(6) any seamen, being subjects of His Majesty, who have 
been engaged by any person acting either as principal 
or agent to serve in a ship belonging to the govern- 
ment or to a subject or citizen of a foreign country, 
are in distress in any place out of the United 
Kingdom, 

tlie proper authority as defined for the purpose in this Part of 
this Act may, and, if not a merchant, shall, in accordance with 
and on the conditions prescribed by the distressed seamen 
regulations, provide in accordance with this Act for the return 
of those seamen (who are in this Act included in the term 
distressed seamen) to a proper return port, and also provide for 
their necessary clothing and their maintenance until their 
departure for such a port, and, in addition, in the case of 
shipwrecked seamen for the repayment of any expenses incurred 
in their conveyance to port after their shipwreck, and their 
maintenance while being so conveyed.

Recovery of 42. — (1) Where any expenses (other than excepted expenses 

^TTof^du- ^® defined by this section) are incurred by or on behalf of the 
tressed seamen. Crown, or are incurred by the government of a foreign country, 
and repaid to that government by or on behalf of the Crown, 
on account of a distressed seaman, either for his maintenance, 
necessary clothing, conveyance to a proper return port, or in 
case of death for his burial, or otherwise in accordance with this 
Act, those expenses (together with the wages, if any, due to the 
seaman) shall be a cliarge upon the ship, whether British or 
foreign, to which the distressed seaman belonged, and shall be 
a debt to the Crown from the master of the ship, or fi'om the 
owner of tlie ship for the time being, or, where the ship has 
been lost, from the person who was owner of the ship at the 
time of the loss, or, where the ship has been transferred to 
some person not being a British subject, either from the owner

(2) The debt, in addition to any fines Avhich may have been 
incuiTed, may be recovered by the Board of Trade, on behalf of 
the Crown, either by ordinary process of law or in the court 
and manner in which \vages may be recovered by seamen. 

(3) In any proceeding for such recovery the production of the 
account (if any) of the expenses furnished in accordance witli 
this Act or the distressed seamen regulations, and proof of pay- 
ment of the expenses by or on behalf of the Board of Trade, 
shall be prima facie evidence that the expenses were incurred or 
repaid under this Act by or on behalf of the Crown. 

(4) For the purpose of this section, excepted expenses ai-e 
expenses incuiTed in cases where the certificate of the proper 
authority obtained on leaving a seaman behind states, or the 
Board of Trade are otherwise satisfied, that the cause of the 
seaman being left l)ehind is desertion, or disappearance, or

(a) if the offender is discharged in the United Kingdom, 
and the offence, and the entiy in the log-book required 
by the Merchant Shipping Acts in respect thereof, are 
proved to the satisfaction, in the case of a foreign- 
going ship of the superintendent before whom the 
offender is discharged, and in the case of a home- 
trade ship of the superintendent at or nearest the 
port at which the crew are discharged, the master 
or owner shall deduct the fine from the wages of tlie 
offender ; 

(h) if the offender entei*s His Majesty's naval service or is 
discharged abroad, and the offence and the entry as 
aforesaid are proved to the satisfaction of the officer 
in command of the ship he so enters, or of the 
proper authority by whose sanction he is discharged,

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aforesaid and an entry made in the official log-book 
of the ship and signed by the officer or authority to 
whose satisfaction the offence is proved. 

(2) Every fine so deducted shall be paid — 

(a) if the offender is discharged in the United Kingdom, 
to the superintendent ; 

(6) if the offender enters His Majesty's naval service, on 
the return of the ship to its port of destination, if 
that port is in the United Kingdom, to the superin- 
tendent before whom the crew is discharged, or in 
the case of a home-trade ship to the 8ui)erintendent 
at or nearest to the port at which the crew is dis- 
charged, and, if the port of destination is not in the 
United Kingdom, to the proper authority as defined 
for the purpose of this Part of this Act ; 

(c) if the offender is discharged at any place out of the 
United Kingdom, to the proper axithority. 

(3) A proper authority shall remit any amounts received by 
them imder this section at such times and in such manner, 
and render such accounts in respect thereof, as the Board of 
Trade require. 

(4) If a master or owner fails without reasonable cause to 
pay any fine as required by this section, he shall for each 
offence be liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding 
six times the amount of the fine not so paid. 

(5) An act of misconduct for which any fine has been 
inflicted and paid by, or deducted from the wages of, the 
seaman, shall not be otherwise punished under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts. 

45. For the purpose of this Part of this Act, either the port 
at which the seaman was shipped or a port in the country to 
which he belongs, or some other port agreed to by the seaman, 
in the case of a discharged seaman, at the time of his discharge, 
shall be deemed to be a proper return port : 

Provided that in the case of a seaman belonging to a British 
possession who has been shipped and discharged out of the 
United Kingdom the proper officer may treat a port in the 
United Kingdom as a proper return port. 

46. — (1) A seaman may be sent to a proper return port by 
any reasonable route, either by sea or lancl, or partly by sea and 
partly by land. 

(2) Provision shall be made for the return of the seaman as 
to the whole of the route if it is by sea, or as to any part of the 
route which is by sea, by placing the seaman on board a British 
ship which is in want of men to make up its complement, or, if 
that is not practicable, by providing the seaman with a passage 
in any slii}>, British or foreign, or with the money for his 
passage, and, as to any part of the route which is by land, by 
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paying the expenses of his journey and of his maintenance 
during the journey, or providing him with means to pay those 
expenses. 

(3) Where the master of a ship is required under this Part 
of this Act to provide for the return of a discharged seaman to 
a proper return port, the master may, instead of providing the 
seaman's passage, or the expenses of his journey, or of providing 
the seaman with means to pay his passage or those expenses, 
deposit with the proper authority such sum as that authority 
consider sufficient to defray the expenses of the return of the 
seaman to a proper return port. 

(4) The Board of Trade may, by the disti-essed seamen 
regulations, make such provision as may be necessary for 
enabling the proper authority, and in the case of expenses 
required to be incurred in the United Kingdom any officer 
named for the purpose by the Board, to defray on behalf of the 
authority originally making arrangements for the return of a 
distressed seaman to a proper return port any expenses on 
account of that seaman which the authority originally acting in 
respect of him covdd defray, and any expenses so incurred shall 
for the purposes of this Part of this Act relating to distressed 
seamen be deemed to be expenses incurred on belialf of the 
distressed seaman. 

47. If any question arises as to what return port a seaman Decision of 
is to be sent to in any case, or as to the route by which he should questions as to 
be sent, that question shall be decided by the proper authority, J^o^ au- 
and, in deciding any question under this provision, the authority thority.j 
shall have regard both to the convenience of the seaman and to 
the expense involved, and also, where that is the case, to the 
fact that a British ship which is in want of men to make up its 
complement is about to proceed to a proper return port. 

48. — (1) Where a distressed seaman is, for the purpose of Provisions as to 
his return to a proper return port, placed on board a British t?^S^^en 
ship, the authority by whom the seaman is so placed shall on ships, 
endorse on the agreement with the crew of the ship the name of 
the seaman so placed on board, together with any particulars 
directed to be endorsed by the distressed seamen regulations. 

(2) The master of every British ship shall receive on board 
his ship, and afford a passage and maintenance to, all distressed 
seamen whom he is required under this Act to take on board his 
ship, not exceeding one for every fifty tons burden, and shall 
during the passage provide every such distressed seaman with a 
proper berth or sleeping place, effectually protected against sea 
and weather. 

(3) On the production of a certificate, signed by the authority 
by whose directions any such distressed seaman was received 
on board, specifying the number and names of the distressed 
seamen and the time when each of them was received on board, 
and on a declaration made by the master before a justice of the 
peace, or any officer authorised to administer an oath, stating 
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the number of days during which each distressed seaman has 
received maintenance, and stating the full complement of his 
crew and the actual number of seamen employed on board his 
ship, and every variation in that number, whilst the distressed 
seamen received maintenance, the master shall be entitled to be 
paid, in respect to the maintenance and passage of every seaman 
so conveyed, maintained, and provided for by him, exceeding 
the number (if any) wanted to make up the complement of his 
crew, such sum per diem as the Board of Trade allow. 

(4) If any master of a British ship fails without reasonable 
cause to comply with this section in the case of any distressed 
seaman, he shall for each offence be liable on summary conviction 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds. 

49. For the purposes of this Part of this Act, unless the 
context otherwise requires, — 

(1) The expression " proper authority *' means — 

(a) as respects a place out of His Majesty's 
dominions, the British consular officer, or, if there 
is no such officer in the place, any two British 
merchants resident at or near the place, or, if there 
is only one British merchant so resident, that British 
merchant; and 

(6) as respects a place in a British possession — 
(i) in relation to the discharge or leaving 
behind of seamen, or the payment of fines, a 
superintendent, or, in the absence of any such 
superintendent, the chief officer of customs at 
or near the place ; and 

(ii) in relation to distressed seamen the 
governor of the possession, or any person acting 
under his authority ; and 

(2) The expression " seamen " includes not only seamen as 

defined by the principal Act, but also apprentices to 
the sea service : 

(3) The provisions of this Part of this Act shall, for the 

purpose of sections two hundred and sixty to two 
hundred and sixty-six of the principal Act (which 
relate to the application of Part II. of that Act), be 
construed as if they were contained in Part II. of that 
Act. 



Part V. 

MiSCELLANEODS. 

Ships' names. 50. — (1) The Board of Trade, in conjunction with the Com- 

missioners of Customs, may make regulations enabling the Board 
of Trade to refuse the registry of any ship by the name by which 
it is proposed to register that ship if it is already the name of 
a registered British ship or a name so similar as to be calculated 
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to deceive, and may by those regulations require notice to be 
given in sucli manner as may be directed by the regulations 
before the name of the ship is marked on the ship, or before 
the name of the ship is entered in the register. 

(2) If the registry of a ship by the name by which it is 
proposed to register that ship is refused by the Board of Trade, 
or if any requirements of the regulations are not complied with 
in the case of any ship which it is proposed to register, that 
ship shall not be registered under the name proposed or until 
the regulations are complied with, as the case may be. 

51. — (1) Where it appears to tlie Commissioners of Customs Power to in- 
that there is any doubt as to the title of any ship registered as ^tirof^a^-^fs- 
a British ship to be so registered, they may direct the registrar ter^^sWp ^ 
of the port of registry of the ship to require evidence to be ^ registered. 
given to his satisfaction that the ship is entitled to be registered 
as a British ship. 

(2) If within such time, not less than thirty days, as the 
Commissioners fix, satisfactory evidence of the title of the ship 
to be registered is not so given, the ship shall be subject to 
forfeiture under Part I. of the principal Act. 

(3) In the application of this section to a port in a British 
possession, the Governor of the British possession, and, in the 
application of this section to foreign ports of registry, the Board 
of Trade, shall be substituted for the Commissioners of Customs. 

52. — (1) Subsection (1) of section twenty-one of the principal Provisions 
Act shall be read as if the following words were inserted at the mortragS^of^ 
end of that subsection, ** and the registry of the ship in that ships sold to 
book shall be considered as closed except so far as relates to any foreigners. 
unsatisfied mortgages or existing certificates of mortgage entered 
therein." 

(2) It is hereby declared that where the registry of a ship 
is considered as closed under subsection (1) of section twenty- 
one of the principal Act as amended by this section, or under 
subsection (10) of section forty-four of that Act, on account of 
a transfer to persons not qualified to be owners of British ships, 
any unsatisfied registered mortgage (including mortgages made 
Tinder a certificate of mortgage) may, if the ship comes within 
the jurisdiction of any court in His Majesty's dominions which 
has jurisdiction to enforce the mortgage, or would have had 
such jurisdiction if the transfer had not been made, be enforced 
by that court notwithstanding the transfer, without prejudice, 
in cases where the ship has been sold under a judgment of 
a court, to the effect of that judgment. 

53. Tlie following subsection shall be substituted for sub- Amendment of 
section (2) of section forty-eight of the principal Act : — ^^^ ^s^Js^*'

54. — (1) For the purpose of enabling spaces used for water 
ballast to be deducted in ascertaining the register tonnage of

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Conditions and Exceptions in applying Scale. 

1. The issue of provisions for which a total weekly, and no daily, 
amount i8 given in the above scale shall be reasonably diatributed 
throughout the week. 

2. The issue of soft bread under the scale shall not be required — 

(a) in a ship of less than one thousand tons gross registered 

tonnage ; or 

(b) if rough weather renders the making of the bread impracti- 

cable ; or 

(c) in any ship until the date of the first agreement with the crew 

entered into after the first day of January nineteen hundred 

and eight ; 
but where soft bread is not Issued, an equivalent amount of biscuit shall 
be issued instead. 

3. An equal quantity of fish, up to an amount not exceeding three- 
quarters of a pound in any one week, may be substituted for preserved 
meat under the above scale. 

The fish issued, whether under the scale or as a substitute, must be 
fresh fish, dried fish, or canned salmon or canned herrings. 

4. Within the tropics, a pound and a half of preserved meat or three 
pounds of fresh meat may be substituted for two pounds of salt pork. 

,5. Fresh potatoes must be issued for at least the first eight weeks of 
the voyage in the caae of every ship leaving a port within the home trade 
limits at any time between the last day of September and the first day 
of May, and at any other time when they can be procured at a reasonable 
cost. 

When fresh potatoes are not so issued, an equal amount of yams, or 
vegetables preserved in tins, or an equivalent amount of dried or compressed 
potatoes or dried or compressed vegetables io the proportion of one pound 
to six pounds of fresh potatoes, must be issued in their place. 

6. Fresh vegetables, or vegetables preserved in tins, may at any time 
be substituted for dried or compressed vegetables in the proportion of half 
a pound of fresh vegetables, or vegetables preserved in tins, to one ounce 
of dried or compressed vegetables. 

7. A mixture of coffee and chicory containing not less than seventy- 
five per cent, of coffee may at any time be substituted for coffee in the 
proportion of five ounces of the mixture to four ounces of coffee. 

8. The dried fruit issued under the above scale must be raisins, 
sultanas, currants, figs, or prunes. 

9. The onions to be issued under the above scale must be fresh onions 
when in season ; and, when fresh onions are not in season, an equal amount 
of onions or vegetables preserved in tins, or an equivalent amount of dried 
or compressed onions or vegetables in the proportion of one ounce to half 
a pound of fresh onions must be issued. 

10. In port — 

(a) soft bread shall be issued in lieu of biscuit ; and 
(6) when procurable at a reasonable cost, a pound and a half of 
fresh meat and half a pound of fresh vegetables shall be 
issued daily, and, when fresh meat and fresh vegetables are 
so issued, salt and preserved meat and dried or compressed 
vegetables need not be issued. 

11. The stokehold hands are to receive sufficient oatmeal and one 
quart of water extra daily while under steam.

[21st December 1906.] 

T>E it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
■^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Periodical 1. A census of production shall be taken in the year one 

census. thousand nine hundred and eight, and subsequently at such 

intervals as may be determined by an order made by the Board 

of Trade as soon as practicable after the taking of the first 

census and laid before Parliament. 

Central au- 2.— (1) The Board of Trade shall superintend the taking of 

thority for and the ccusus, and shall, subjcct to the provisions of this Act, 
cens^.^^ prepare and issue such forms and instructions as they deem 

necessary for the taking of the census. 

(2) The expenses incurred, with the approval of the Treasury, 

for the purpose of the census shall be paid out of money provided 

by Parliament. 

Preparing and 3. — (1) Forms shall be prepared for the purpose of being 
sch^ulS^^ filled up by the persons specified in the schedule to this Act 
with such of the following particulars in respect of the calendar 
year next preceding the date of the census, or any prescribed 
part of that year, as may be prescribed ; that is to say, the nature 
of the trade or business, and particulars relating to the output, the 
number of days on which work was carried on, the number of 
persons employed, and the power used or generated, and relating 
to such other matters of a like nature, except the amount of 
wages, as may be found to be necessary for the purpose of 
enabling the quantity and value of production to be ascertained : 
Provided that — 

(a) If in any case it is found inconvenient to furnish such 
particulars as respects the calendar year, the Board 
of Trade may allow the particulars to be furnished 
as respects some other period of twelve months or 
prescribed part thereof ; 
{h) In order to enable the Board of Trade to compile, as far 
as practicable, statistics of the net value of production 
without duplication, the prescribed particulars as to 
output may include particulars as to the aggi-egate 
estimated value of the materials used and tiie total 
amount paid to contractors for work given out to 
them ; and 
(c) Particulars as to the quantity of output shall not be 
required, except in the case of articles the quantity 
of which is, on their importation into or exportation 
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from the United Kingdom, required by the official 
import or export list to be entered, nor shall such 
particulars be required in greater detail than in those 
lists. 

(2) It shall be the duty of every person specified in the 
schedule to this Act, upon receiving notice in writing from the 
Board of Trade to that effect, to fill up, and sign, and to 
deliver in such manner as may be prescribed, on or before the 
prescribed date, such date not to be less than three months 
after the issue of the forms, the form appropriate to his trade or 
business.

3, A Board shall be established for the pui-pose of managing Establishment 
the National Galleries of Scotland and for such other purposes ^/j^prics^Tms- 
connected with the promotion of the Fine Arts in Scotland as tees for Scot- 
may be prescribed. The Board shall be called the Board of land. 
Trustees for the National Galleries of Scotland, and from and 
after the establishment of such Board, the Board of Trustees 
for Manufactures in Scotland (in this Act referred to as the 
Board of Manufactures), established by the Linen and Hempen 13 Geo. i.e. 26. 
Manufactures (Scotland) Act, 1726, the Fisheries (Scotland) 13 Geo. i.e. 30. 
Act, 1726, and letters patent issued in pursuance of the last- 
mentioned Act, and by any amending Acts, shall cease to exist, 
and a reference to the Board of Manufactures in any Act shall 
be construed as a reference to the Board, and subject to the 
provisions of this Act all the powers, duties, and liabilities 
vested in or imposed on the Board of Manufactures by any 
letters patent.

(6) For the purchase, erection, and equipment of buildings, 
and for the purchase of any land necessary in connec- 
tion therewith, to be vested in the Commissionei's of 
Works, and to be used for the purposes of the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh until otherwise prescribed with 
the consent of the Treasury. 

(2) Subject as herein-after provided all property belonging to

CHAPTER 54. 

An Act to improve tlie position of Tenants of certain 
Houses, Shops, or other Buildings in L-eland. 

[21st December 1906.] 

BE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows :

Compensation for Improvements. 

1.— (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, a tenant of a 
holding to which this Act applies may, on quitting his holding, 
claim, in the prescribed manner, compensation to be paid by the 
landlord in respect of all improvements on his holding made by 
him or his predecessors in title which at the date of such claim 
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add to the letting value of the holding, and are suitable to 
the character of the holding, and have not diminished the 
letting value of any other property of the same landlord. Pro- 
vided always that the sum to be awarded as compensation for 
any improvement shall, in no case, exceed the capitalised value 
of such addition to the letting value of such holding as the Court 
shall determine to be the direct result of such improvement. 

(2) In the event of any dispute between a landlord and a 
tenant with regard to a claim for compensation under this 
section, such dispute, unless the parties agree to refer it to 
arbitration, shall be determined by the court in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, and the court, in awarding such com- 
pensation to the tenant in respect of such improvements, maj'^, 
in reduction of the tenant's claim, take into consideration the 
time during which the tenant may have enjoyed the advantage 
of the improvements and the rent at which such holding had 
been held, and any benefits which the tenant may have received 
from his landlord in consideration expressly or impliedly of the 
improvements made. 

2. — (1) A tenant of a holding who is quitting it shall not Limitation of 
be entitled to any compensation in respect of any improvement [n^certa^in^as^es 
when it appears to the court that the landlord has made an 
offer, which in the opinion of the court is reasonable, of a new 
tenancy or of the continuance or renewal of the tenancy, with 
the right to the tenant to dispose of his interest therein, and the 
tenant has not accepted the offer. 

(2) A tenant shall not be entitled to any compensation in 
respect of any improvement made either before or after the 
passing of this Act which the landlord had undertaken to make, 
except in cases where the landlord has failed to perform his 
undertaking within the time agreed on between him and the 
tenant, or within a time which, in the opinion of the court, is a 
reasonable time. 

(3) A tenant shall not be entitled to any compensation in 
respect of any improvement made, whether before or after the 
passing of this Act, in contravention of a contract in writing not 
to make the improvement. 

(4) A tenant shall not be entitled to any compensation in 
respect of any improvement made, whether before or after the 
passing of this Act, in pursuance of a contract entered into for 
valuable consideration, including a building lease. 

(5) A tenant shall not be entitled to claim compensation for 
any improvement made before the passing of this Act, except 
permanent buildings, unless made within ten yeai-s before the 
date of such claim. 

3. — (1) Where a tenant of a holding proposes after the LandiorJ'a 
passing of this Act to naake improvements in his holding, he ^'^s^^-^^ object, 
shall send to his landlord notice, in the prescribed manner, of 
his intention to make such improvements, together with a 
specification and plan of the proposed improvements, and if the 
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landlord or his known agent does not, within three montlis 
after the receipt of the notice, send notice of objection, in the 
prescribed manner, to the tenant, the tenant may proceed to 
make the proposed improvements ; but, if the landlord or his 
agent sends such notice objecting to all or any of the improve- 
ments, the tenant may, in the prescribed manner, apply to the 
court, and the court may, if satisfied that the improvement will 
add to the letting value of the holding, and is reasonable and 
suitable to the character thereof, and will not diminish tlie 
letting value of any other property of the same landlord, 
sanction all or any of the proposed improvements, making such 
modifications in the specification or plan as the court thinks fit. 

(2) Provided always that the landlord may, at any time after 
receiving the tenant's notice or during the hearing by the court 
or after the decision of the court, undertake to execute the 
improvement himself, and may execute the same in a reasonable 
and proper manner, and charge the tenant with a sum not 
exceeding five pounds per centum per annum on the outlay 
incurred in executing the improvement, or at the election of the 
tenant not exceeding such annual sum payable for a period of 
twenty-five years as will repay such outlay in the said period, 
with interest at the rate of three pounds per centum per annum. 
Any annual sum charged against a tenant under this subsection 
shall be recoverable as rent. 

(3) A tenant shall not be entitled to claim compensation in 
respect of any improvements made after the passing of this Act 
unless he has given notice thereof under this section, and (in case 
the landlord has given notice of objection thereto) the improve- 
ments have been sanctioned by the court : Provided that where 
any sanitary authority under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts, 
1878 to 1900, or the Housing of the Working Classes (Ireland) 
Acts, 1890 to 1896, requires tlie owner or occupier to make any 
improvements or execute any works in the holding, the occupier, 
upon the landlord's default, may make or execute (subject to the 
provisions of the preceding subsection) such improvements or 
works, and such improvements or works shall be deemed to be 
improvements within the meaning of this Act. 

Conditions of 4. Where, in the case of any holding, there are several

Any mesne landlord against whom a claim arises imder this 
Act shall, at the end of his term, be entitled to claim com- 
pensation against his immediate landlord in like manner 
and on the same conditions as if he had himself made the 
improvements in question : 

A mesne landlord shall not be entitled to make a claim 
under this section unless he has, within the time and in 
die manner prescribed, sent to his immediate landlord 
or his agent copies of all documents relating to pi-oposed 
improvements or claims which have been sent to him, 
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in pursuance of the last preceding section. The said 
immediate landlord shall thereupon have, in addition to 
the mesne landlord, the powers conferred by or in pur- 
suance of tlie last preceding section in like manner as if 
he were the immediate landlord of the occupjring tenant, 
and shall, in the manner and to the extent prescribed, be 
bound by the proceedings. 

5. — (1) Where the landlord, without good and sufficient Compensation 
cause, terminates or refuses to grant a renewal of the tenancy, ^^^i"!}!®?*?' 
or it is proved that an increase of rent is demanded from the Jnce. 
tenant as the result of improvements which have been effected 
at the cost of such tenant, and for which he has not, either 
directly or indirectly, received an equivalent from the landlord, 
and such demand results in tlie tenant quitting the holding, 
the tenant upon quitting the holding shall, in addition to the 
compensation (if any) to which he may be entitled in respect 
of improvements, and notwithstanding any agreement to the 
contrary, be entitled to compensation for the loss of goodwill 
and the expense which, by reason of his quitting the holding, 
he sustains or incurs upon or in connection with the removal of 
his goods, implements, produce, or stock. 

In the event of any difference arising as to any matter 
under this section, the difference shall, in default of agreement, 
be settled by the court. 

(2) This section shall apply only to houses, shops, and other 
buildings occupied wholly or to a substantial extent for trade or 
business purposes, and which are held (a) under tenancies from 
year to year created after the passing of this Act, or (6) under 
leases made after the passing of this Act for terms of less than 
thirty-one years, or for a life or lives, or (c) under contracts of 
tenancy existing at the passing of this Act where the rent of the 
holding is under one. hundred pounds per annum. 

6. Out of any moneys payable to a tenant under this Act, Sams to be de- 
all sums due to the landlord from the tenant or his predecessors ducted by land 
in title in respect of rent, or in respect of any deterioration of 

the holding arising from any non-obsei-vance on the part of the 
tenant of any express or implied covenant or agreement, may 
bei deducted by the landlord, and also any taxes payable by the 
tenant due in respect of the holding and not recoverable by him 
from the landlord. 

7. A tenant who is evicted for breach of any condition of his Exoeptioni. 
tenancy shall not be entitled to any compensation for disturbance 

under this Act. 

8. This Act shall not apply to any holding let to the tenant Exclusion of 
during his continuance in any office, appointment, or employ- ^^^^^ ^o^^- 
ment, or for the temporary convenience, or to meet a temporary ^°^* 
necessity, either of the landlord or tenant, provided that any

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contract in writing whidi shall express the purpose for which 
such letting is made. 

9. Any contract (other than a contract either to make or 
not to make an improvement) made whether before or after the 
passing of this Act, by virtue of which a tenant would be^ 
directly or indirectly, deprived of his right to obtain compensa- 
tion under this Act, shall be void imless the court adjudicating 
upon a claim for compensation by such tenant shall, having 
regard to all the circumstances of the case, be of opinion that 
such contract was reasonable and that it was entered into by 
the parties without any direct or indirect compulsion. 

10. — (1) The court for the determination of all mattei-s 
under this Act shall be the county court having jurisdiction 
where the holding is situate. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Act, rules for i-egulating 
proceedings in a county court under this Act may be made in 
accordance with the County Courts (Ireland) Acts, 1851 to 1889, 
and such rules may (inter alia) provide for — 

(a) the manner in, and the time within, which notices under 
this Act shall be seived ;

14. Capital money arising under the Settled Land Act, Application of 
1882, may be applied in payment of any moneys expended and ^n*^^^^^™^"^^ 
costs incun-ed by a landlord imder or in pursuance of this Act vict. c. 38. 
in or about the execution of any improvement, as for an im- 
provement authorised by the said Settled Land Act ; and such 

money may also be applied in discharge pf any cliarge created 
on a holding under or in pursuance of this Act in respect of 
any such improvement as aforesaid, as in discharge of an 
incumbrance authorised by the said Settled Land Act to be 
discharged out of such capital money. 

15. Where the landlord is a pei^son entitled to receive the provision in 
rents and profits of any holding as trustee, or in any character case of trus- 
otherwise than for his own benefit, the amount due from such *^^' 
landlord in respect of compensation under this Act shall be 
charged and recovered as follows, and not otherwise (that is 

to say) : — 

(1) The amount so due shall not be recoverable personally 

against such landlord, nor shall he be under any^ 
liability to pay such amount, but the same shall be a 
charge on and recoverable against the holding only ; 

(2) Such landlord shall,. either before or after having paid to 

the tenant the amoimt due to him, be entitled to obtain 
fi'CHn the county court a charge on the holding to the 
amount of the sum required to be paid or which has- 
been paid, as the case may be, to the tenant. 

. (3) If such landlord neglect, or fail within one month after 
the tenant has quitted his holding, to pay to the tenant the 
amount due to him, then after the expiration of such one month 
the tenant shall be entitled to obtain from the county court in 
favour of liimself, his executors, administrators, and assigns, a 
charge on the holding to the amount of the sum due to him, 
and of all costs properly incurred by him in obtaining the charge 
or in raising the amount due thereunder. 

(4) The court shall, on proof of the tenant's title to have a 
charge made in his favour, make an order charging the holding 
with payment of the amount of the charge, including costs, in 
like manner and fonn as in case of a charge which a landlord 
is entitled to obtain. 

16. Any company now or hereafter incorporated by Parlia- Advance made 
ment, and having power to advance money for the improvement ^^^ company. 
of land, may take an assignment of any charge made by a county

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court under the provisions of this Act, upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon between such company and 
the person entitled to such charge ; and such company may 
assign any charge so acquired by them to any person or persons 
whomsoever. 

17. The holdings to which the provisions of this Act relating 
to comi)ensation for improvements apply are houses, shops, and 
other buildings situate in urban districts, towns, or villages, and 
occupied either for residential or for business purposes, or partly 
for residential and partly for business purposes. 

18. The following expressions in this Act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the meanings herein-after 
respectively assigned to them (that is to say) : — 

" Landlord " shall have the same meaning as in section one 
of the Landlord and Tenant Law Amendment Act, 
Ireland, 1860 ; 

" Owner " shall have the same meaning as in section two of 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878 ; 

" Tenant " shall mean any person entitled in actual possession 
to the holding under any contract of tenancy for a 
year or for any longer period, whether the interest of 
such tenant shall have been acquired by original contract, 
lawful assignment, bequest, devise, or act and operation 
of law ; 

"Lease" means a lease, under-lease, assignment operating 
as a lease or under-lease, or an agreement for such lease, 
under-lease, or assignment ; 

" Rules " includes forms ; 

" Prescribed " means prescribed by rules of the county court ; 

The expression ** predecessor in title " shall have the same 
meaning as in the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 
1870, as amended by section seven of the Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1881. 

19. Improvements by a landlord or tenant on any holding 
may be registered in the manner provided by section six of the 
Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, but the court in which 
the improvements may be registered shall be the court within 
the meaning of this Act, and the said section for the purposes of 
this section shall be deemed to be incorporated in this Act. 

20. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of 
January nineteen hundred and seven.

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CHAPTER 55. 

An Act to provide for the appointment of a Public Trustee 
and to amend the Law relating to the administration of 
Trusts. [21st December 1906.] , 

IDE it enacted by tlie King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-*-^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Establishment of Public Trustee. 

1. — (1) There shall be established the olfice of public office of public 
trustee. *"^»*^- 

(2) The public trustee shall be a corporation sole under that 
name, with perpetual succession and an official seal, and may 
sue and be sued under the above name like any other corpora- 
tion sole, but any instruments sealed by him shall not, by reason 
of his using a seal, be rendered liable to a higher stamp duty 
than if he were an individual. 

Powers and Duties of Public Trustee. 

2. — (1) Subject to and in accordance with the provisions of Oenerai powere 
this Act and rules made thereunder, the public trustee may, if and duties of 
ll§ tllinks fit- pubhc trustee. 

(a) act in the administration of estates of small value ; 
(6) act as custodian trustee ; 

(c) act as an ordinary trustee ; 

(d) be appointed to be a judicial trustee ; 

(c) be appointed to be the administrator of the property of 

a convict imder the Forfeiture Act, 1870. 33 & Si Vict. 

c. 23. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Act, and to the rules 

made thereunder, the public trustee may act either alone or 
jointly with any person or body of persons in any capacity to 
which he may be appointed in pui-suance of this Act, and shall 
have all the same powers, duties, and liabilities, and be entitled 
to the same rights and immunities and be subject to the control 
and orders of the court, as a private trustee acting in the same* 
capacity. 

(3) The public trustee may decline, either absolutely or 
except on the prescribed conditions, to accept any trust, but he 
Bhall not decline to accept any trust on the ground only of the 
small value of the trust property. 

(4) The public trustee shall not accept any trust which 
involves the management or cairying on of any business, except 
in the cases in which he may be authorised to do so by rules 
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made under this Act, nor anj^ trust under a deed of arrange- 
ment for the benefit of ereditoi-s, nor the administration of any 
estate known or believed by him to be insolvent. 

(5) The public trustee shall not accept any trust exclusively 
for religious or charitable purposes, and nothing in tliis Act 
contained, or in the rules to be made under the powere in this 
» Act contained, shall abridge or aflFect the powere or duties of 

the official trustee of charity lands or official trustees of charitable 
funds. 

(1) In the Administration of small Estates, 

Administration 3. — (1) Any person who in the opinion of the public trustee 
of small estates, ^yould be entitled to apply to the court for an order for the 
administration by the court of an estate, the gi'oss capital value 
whereof is proved to the satisfaction of the pubhc trustee to be 
less than one thousand pounds, may apply to the public trustee 
to administer the estate, and, where any such application is 
made and it appears to the public trustee that the persons 
beneficially entitled are persons of small means, the public 
trustee shall administer /he estate, unless he sees good reason 
for refusing to do so. 

(2) On the public trustee imdertaking, by declaration in 
writing signed and sealed by him, to administer the estate the 
trust property other than stock shall, by virtue of tliis Act, vest 
in him, and the right to transfer or call for the transfer of any 
stock forming part of the estate shall also vest in him, in like 
manner as if vesting orders had been made for the purpose by

^' ^3. apply accordingly. As from such vesting any trustee entitled 

imder the tnist to administer the estate shall be discharged from 

all liability attaching to the administration, except in respect of

(a) the public trustee shall not exercise the right of 
himself transferring the stock without the leave of 
the court ; and 

(6) this subsection shall not apply to any copyhold laud 
forming part of the estate, but the public trustee 
shall, as respects such land, have the like powers 
as if he had been appointed by the court under 
section thirty-three of the Trustee Act, 1893, to 
convey the land, and section tliirty-four of that 
Act shall apply accordingly. 

(3) For the purposes of the administration the public trustee 
may exercise such of the administrative powers and authorities 
of the High Court as may be conferred on him by rules under 
this Act, subject to such conditions as may be imposed by the 
rules. 
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(4) Rules shall be made under tliis Act for enabling tbe 
public trustee to take the opinion of the High Court on any 
question arising in the course of any administration without 
judicial proceedings, and otherwise for making the procedure 
under this section simple and inexpensive. 

(5) Where proceedings have been instituted in any court for 
the administration of an estate, and by reason of the small value 
of the estate it appears to the court that the estate can be more 
economically administered by the public trustee than by the 
court, or that for any other reason it is expedient that the estate 
sliQuld be administered by the public trustee instead of the court, 
the court may order that the estate shall be administered by 
the public trustee, and thereupon (subject to any directions by 
the court) this section shall apply as if the administration of the 
estate had been undertaken by the public trustee in pursuance 
of this section. 

(2) As Owitodian Trustee, 

4. — (1) Subject to rules under this Act the public trustee Custoilian 
uiay, if he consents to act as such, and whetlier or not the number *"^^^^- 
of trustees has been reduced below the original number, be 
appointed to be custodian trustee of any trust — 

(a) by order of the court made on the application of any 
person on whose application the court may order the 
appointment of a new trustee ; or 

(6) by the testator, settlor, or other creator of any trust ; or 
(c) by the person having power to appoint new trustees. 

^ (2) Where the public tnistee is appointed to be custodian 
trustee of any trust — 

(a) The trust property shall be transferred to the custodian 
trustee as if he were sole trustee, and for that purpose 
vesting orders may, where necessary, be made under 
the Trustee Act, 1893 : 
(h) The management of the trust property and the exercise of 
any power or discretion exerciseable by the trustees 
under the trust shall remain vested in the trustees 
other than tlie custodian trustee (which trustees are 
herein-after referred to as the managing trustees) : 

(c) As between the custodian trustee and the managing 

trustees, and subject and without prejudice to the 
rights of any other pei-sons, the custodian trustee 
shall have the custody of all securities and docu- 
ments of title relating to the trust property, but 
the managing trustee shall have[!free access thereto 
and be entitled to take copies thereof or extracts 
therefrom : 

(d) The custodian trustee shall concur in and perform all act^ 

necessary to enable the managing trustees to exercise 
their powers of management or any other power or 
discretion vested in tliem (including the power to pay 
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money or securities into couit), unless the matter in 

whicli he is requested to concur is a breach of trusty 

or involves a personal liability upon him in respect 

of calls or otherwise, but, unless he so concurs, the 

custodian trustee shall not be liable for any act or 

default on the part of the managing trustees or any 

of them : 

(e) All sums payable to or out of the income or capital of 

the trust property shall be paid to or by the custodian 

trustee : Provided that the custodian trustee may allow 

the dividends and other income derived from the trust 

property to be paid to tlie managing trustees or to 

such person as they direct, or into such bank to the 

credit of such pei-son as they may direct, and in such 

case shall be exonerated from seeing to the application 

thereof and shall not be answerable for any loss or 

misapplication thereof : 

(/) The power of appointing new trustees, when exerciseable 

by the trustees, shall be exerciseable by the managing 

trustees alone, but the custodian trustee shall have 

the same power of applying to the court for the 

appointment of a new trustee as any other trustee : 

(g) In determining the number of trustees for the purposes 

of the Trustee Act, 1893, the custodian trustee shall 

not be reckoned as a tiiistee. 

Qi) The custodian trustee, if he acts in good faith, shall not 

be liable for accepting as correct and acting upon 

the faith of any written statement by the managing 

tiiistees as to any birth, deatli, marriage, or other 

matter of pedigree or relationship, or other matter of 

fact, upon which the title to the trust property or 

any part thereof may depend, nor for acting upon 

any legal advice obtained by the managing trustees 

independently of the custodian trustee : 

(i) The court may, on the application of either the custodian 

trustee, or any of the managing trustees, or of any 

beneficiary, and on proof to their satisfaction that it 

is the general wish of the beneficiaries, or that on other 

grounds it is expedient, to terminate the custodian 

trusteeship, make an order for that purpose, and tlie 

court may thereupon make such vesting orders and 

give such directions as under the circumstances may 

seem to the court to be necessary or expedient. 

(3) The provisions of this section shall apply in like manner 

as to the public trustee to any banking or insurance company or 

other body corporate entitled by rules made under this Act to 

act as custodian trustee, with power for such company or body 

corporate to charge and retain or pay out of the trust property 

fees not exceeding the fees chargeable by the public trustee as 

custodian trustee. 
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(3) As an ordinary Tinistee, 

5. — (1) The public trustee may by that name, or any otlier Appointment 
sufficient description, be appointed to be trustee of any will or J*4^^^{J^ f JJJ^I 
settlement or other instrument creating a trust or to perform tec, executor, 
any trust or duty belonging to a class which he is authorised ^^* 
by the rules made imder this Act to accept, and may be so 
appointed whether the will or settlement or instrument creating 
the trust or duty was made or came into operation before or 
after the passing of this Act, and either as an original or as a 
new trustee, or as an additional trustee, in the same cases, and 
in the same manner, and by the same persons or court, as if 
he were a private trustee, with this addition, that, though the 
trustees originally appointed were two or more, the public 
trustee may be appointed sole trustee. 

(2) Where the public trustee has been appointed a trustee 
of any trust, a co-trustee may retire from the trust under and 
in accordance with section eleven of the Trustee Act, 1893, 
notwithstanding that there are not more than two trustees, 
and without such consents as are required by that section. 

(3) The public trustee shall not be so appointed either as a 
new or additional trustee where the will, settlement, or other 
instrument creating the trust or duty contains a direction to the 
contrary, unless the court otherwise order. 

(4) Notice of any proposed appointment of the public trustee 
either as a new or additional trustee shall where practicable 
be given in the prescribed manner to all persons beneficially 
interested who are resident in the United Kingdom and whose 
addresses are known to the persons proposing to make the 
appointment, or, if such beneficiaries are infants, to their 
guardians, and if any person to whom such notice has been 
given witliin twenty-one days from the receipt of the notice 
applies to the court, the court may, if having regard to the 
interests of all the beneficiaries it considers it expedient to do 
so, make an order prohibiting the appointment being made, 
provided that a failure to give any such notice shall not 
invalidate any appointment made under this section.

for that purpose the court shall consider the public trustee as

administrator, if any. And the order of the court sanctioning 
such transfer shall, subject to the provisions of this Act, give to 
the public trustee all the powers of such executor and adminis- 
trator, and such executor and administrator shall not be in any 
way liable in respect of any act or default in reference to such 
estate subsequent to the date of such order, other than the act 
or default of himself or of persons other than himself for whose 
conduct he is in law responsible. 
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Liability : Officers and Offices : Fees. 

7. — (1) The Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom shall 
be liable to make good all sums required to discharge any 
liability which the public trustee, if he were a private trustee, 
would be personally liable to discharge, except where the liability 
is one to which neither the public trustee nor any of his officers 
has in any way contributed, and which neitlier he nor any of his 
officers could by the exercise of reasonable diligence have averted, 
and in that case the public trustee shall not, nor shall the 
Consolidated Fund, be subject to any liability. 

(2) All sums payable in pursuance of this section out of the 
Consolidated Fund shall be charged on and issued out of that 
fimd or the growing produce thereof. 

8, — (1) The Lord Chancellor shall appoint a fit person to the 
office of public trustee, who shall hold office during pleasure, 
and receive such salary or fees, and be appointed on such terms, 
as the Treasury may determine. 

(2) The Lord Chancellor shall appoint such persons to be 
officers of the public trustee as, subject to the sanction of the 
Treasury, he may consider necessary for the purposes of this 
Act, and those officers shall hold office upon such terms, and be 
remunerated at such rates and in such manner, as the Treasury 
)nay sanction. 

(3) Any person appointed to be public trustee or an officer 
of ike public trustee may, and shall, if the Treasury so require, 
be a person already in the pubUc service. 

(4) ITie public trustee shall, if so directed by the Jjord 
Chancellor with the concurrence of the Treasury, maintain offices 
in London and elsewhere, and, so far as practicable, buildings 
already used for public purposes shall be used for such offices. 

(5) The salary or remuneration of the public trustee and his 
officei*s and such other expenses of executing his office or other- 
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wise carrying Uiis Act into effect as may be sanctioned by the 
Treasury shall be paid out of moneys provided by Parliament. 

9. — (1) There shall be charged in respect of the duties of the Fees charged 
public trustee such fees, whether by way of percentage or other- J*y public 
wise, as the Treasury with the sanction of the Lord Chancellor ^^ ^ 
may fix, and such fees shall be collected and accounted for by 
such pei-sons, and in such manner, and shall be paid to such 
account, as tlie Treasury direct. 

(2) Any expenses which might be retained or paid out of the 
tinist property if the public trustee were a private trustee shall 
be so retained or paid, and the fees shall be retained or paid in 
the like manner as and in addition to such expenses. 

(3) Such fees shall, under the regulations of the Treasury, be 
applied as an appropriation in aid of moneys provided by Parlia- 
ment for expenses under this Act, and so far as not so applied 
shall be paid into the Exchequer. 

(4) The fees under this section shall be arranged from time 
to time so as to produce an annual amount sufficient to dis- 
charge the salaries and other expenses incidental to the working 
of this Act (including such sum as the Treasury may from time 
to time determine to be required to insure the Consolidated 
Fund against loss under this Act) and no more. 

(5) The incidence of the fees and expenses under this section 
as between capital and income shall be determined by the public 
trustee.

(2) The public trustee may, subject to the rules made under 
this Act, employ for the purposes of any trust such solicitors, 
bankers, accountants, and brokers, or other persons as he may 
consider necessary, and in determining the persons to be so 
employed in relation to any trust the public trustee shall have 
regard to the interests of the trust, but subject to this shall, 
whenever practicable, take into consideration the wishes of the 
creator of the trust and of the other trustees (if any), and of the 
beneficiaries, either expressed or as implied by the practice of 
the creator of the trust, or in the previous management of the 
ti-ust. 
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(3) On behalf of the public trustee such person as may be 
prescribed may take any oath, make any declaration, verify any 
account, give pei*sonal attendance at any court or place, and do 
any act or thing whatsoever which the public trustee is required 
or authorised to take, make, verify, give, or do : Provided that 
nothing in this Act or in any rule made under this Act shall 
confer upon any person not othei-wise entitled thereto any right 
to appear, or act, or be heard in or before any court or tribunal, 
on behalf or instead of the public trustee, or to do any act 
whatsoever on behalf or on the instructions of the public trustee, 
which could othenvise only be lawfully done by a barrister or a 
duly certificated solicitor. 

(4) Where any bond or security would be required from a 
private person upon the grant to him of administration, or upon 
his appointment to act in any capacity, tlie public trustee, if 
administration is granted to him or if he is appointed to act in 
such capacity as aforesaid, shall not be required to give such 
bond or security, but shall be subject to the same liabilities and 
duties as if he had^given such bond or security. 

(5) The entry of the public trustee by that name in the books 
of a company shall not constitute notice of a trust, and a company 
shall not be entitled to object to enter tlie name of the public 
trustee on its books by reason only that the public trustee is a 
corporation, and, in dealings with property, the fact that the 
person or one of the persons dealt with is the public trustee^ 
shall not of itself constitute notice o£ a trust. 

Application of 12. The provisions of this Act with respect to the High 
wmrts.^**^^^'^^ Court shall, in their application to cases within the jurisdiction 
of a palatine court, include that court, and the public trustee 
shall provide an address within the county palatine where service 
upon him of any proceedings under this Act in such palatine 
court may be effected ; the rules of court relating to the exercise 
of the jurisdiction of a palatine court under this Act shall be 
made by the authoritj'' having power to make general rules and 
orders of that court. 

Investigation and Audit of Trust Accounts. 

Investigation 13. — (1) Subject to rules under this Act and unless the 

court otherwise orders, the condition and accounts of any trust 
shall, on an application being made and notice thereof given 
in the prescribed maimer by any trustee or beneficiary, be 
investigated and audited by such solicitor or public accountant 
as may be agreed on by the applicant and the trustees or, in 
default of agreement, by the public trustee or some person 
appointed by him : 

Provided that (except with the leave of the court) such an 
investigation or audit shall not be required within twelve months 
after any such previous investigation or audit, and that a trustee 
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or beneficiary shall not be appointed under this section to make 
an investigation or audit. 

(2) The person making the investigation or audit (herein- 
after called the auditor) shall have a right of access to the books, 
accounts, and vouchers of the trustees, and to any securities and 
documents of title held by them on account of the trust, and 
may require from them such information and explanation as 
may be necessary for the performance of his duties, and upon 
the completion of the investigation and audit shall forward to 
the applicant and to every trustee a copy of the accounts, 
together with a report thereon, and a certificate signed by him 
to the effect that the accounts exhibit a true view of the state of 
the affairs of the trust and that he has had the securities of the 
trust fund investments produced to and verified by him or (as 
the case may be) that such accounts are deficient in such respects 
as may he specified in such certificate. 

(3) Every beneficiar}'' under the trust shall, subject to rules 
under this Act, be entitled at all reasonable times to inspect 
and take copies of the accounts, report, and certificate, and, at 
hie o\vn expense, to be furnished with copies thereof or extracts 
therefrom. 

(4) The auditor may be removed by order of the court, 
and, if any auditor is removed, or resigns, or dies, or becomes 
bankrupt or incapable of acting before the investigation and 
audit is completed, a new auditor may be appointed in his place 
in like manner as the original auditor. 

(5) The remuneration of the auditor and the other expenses 
of the investigation and audit shall be such as may be prescribed 
by rules under this Act, and shall, unless the public trustee 
otherwise directs, be borne by the estate ; and, in the event of 
the public trustee so directing, he may order that such expenses 
be borne by the applicant or by the trustees personally or partly 
by them and partly by the applicant. 

(6) If any person having the custody of any documents to 
which the auditor has a right of access under this section fails 
or refuses to allow him to have access thereto or in anywise 
obstructs the investigation or audit, the auditor may apply to 
the court, and thereupon the court shall make such order as it 
thinks just. 

(7) Subject to rules of court, applications under or for the 
purposes of this section to the High Court shall be made to a 
judge of the Chancery Division in Chambers. 

(8) If any person in any statement of accounts, report, or 
■certificate required for the purposes of this section wilfully 
makes a statement false in any material particular, he shall 
bfe liable on conviction on indictment to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding two years, and on summary conviction to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding six months, with or 
without hard labour, and in either case to a fine in lieu of or in 
addition to such imprisonment. 
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Rules : Definitions : Short Title and Extent. 

Kiiicg* 14. — (1) The Lord Chancellor shall, with the concurrence 

of the Treasury, make rules for carrying into effect the objects 
of this Act, and in particular for all or any of th|e following

An Act to amend the Law relating to Agricultural Holdings. 

[21st December 1906.] 

"DE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and

and by the autliority of the same, as follows ; 

1. — (1) Subsection (1) of section one of the Agricultural Amendment of 
Holdings Act, 1900, shall be repealed and for it substituted :— f^ ^^ ^^<^*' 
Where a tenant has made on his holding any improvement 
comprised in the First Schedule to tliis Act, he shall, 
subject as in the Agricultural Holdings (England) Act, 
1883 (in this Act refeiTcd to as ** the principal Act "j, and 
in this Act mentioned, be entitled at the determination 
of a tenancy on quitting his holding to obtain from the 
landlord, as compensation under the said Acts for the 
improvement, such sum as fairly represents the value of 
tlie improvement to an incoming tenant. 

(2) All questions which, under the Agricultural Holdings 
(England) Acts, 1883 to 1900, or the Agi'icultural Holdings 
(Scotland) Acts, 1883 to 1900, or tliis Act, or under the contract . 
of tenancy, are referred to arbitration shall, whetlier the matter , 
to which the arbitration relates arose before or after the passing 
of this Act, be determined, notwithstanding any agreement to 
the contrary, by a single arbitrator, in accordance with the

2, — (1) Where the tenant has sustained damage to his crops 
from game, the right to kill and take which is vested neither in 
him nor in anyone claiming under him other than the landlord, 
and which the tenant has not permission in writing to kill, he 
shall be entitled to compensation from his landlord for such 
damage if it exceeds in amount the sum of one shilling per 
acre of the area over which the damage extends, and any 
agreement to the contrarj-, or in limitation of such compensation, 
shall be void. 

(2) The amount of compensation payable under this section 
shall, in default of agreement made after the damage has been 
suffered, be determined by arbitration, but no compensation 
sliall be recoverable under this section unless notice in writing 
is given to the landlord as soon as may be after the damage was 
first observed by the tenant and a reasonable opportunity is 
given to the landlord to inspect the damage — 

(a) in the case of damage to a growing crop, before the crop 
is begun to be reaped, raised, or consumed ; and 

(6) in the case of damage to a crop reaped or raised, before 
it is begun to be removed from the land — 

and unless notice in writing of the claim, together with the 
particulars thereof, is given to the landlord within one month 
after the expiration of the calendar year, or such other period 
of twelve months as by agreement between the landlord and 
tenant may be substituted therefor, in respect of which the 
claim is made. 

(3) Where the landlord proves that, under a contract of 
tenancy made before the commencement of this Act, any 
compensation for damage by game is payable by him, or that 
in fixing the rent to be paid under such contract allowance 
in respect of such damage to an agreed amount was expressly 
made, the arbitrator shall make such deduction from the com- 
pensation which would otherwise be payable under this section 
as may appear just. 

(4) Where the right to kill and take the game is vested 
in some person other than the landlord, the landlord shall be 
entitled to be indemnified by such other person against all 
claims for compensation under this section. 

For the purposes of this section the expression " game " 
means deer, pheasants, partridges, grouse, and black game.

An Act to consolidate and amend the Law with respect 
to Compensation to Workmen for Injuries suffered in 
the course of their Employment. 

[21st December 1906.] 

"DE it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
-"-^ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 
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1.— (1) If in any employment personal injury by accident 
arising out of and in the course of the employment is caused 
to a workman, his employer shall, subject as herein-after men- 
tioned, be liable to pay compensation in accordance with th^ 
First Schedide to this Act. 

(2) Provided that— 

(a) The employer shall not be liable under this Act in 
respect of any injury which does not disable the 
workman for a period of at least one week from 
earning full wages at the work dt which he was 
employed : 

(6) When the injuiy was caused by tlie personal negligence 
or wilful act of the employer or of some person for 
whose act or default tlie employer is responsible, 
nothing in this Act shall affect any civil liability of 
tlie employer, but in that case the workman may, at 
his option, either claim compensation under thiB 
Act or take proceedings independently of this Act ; 
but the employer shall not be liable to pay compensa- 
tion for injury to a workman by accident arising 
out of and in the course of the employment both 
independently of and also under this Act, and shall 
not be liable to any proceedings independently of 
this Act, except in case of such personal negligence 
or wilful act as aforesaid : 

(c) If it is proved that the injury to a workman is attri- 
butable to the serious and wilful misconduct of that 
workman, any compensation claimed in respect of 
that injury shall, unless the injury results in death 
or serious and permanent disablement, be disallowed. 

(3) If any question arises in any proceedings under this Act 
as to the liability to pay compensation under this Act (including 
any question as to whether the person injured is a workman to 
whom this Act ai)plies), or as to the amount or duration of 
compensation under this Act, the question, if not settled by 
agreement, shall, subject to the provisions of the First Schedule 
to this Act, he settled by arbiti'ation, in accordance with the 
Second Schedule to this Act. 

(4) If, within the time herein-after in this Act limited for 
taking proceedings, an action is brought to recover damages 
independently of this Act for injmy caused by any accident, 
and it is determined in such action that the injury is one for 
which the employer is not liable in such action, but that he 
would have been liable to pay compensation under the provisions 
of this Act, the action shall be dismissed ; but the court in 
which the action is tried shall, if the plaintiff so choose, proceed 
to assess such compensation, but may deduct from such com- 
pensation all or part of the costs which, in its judgment, have 
been caused by the plaintiff bringing the action instead of 
pi5oceeding \mder this Act. In any proceeding under this sub- 
section, when the court assesses the compensation it shall give a

certificate of the compensation it has awarded and the directions 
it has given as to the deduction for costs, and such certificate 
shall have the force and effect of an award under this Act. 

(5) Nothing in this Act sliall affect any proceeding for a- fine 
under the enactments relating to mines, factories, or workshops, 
or the application of any such fine. 

2, — (1) Proceedings for the recovery under this Act of Time for taking 
compensation for an injury shall not be maintainable unless P''^^^^"«*'- 
notice of the accident has been given as soon as practicable after 
the happening thereof and before the workman has voluntarily 
left the employment in which he was injured, and unless the 
claim for compensation with respect to such accident has been 
made within six months from the occurrence of the accident 
causing the injury, or, in case of death, within six months from 
the time of death : 

Provided always that — 

(a) the want of or any defect or inaccuracy in such notice 
shall not be a bar to the maintenance of such pro- 
ceedings if it is found in the proceedings for settling 
the claim that the employer is not, or would not, if 
a notice or an amended notice were then given and 
the hearing postponed, be prejudiced in his defence 
by the want, defect, or inaccuracy, or that such 
want, defect, or inaccuracy was occasioned by mis- 
take, absence from the United Kingdom, or other 
reasonable cause ; and 
(J)) the failure to make a claim within the period above 
specified sliall not be a bar to the maintenance of 
such proceedings if it is found that the failui'e was 
occasioned by mistake, absence from the United 
Kingdom, or other reasonable cause. 

(2) Notice in respect of an injury under this Act shall give 
the name and address of the pereon injured, and shall state in 
ordinary language the cause of the injury and the date at which 
the accident happened, and shall be served on the employer, or, 
if there is more than one employer, upon one of such employers. 

(3) Tlie notice may be served by delivering the same at, 
or sending it by post in a registered letter addressed to, the 
residence or place of business of the person on whom it is to 
be sei-ved. 

(4) Where the employer is a body of persons; corporate or 
unincorporate, the notice may also be served by delivering the 
same at, or by sending it by post in a registered letter addressed 
to, the employer at the office, or, if there be more than one office, 
any one of the offices of such body. 

^, 8.T7'(1) If the Registrar of Friendly Societies, after taking contracting 
steps tO' ascertain the views of the employer and workmen, ^^"^' 
certifies that any scheme of compensation, benefit, or insurance 
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for the workmen of an employer in any employment, whether or 
not such scheme includes other employers and their workmen, 
provides scales of compensation not less favourable to the work- 
men and their dependants than the corresponding scales con- 
tained in this Act, and that, where the scheme provides for 
contributions by the workmen, the scheme confers benefits at 
least equivalent to those contributions, in addition to the 'benefits 
to which the workmen would have been entitled under this Act, 
and that a majority (to be ascertained by ballot) of the workmen 
to whom the scheme is applicable are in favour of such scheme, 
the employer may, whilst the certificate is in force, contract 
with any of his workmen that the provisions of die scheme shall 
be substituted for the provisions of this Act, and thereupon the 
employer shall be liable only in accordance with the scheme, 
but, save as aforesaid, this Act shall apply notwithstanding 
any contract to the contrary made after the commencement of 
this Act. 

(2) The Registrar may give a certificate to expire at the end 
of a limited period of not less than five years, and may from 
time to time renew with or without modifications such, a 
certificate to expire at the end of the period for which it is 
renewed. 

(3) No scheme shall be so certified which contains an 
obligation upon the workmen to join the scheme as a condition 
of their hiring, or which does not contain provisions enabling 
a workman to withdraw from the scheme. 

(4) If complaint is made to the Registrar of Friendly 
Societies by or on behalf of the workmen of any employer that 
the benefits conferred by any scheme no longer conform to the 
conditions stated in subsection (1) of this section, or that the 
provisions of such scheme are being violated, or that the scheme 
is not being fairly administered, or that satisfactory reasons 
exist for revoking the certificate, the Registrar shall examine 
into the complaint, and, if satisfied that good cause exist for 
such complaint, shall, unless the cause of complaint is removed, 
revoke the certificate. 

(5) When a certificate is revoked or expires, any moneys or 
securities held for the purpose of the scheme shall, after due 
provision has been made to discharge the liabilities already 
accrued, be distributed as may be arranged between the 
employer and workmen, or as may be determined by the 
Registrar of Friendly Societies in the event of a difference of 
opinion. 

(C) ^V^lenever a scheme has been certified as aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of the employer to answer all such inquiries 
and to furnish aU such accounts^ in regard to the scheme as may 
be made or required by the Registi-ar of Friendly Societies. 

(7) The Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies shall include 
in his annual report tlie particular of the proceedings of the 
Registrar under this Act. 
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(8) The Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies may make 
regulations for the purpose of carrying this section into effect. 

4. — (1) Where any pei-son (in this section referred to as the Sub-contract- 
principal), in the course of or for the purposes of his trade or ^"s- 
business, contracts with any otlier person (in this section referred 
to as the contractor) for the execution by or xmder the contractor 
of the whole or any part of any work undertaken by the 
principal, the principal shall be liable to pay to any workman 
employed in the execution of the work any compensation under 
this Act which he would have been liable to pay if that workman 
had been immediately employed by him ; and where compensa- 
tion is claimed from or proceedings are taken against the 
principal, then, in the application of this Act, references to the 
principal shall be substituted for references to the employer, 
except that the amount of compensation shall be calculated with 
reference to the earnings of the workman under the employer 
by whom he is immediately employed : 

Provided that, where the contract relates to threshing, 
ploughing, or other agricultural work, and the contractor pro- 
vides and uses machinery driven by meclianical power for the 
purpose of such work, he and he alone shall be Uable under this 
Act to pay compensation to any workman employed by him on 
such work. 

(2) Where the principal is liable to pay compensation under 
this section, he shall be entitled to be indemnified by any person 
who would have been liable to pay compensation to the work- 
man independently of this section, and all questions as to the 
right to and amount of any such indenmity shall in default of 
agreement be settled by arbitration under this Act. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be construed as preventing 
a workman recovering compensation under this Act fi*oni the 
contractor instead of the principal. 

(4) This section shall not apply in any case where the 
accident occurred elsewhere than on, or in, or about premises 
on which tlie principal has undertaken to execute the work or 
which are othei-wise under his control or management. 

5. — (1) Where any employer has entered into a contract ProvUion an t<) 
with any insurers in respect of any liability under this Act to ^?Jicy^o^cn^^^ 
any workman, then, in the event of the employer becoming pioyer. 
bankrupt, or making a composition or arrangement with his 
creditors, or if the employer is a company in the event of the 
company having commenced to be wound up, the rights of tlie 
employer against the insurers as respects that liability shall, 
notwithstanding anything in the enactments relating to bank- 
ruptcy and the winding up of companies, be transferred to and 
vest in the workman, and upon any such transfer the insurers 
shall have the same rights and remedies and be subject to the 
same liabilities as if they were the enjployer, so however that 
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the insurei*s shall not be under any greater liability to the 
workman than they would have been under to the employer. 

(2) If the liability of the insurers to the workman is less 
than the liability of the employer to the workman, the workman 
may prove for the balance in the bankruptcy or liquidation. 

(3) There shall be included among the debts which under 
51 & 52 Vict, section one of the Preferential Payments . in Bankruptcy Act^, 
"ii^&'oS Vict 1388, and section four of the Preferential Payments in Bank- 
c. 60. ruptcy (Ireland) Act, 1889, are in the distribution of the property 

of a bankrupt and in tlie distribution of the assets of a company, 
being wound up to be paid in priority to all other debts, the 
amount, not exceeding in any individual case one hundred 
pounds, due in respect of any compensation the liability wherefor 
accrued before the date of the receiving order or the date of the 
<»o k cd Vict, commencement of the winding up, and those Acts and the Pre- 
(\ 19. ferential Payments in Bankruptcy Amendment Act, 1897, shall 

have effect accordingly. Where the compensation is a weekly 
payment, the amount due in respect thereof shall, for the 
purposes of this pro\nsion, be taken to be tlie amount of the 
lump sum for which the weekly payment could, if redeemable, 
be redeemed if the employer made an application for that 
purpose under the First Schedule to this Act. 

(4) In the case of the winding up of a company within 
w^ ^^ ^ ^^'^' ^^^^ meaning of the Stannaries Act, 1887, such an amount as 

aforesaid, if the compensation is payable to a miner or the 
dependants of a miner, shall have the like priority as is 
conferred on wages of miners by section nine of that Act, and 
that section shall have effect accordingly. 

(5) The provisions of this section with respect to preferences 
and priorities shall not apply where the bankrupt or the com- 
pany being wound up has entered into such a contract with 
insurers as aforesaid. 

(6) This section shall not apply where a company is wound 
up voluntarily merely for the purposes of reconstruction or of 
amalgamation with another company. 

^af^t^m^^^ 6. ^Vhere the injuiy for which compensation is payable 
pioyer and under this Act was caused under circumstances creating a legal

the workman Avas employed at any time within the twelve 
months previous to the date of the disablement or suspension,

10. — (1) Tlie Secretary of State may appoint such legally 
qualified medical practitionei's to be medical referees for the 
purposes of this Act as he may, with the sanction of tlie Treasury^ 
determine, and the remuneration of, and other expenses incurred 
by, medical referees under this Act shall, subject to regulations 
made by the Treasuiy, be paid out of moneys provided by 
Parliament. 

Where a medical referee has been employed as a medical 
practitioner in connection with any case by or on behalf of an 
employer or workman or by any insurers interested, he shall not 
act as medical referee in that case. 

(2) The remuneration of an arbitrator appointed by a judge 
of county courts under the Second Schedule to this Act shall be 
paid out of moneys provided by Parliament in accordance with 
regulations made by the Treasury. 

11. — (1) If it is alleged that tlie owners of any ship are 
liable as such owners to pay compensation under this Act, and 
at any time that ship is found in any jDort or river of England 
or Ireland, or within three miles of the coast thereof, a judge of 
any court of record in England or Ireland may, upon its being 
shown to him by any person applying in accordance with the 
rules of the court that the owners are probably liable as such to 
pay such compensation, and that none of the owners reside in

Any reference to a workman who has been injured shall, 
where the workman is dead, include a reference to his 
legal personal representative or to his dependants or 
other person to whom or for whose benefit compensa- 
tion is payable ;

FIRST SCHEDULE. section 1. 



Scale and Conditions of Compensation. 

(1) The amount of compensatiou under this Act shall be — 

(a) where death results from the injury — 

(i) if the workman leaves anj dependants wholly depen- 
dent upon his earnings, a sum equal to his earnings in the 
employment of the same employer during the three years 
next preceding the injury, or the sum of one hundred and 
fifty pounds, whichever of those sums is the larger, but not 
exceeding in any case three hundred pounds, provided that 
the amount of any weekly payments made under this Act, and 
any lump sum paid in redemption thereof, shall be deducted 
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from such sum, and, if the period of the workman's employ- 
ment bj the said employer has been less than the said 
three years, then the amount of his earnings during the said 
three years shall be deemed to be one hundred and fifty-six 
times his average weekly earnings during tbe period of his 
actual employment under the said employer ; 

(ii) if the workman does not leave any such dependants, 
but leaves any dependants in part dependent upon his 
earnings, such sum, not exceeding in any case the amount 
payable under the foregoing provisions, as may be agreed 
upon, or, in default of agreement, may be determined, on 
arbitration under this Act, to be reasonable and proportionate 
to the injury to the said dependants ; and 

(iii) if he leaves no dependants, the reasonable expenses 
of his medical attendance and burial, not exceeding ten 
pounds ; 

(A) where total or partial incapacity for work results from the 
injury, a weekly payment during the incapacity not exceeding 
fifty per cent, of his average weekly earnings during the 
previous twelve months, if he has been so long employed, but 
if not then for any less period during which he has been in 
the employment of the same employer, such weekly payment 
not to exceed one pound : 

Provided that — 

(a) if the incapacity lasts less than two weeks no compensation 

shall be payable in respect of the first week ; and 

(b) as respects the weekly payments during total incapacity of a 

workman who is under twenty-one years of age at the date of 
the injury, and whose average weekly earnings are less than 
twenty shillings, one hundred per cent, shall be substituted 
for fifty per cent, of his average weekly earnings, but the 
weekly payment shall in no case exceed ten shillings. 

(2) For the purposes of the provisions of this schedule relating to 
" earnings " and " average weekly earnings " of a workman, the following 
rules shall be observed : — 

(a) average weekly earnings shall be computed in such manner as 
is best calculated to give the rate per week at which the 
workman was being remunerated. Provided that where by 
reason of the shortness of the time during wbicJi the workman 
has been in the employment of his employer, or the casual 
nature of the employment, or the terms of the employment, 
it is impracticable at the date of the accident to compute the 
rate of remuneration, regard may be had to the average weekly 
amount which, during the twelve montlis previous to the 
accident, was being earned by a person in the same grade 
employed at the same work by the same employer, or, if there is 
no person so employed, by a person in the same grade employed 
in the same class of employment and in the same district ; 

(h) where the workman had entered into concurrent contracts of 
service with two or more employers under which he worked 
at one time for one such employer and at another time for 
another such employer, his average weekly earnings shall be 
computed as if his earnings under all such contracts were 
earnings in the employment of the employer for whom he was 
working at the time of the accident ; 
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(c) employment bj the same employer shall be taken to mean 

employment by the same employer in the grade in which the 
workman was employed at the time of the accident, uninterrupted 
by absence from work due to illness or any other unavoidable 
cause ; 

(d) where the employer has been accustomed to pay to the workman 

a sum to cover any special expenses entailed on him by the 
nature of his employment, the sum so paid shall not be reckoned 
as part of the earnings. 

(3) In fixing the amount of the weekly payment, regard shall be had 
to any payment, allowance, or benefit which the workman may receive from 
the employer during the period of his incapacity, and in the case of partial 
incapacity the weekly payment shall in no case exceed the difference 
between the amount of the average weekly earnings of the workman 
before the accident and the average weekly amount which he is earning 
or is able to earn in some suitable employment or business after the 
accident, but shall bear such relation to the amount of that difference as 
under the circumstances of the case may appear proper. 

(4) Where a workman has given notice of an accident, he shall, if so 
required by the employer, submit himself for examination by a duly 
qualified medical practitioner provided and paid by the employer, and, if 
he refuses to submit himself to such examination, or in any way obstructs 
the same, his right to compensation, and to take or prosecute any pro- 
ceeding under this Act in relation to compensation, shall bo suspended 
until such examination has taken place. 

(5) The payment in the case of death shall, unless otherwise ordered 
as hereinafter provided, be paid into the county court, and any sum so 
paid into court shall, subject to rules of court and the provisions of this 
schedule, be invested, applied, or otherwise dealt with by the court in such 
manner as the court in its discretion thinks fit for the benefit of the persons 
entitled thereto under this Act, and the receipt of the registrar of the 
court shall be a sufficient discharge in respect of the amount paid in : 

Provided that, if so agreed, the payment in case of death shall, if the 
workman leaves no dependants, be made to his legal personal representative, 
or, if he has no such representative, to the person to whom the expenses 
of medical attendance and burial are due. 

(6) Rules of court may provide for the transfer of money paid into 
court under this Act from one court to another, whether or not the court 
from which it is to be transferred is in the same part of the United 
Kingdom as the court to which it is to be transferred. 

(7) Where a weekly payment is payable under this Act to a person 
under any legal disability, a county court may, on application being made 
in accordance with rules of court, order that the weekly payment be paid 
during the disability into court, and the provisions of this schedule with 
respect to sums required by this schedule to be paid into court shall apply 
to sums paid into court in pursuance of any such order. 

(8) Any question as to who is a dependant shall, in default of 
agreement, be settled by arbitration under this Act, or, if not so settled 
before payment into court under this schedule, shall be settled by the 
county court, and the amount payable to each dependant shall be settled 
by arbitration under this Act, or, if not so settled before payment into 
court under this schedule, by the county court. Where there are both 
total and partial dependants nothing in this schedule shall be construed 
as preventing the compensation being allotted partly to the total and 
partly to the partial dependants. 
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(9) Where, on application being made iu accordance with rules of 
court, it appears to a count j court that, on account of neglect of children 
on the part of a widow, or on account of the variation of the circumstances 
of the various dependants, or for any other sufficient cause, an order of 
the court or an award as to the apportionment amongst the several 
dependants of anj sum paid as compensation, or as to the manner in 
which any sum payable to any such dependant is to be invested, applied, 
or otherwise dealt with, ought to be varied, the court may make such 
order for the variation of the former order or the award, as in the 
circumstances of the case the court may think just. 

(10) Any sum which under this schedule is ordered to be invested 
may be invested in whole or in part in the Post Office Savings Bank by 
the registrar of the county court in his name as registrar. 

(11) Any sum to be so invested may be invested in the purchase of an 
annuity from the National Debt Commissioners through the Post Office 
Savings Bank, or be accepted by the Postmaster-General as a deposit in 
the name of the registrar as such, and the provisions of any statute or 
regulations respecting the limits of deposits in savings banks, and the 
declaration to be made by a depositor, shall not apply to such sums. 

(12) No part of any money invested in the name of the registrar of 
any county court in the Post Office Savings Bank under this Act shall be 
paid out, except upon authority addressed to the Postmaster-General by 
the Treasury or, subject to regulations of the Treasury, by the judge or 
registrar of the county court. 

(13) Any person deriving any benefit from any moneys invested in a 
post office savings bank under the provisions of this Act may, nevertheless, 
open an account in a post office savings bank or in any other savings bank 
in his own name without being liable to any penalties imposed by any 
statute or regulations in respect of the opening of accounts in two savings 
banks, or of two accounts in the same savings bank. 

(14) Any workman receiving weekly payments under this Act shall, 
if so required by the employer, from time to time submit himself for 
examination by a duly qualified medical practitioner provided and paid 
by the employer. If the workman refuses to submit himself to such 
examination, or in any way obstructs the same, his right to such weekly 
payments shall be suspended until such examination has taken place. 

(15) A workman shall not be required to submit himself for examina- 
tion by a medical practitioner under paragraph (4) or paragraph (14) of 
this schedule otherwise than in acconiance with regulations made by the 
Secretary of State, or at more frequent intervals than may be prescribed 
by those regulations. 

Where a workman has so submitted himself for examination by a 
medical practitioner, or has been examined by a medical practitioner 
selected by himself, and the employer or the workman, as the case may 
be, has within six days after such examination furnished the other with 
a copy of the report of that practitioner as to the workman's condition, 
then, in the event of no agreement being come to between the employer 
and the workman as to the workman's condition or fitness for employ- 
ment, the registrar of a county court, on application being made to the 
court by both parties, may, on payment by the applicants of such fee not 
exceeding one pound as may be prescribed, refer the matter to a medical 
referee. 

The medical referee to whom the matter is so referred shall, in accord- 
ance with regulations made by the Secretary of State, give a certificate as 
to the condition of the workman and his fitness for employment, specify log, 
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where necessary, the kind of employment for which he is fit, and that 
certificate shall be conclusive evidence as to the matters so certified. 

Where no agreement can be come to between the employer and the 
workman as to whether or to what extent the incapacity of the workman 
is due to the accident, the provisions of this paragraph shall, subject to any 
regulations made by the Secretary of State, apply as if the question were 
a question as to the condition of the workman. 

If a workman, on being required so to do, refuses to submit himself for 
examination by a medical referee to whom the matter has been so referred 
as aforesaid, or in any way obstnicts the same, his right to compensation 
and to take or prosecute any proceeding under this Act in relation to com- 
pensation, or, in the case of a workman in receipt of a weekly payment, 
his right to that weekly payment, shall be suspended until such examination 
has taken place. 

Rules of court may be made for prescribing the manner in which 
documents are to be furnished or served and applications made under this 
paragraph and the forms to be used for those purposes and, subject to the 
consent of the Treasury, as to the fee to be paid under this paragraph. 

(16) Any weekly payment may be reviewed at the request either of 
the employer or of the workman, and on such review may be ended, 
diminished, or increased, subject to the maximum above provided, and the 
amount of payment shall, in default of agreement, be settled by arbitration 
under this Act : 

Provided that where the workman was at the date of the accident 
under twenty-one years of age and the review takes place more than twelve 
months after the accident, the amount of the weekly payment may be 
increased to any amount not exceeding fifty per cent, of the weekly sum 
which the workman would probably have been earning at the date of the 
review if he had remained iminjured, but not in any case exceeding one 
pound. 

(17) Where any weekly payment has been continued for not less than 
six months, the liability therefor may, on application by or on behalf of 
the employer, be redeemed by the payment of a lump sum of such an 
amount as, where the incapacity is permanent, would, if invested in the 
purchase of an immediate life annuity from the National Debt Commis- 
sioners through the Post Office Savings Bank, purchase an annuity for the 
workman equal to seventy-five per cent, of the annual value of the weekly 
payment, and as in any other case may be settled by arbitration under this 
Act, and such lump sum may be ordered by the committee or arbitrator 
or judge of the county court to be invested or otherwise applied for the 
benefit of the person entitled thereto : Provided that nothing in this para- 
graph shall be construed as preventing agreements being made for the 
redemption of a weekly payment by a lump sum. 

(18) If a workman receiving a weekly payment ceases to reside in 
the United Kingdom, he shall thereupon cease to be entitled to receive any 
weekly payment, unless the medical referee certifies that the incapacity 
resulting from the injury is likely to be of a permanent nature. If the 
medical referee so certifies, the workman shall be entitled to receive 
quarterly the amount of the weekly payments accruing due during the 
preceding quarter so long as he proves, in such manner and at such 
intervals as may be prescribed by rules of court, his identity and the 
continuance of the incapacity in respect of which the weekly payment is 
payable. 

(19) A weekly payment, or a sum paid by way of redemption thereof, 
shall not be capable of being assigned, charged, or attached, and shall not 
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pass to any other person bj operation of law, nor shall any claim be set 
off against the same. 

(20) Where under this schedule a right to compensation is suspended 
no compensation shall be payable in respect of the period of suspension. 

(21) Where a scheme certified under this Act provides for payment of 
compensation by a friendly society, the provisions of the proviso to the 
first subsection of section eight, section sixteen, and section forty-one of 

59 & 60 Vict, the Friendly Societies Act, 1896, shall not apply to such society in respect 
°- ^^* of such scheme. 

(22) In the application of this Act to Ireland the provisions of the 
41 & 42 Vict. County Officers and Courts (Ireland) Act, 1877, with respect to money 
^- ^^' deposited in the Post Office Savings Bank under that Act shall apply to 

money invested in the Post OflBce Savings Bank under this Act.

Arbitration, &c. 

(1) For the purpose of settling any matter which under this Act 
is to be settled by arbitration, if any committee, representative of an 
employer and his workmen, exists with power to settle matters under 
this Act in the case of the employer and workmen, the matter shall, 
unless either party objects by notice in writing sent to the other party 
before the committee meet to consider the matter, be settled by the 
arbitration of such committee, or be referred by them in their discretion 
to arbitration as herein-after provided. 

(2) If either party so objects, or there is no such committer, or the 
committee so refers the matter or fails to settle the matter within six 
months from the date of the claim, the matter shall be settled by a single 
arbitrator agreed on by the parties, or in the absence of agreement by the 
judge of the county court, according to the procedure prescribed by rules 
of court. 

(3) In England the matter, instead of being settled by the judge of 
the county court, may, if the Lord Chancellor so authorises, be settled 
according to the like procedure, by a single arbitrator appointed by that 
judge, and the arbitrator so appointed shall, for the purposes of this Act, 
have all the powers of that judge. 

52 & 63 Vict. (4) The Arbitration Act, 1889, shall not apply to any arbitration under 

c. 49. this Act ; but a committee or an arbitrator may, if they or he tbink fit, 

submit any question of law for the decision of the judge of the county 
court, and the decision of the judge on any question of law, either on such 
submission, or in any case where he himself settles the matter under this 
Act, or where he gives any decision or makes any order under this Act, 
shall be final, unless within the time and in accordance with the conditions 
prescribed by rules of the Supreme Court either party appeals to the Court 
of Appeal ; and the judge of the county court, or the arbitrator appointed 
by him, shall, for the purpose of proceedings under this Act, have the same 
powers of procuring the attendance of witnesses and the production of 
documents as if the proceedings were an action in the county court. 

(5) A judge of county courts may, if he thinks fit, summon a medical 
referee to sit with him as an assessor. 
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(6) Rules of court may make provision for the appearance in any 
arbitration under this Act of any party by some other person. 

(7) The costs of and incidental to the arbitration and proceedings 
connected therewith shall be in the discretion of the committee, arbitrator, 
or judge of the county court, subject as respects such judge and an 
arbitrator appointed by him to rules of court. The costs, whether before a 
committee or an arbitrator or in the county court, shall not exceed the 
limit prescribed by rules of court, and shall be taxed in manner prescribed 
by those rules and such taxation may be reviewed by the judge of the 
county court. 

(8) In the case of the death, or refusal or inability to act, of an 
arbitrator, the judge of the county court may, on the application of any 
party, appoint a new arbitrator. 

(9) Where the amount; of compensation under this Act has been 
ascertained, or any weekly payment varied, or any other matter decided 
under this Act, either by a committee or by an arbitrator or by agreement, 
a memorandum thereof shall be sent, in manner prescribed by rules of 
court, by the committee or arbitrator, or by any party interested, to the 
registrar of the coimty court who shall, subject to such rules', on being 
satisfied as to its gennineuess, record such memorandum in a special 
register without fee, and thereupon the memorandum shall for all purposes 
be enforceable as a county court judgment. 

Provided that — 

(a) no such memorandum shall be recorded before seven days after 

the despatch by the registrar of notice to the parties interested ; 
and 

(b) where a workman seeks to record a memorandum of agreement 

between his employer and himself for the payment of com- 
pensation under this Act and the employer, in accordance with 
rules of court, proves that the workman has in fact returned 
to work and is earning the same wages as he did before the 
accident, and objects to the recording of such memorandum, 
the memorandum shall only be recorded, if at all, on such terms 
as the judge of the county court, under the circumstances, may. 
think just ; and 

(c) the judge of the county court may at any time rectify the 

register ; and 

(d) where it appears to the registrar of the cou^ity court, on any 

information which he considers su£Scient, that an agreement as 
to the redemption of a weekly payment by a lump sum, or an 
agreement as to the amount of compensation payable to a 
person under any legal disability, or to dependants, ought not 
to be registered by reason of the inadequacy of the sum or 
amount, or by reason of the agreement having been obtained 
by fraud or undue influence, or other improper means, he may 
refuse to record the memorandum of the agreement sent to 
him for registration, and refer the matter to the judge who 
shall, in accordance with rules of court, make such order 
(including an order as to any sum already paid under the 
agi-eement) as under the circumstances he may think just ; and 

(c) the judge may, within six months after a memorandum of an 
agreement as to the redemption of a weekly payment by a 
lump sum, or of an agreement as to the amount of compen- 
sation payable to a person under any legal disability, or to 

z 
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dependants, has been recorded in the register, order that the 
record be removed from the register on proof to his satis- 
faction that the agreement was obtained by fraud or undue 
influence or other improper means, and may make such order 
(including an order as to any sum already paid under the 
agreement) as under the circumstances he may think just. 

(10) An agreement as to the redemption of a weekly payment by a 
lump sum if not registered in accordance with this Act shall not, nor shall 
the payment of the sum payable under the agreement, exempt the person 
by whom the weekly payment is payable from liability to continue to make 
that weekly payment, and an agreement as to the amount of compensation 
to be paid to a person under a legal disability or to dependants, if not so 
registered, shall not, nor shall the payment of the sum payable under the 
agreement, exempt the person by whom the compensation is payable from 
liability to pay compensation, unless, in either case, he proves that the 
failure to register was not due to any neglect or default on his part. 

(11) Where any matter under this Act is to be done in a county court, 
or by, to, or before the judge or registrar of a county court, then, unless the 
contrary intention appear, the same shall, subject to rules of court, be done 
in, or by, to, or before the judge or registrar of, the county court of the 
district in which all the parties concerned reside, or if they reside in 
different districts the district prescribed by rules of court, without prejudice 
to any transfer in manner provided by rules of court. 

(12) The duty of a judge of county courts under this Act, or in 
England of an arbitrator appointed by him, shall, subject to rules of coiu-t, 
be part of the duties of the county court, and the officers of the court shall 
act accordingly, and rules of court may be made both for any purpose for 
which this Act authorises rules of court to be made, and also generally 
for carrying into effect this Act so far as it affects the county court, or 
an arbitrator appointed by the judge of the county court, and proceedings 
in the county court or before any such arbitrator, and such rules may, in 
England, be made by the five judges of county courts appointed for the 
making of rules under section one hundred and sixty-four of the County 
Courts Act, 1888, and when allowed by the Lord Chancellor, as provided 
by that section, shall have full effect without any further consent. 

(13) No court fee, except such as may be prescribed under paragraph 
(15) of the First Schedule to this Act, shall be payable by any party 
in respect of any proceedings by or against a workman under this Act in 
the court prior to the award. 

(14) Any sum awarded as compensation shall, unless paid into court 
under this Act, be paid on the receipt of the person to whom it is payable 
under any agreement or award, and the solicitor or agent of a person 
claiming compensation under this Act shall not be entitl^ to recover from 
him any costs in respect of any proceedings in an arbitration under this 
Act, or to claim a lien in respect of such costs on, or deduct such costs 
from, the sum awarded or agreed as compensation, except such sum as 
may be awarded by the committee, the arbitrator, or the judge of the 
county court, on an application made either by the person claiming com- 
pensation, or by his solicitor or agent, to determine the amount of costs 
to be paid to the solicitor or agent, such sum to be awarded subject to 
taxation and to the scale of costs proscribed by rules of court. 

(15) Any committee, arbitrator, or judge may, subject to regulations 
made by the Secretary of State and the Treasury, submit to a medical 
referee for report any matter which seems material to any question arising 
in the arbitration. 
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(16) The Secretary of State may, by order, either unconditionally or 
subject to such conditions or modifications as he may think fit, confer on 
any committee representative of an employer and his workmen, as respects 
any matter in which the committee act as arbitrators, or which is settled 
by agreement submitted to and approved by the committee, all or any of 
the powers conferred by this Act exclusively on county courts or judges 
of county courts, and may by the order provide how and to whom the 
compensation money is to be paid in cases where, but for the order, the 
money would be required to be paid into court, and the order may exclude 
from the operation of provisoes (d) and (c) of paragraph (9) of this 
Schedule agreements submitted to and approved by the committee, and 
may contain such incidental, consequential, or supplemental provisions as 
may appear to the Secretary of State to be necessary or proper for the 
purposes of the order. 

(17) In the application of this Schedule to Scotland — 

(a) " County court judgment " as used in paragraph (9) of this 
Schedule means a recorded decree arbitral : 

(6) Any application to the sheriff as arbitrator shall be heard, tried, 
and determined summarily in the manner provided by section 
fifty-two of the Sheriff Coiu-ts (Scotland) Act, 1876, save only 39 & 40 Vict. 
that parties may be represented by any person authorised in c. 70. 
writing to appear for them and subject to the declaration that 
it shall be competent to either party Avithin the time and in 
accordance with the conditions prescribed by act of sederunt 
to require the sheriff to state a case on any question of law 
determined by him, and his decision thereon in such case may 
be submitted to either division of the Court of Session, who 
may hear and determine the same and remit to the sheriff with 
instruction as to the judgment to be pronounced, and an appeal 
shall lie from either of such divisions to the House of Lords : 

(c) Paragraphs (3), (4), and (8) shall not apply. 

(18) In the application of this schedule to Ireland the expression 
*' judge of the county court " shall include the recorder of any city or town, 
and an appeal shall lie from the Court of Appeal to the House of Lords.
